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TAMMANY TAKES THE LEAD 


ABRAM 8S. HEWITT NOMINATED 
FOR MAYOR. 

A COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO CONFER 
WITH OTHER ORGANIZATIONS AS TO 
THE REMAINING CANDIDATES. 

The band of office holders and office seekers 
dignified by the title of a County Convention 
met in Tammany Hall last night and nominated 
Congressman Abram 8, Hewitt for Mayor of the 
city. A conference committee was appointed 
to meet similar committees from the County 
Democracy on filling the other places on the local 
ticket. 

A head and bust of John Kelly had been 
theatrically placed upon the platform. It 
rested on a wooden column just over the spot 
where the dead leader often stood when address- 
ing his braves. The old familiar faces of the 
men who make politics a business were to be 
seen about the large meeting room, and the old 
familiar tricks were played for the purpose of 
hoodwinking honest people as to Tammany’s 
real intentions regarding the local canvass. 
There were the Tammany Aldermen and ex- 
Aldermen, the Tammany Assemblymen and ex- 
Assemblymen, the ex-Senators, the ex-Tweed 
ring attachés, and the ex-friends of the of- 
ficially defunct Rollin M. Squire. There 
were men who had bought votes and stuffed 
ballot boxes on election day, and there were men 
who were ready to live and die in the battle 
against honest government. They were all as- 
sembled to deal out the “‘ spoils” of the impend- 
ing municipal contest, and they were not dis- 
posed to be over scrupulous regarding the mat- 
ter. Onthe front row of chairs were such well 
known reformers as Richard Croker, Patrick 
Divver, the newly elected Vice-President of the 


Board of Aldermen; Senators Plunkitt, Cullen. 
and Reilly, Sheriff Grant, County Clerk Fiack, 
James J. Martin, Bernard F. Martin, Michael 
Norton, ex-Alderman George Hall, James 
Baker, Gen. F. B. Spinola, W. Bourke Cockran, 
John F. Carroll, Col. £. T. Wood, Col. Thomas 
Dunlap, and Peter Seery. 

The so-called ‘‘ convention” was late in con- 
vening. The time fixed for the meeting was 7:30 
o'clock. It was much later, however, when the 
delegates were called to order. The Assem- 
bly district leaders composing the Committee of 
Twenty-four did not appear for some little time. 
They had held two sessions during the day. 
The first meeting was at noon in the basement of 
the wigwam. After conferring for about an* 
hour a recess Was taken until 3 o’clock. At the 
later session, which was a long one, it was given 
out that it had been decided that the County 
Convention ** should not nominate a straight 
ticket until after an attempt had been made to 
**induce” the County Democracy County Con- 
vention, which meets on Thursday evening next, 
to agree upon some man as Mayor. 

The convention was called to order by ex-Judge 
A. B. Tappan, who did so, he said, by direction 
of the General Committee. He said he was call- 
ing the delegates to order with a good old hick- 
ory stick, which was symbolical of the party to 
which they all owed allegiance. There were 
cheers and much applause when Joseph J. 
oO’ Donohue was named as temporary Chairman 
of the convention. Deputy County Clerk Thomas 
¥. Gilroy and Joel O, Stevens were selected as 
temporary Secretaries. Mr. O’Donohue said that 
one year ago he had presided at a similar gather- 
ing, and Tammany had won a great victory. The 
press and the people of the city were looking 
forward to this time-honored organization to 
name the next Mayor of the city. 

Civil Justice Michael Norton moved that the 
roll be called and that the delegations present 
their credentials. This was adopted, and the 
district leaders were all applauded as they hand- 
ed their certificates to Secretary Gilroy. The 
roll was then ealled. Police Justice Duffy offered 
a gag-law resolution providing that all resolu- 
tions should be in writing, and should be referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions without debate. 
This was adopted, as were also resolutions pro- 
viding for the appointment of that committee, as 
well as for a Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion. A recess of 10 minutes was taken to allow 
time for the comunittees to report. 

After recess the reports of the cammittees 
were received. The temporary officers were 
made permanent. -Omimotion of Mr. Cockrau, a 
committee was appointed to escort the Confer- 
ence Committee of what he called ‘ta sister or- 
ganization,” or Irving Hall, to the floor of the 
convention. In afew moments the Irving Hall 
contingent entered the hall. There were Thomas 
C. E. Ecclesine, Aqueduct. Commissioner Edgar 
L. Ridgway. ex-Assemblyman John ©. Brogan, 
Charies Jones, and Oscar H. Bogart. They pre- 
sented their resolution in favor of union and 
harmony in the party and wereinvited to take 
seats on the platform. Mr. Eeclesine was re- 
ceived withapplause as he made his little speech 
in behalf of Irving Hall. The Irving Hail resolu- 
tion was laid on the table to await the result of 
the convention. Charles F. Allen, of the Twenty- 
first Assembly District, on behalf of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Municipal Association of New-York, 
presented resolutions in favor of J, Edward 
Simmons for Mayor. This document was also 
laid upon the table. 

Richard Croker was greeted with deafening 
applause as he arose and offered a resolution 
that “this convention do now proceed to put in 
nomination a candidate for Mayor of New-York.” 
The applause was vigorous and long-continued, 
It was perfectly ear splitting when the slim and 
intellectual-looking P. Heury Dugro took the 
fioor in the middle of the hali. Hats were waved 
ebout him, cheers drowned his voice, and the 
yelis made him hold his hands'to hisears. There 
were shouts of “Platform!” ‘ Platform?!” and 
the youthful-looking ex-Congressman took up a 

yosition next to Chairman O'’Donohue. Mr. 

Dugro said he was about to present the name of 
2 Well known Democratic patriarch for the office 
of Mayor of the city. He had the honor of pre- 
senting the name of the Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt. 

The delegates broke loose at the mention of 
Mr. Hewitt’s name. He was cheered to the echo. 
Mr. Cockran seconded the nomination. He said 
that the gentleman named by Mr. Dugro needed 
no eulogy. He wasa man of the people and al- 
ways forthe people. His nomination would be 
a convincing proof that Tammany was not after 
the spoils of office, but. was intent only upon 
securing the best possible candidate for the 

resent emergency of the party. Mr. Hewitt 
nad extended the commerce of the country into 
every cliime. He had been a successful business 
wan. Five thousand workingmen were em- 
ployed by him, and they were his truest friends. 
They had never gone on strike, for they realized 
that he was atrue employer of labor, a fair and 
an honest man. Tammany,iu nominating Mr. 
Hewitt, could say to the workingmen that there 
was a candidate in the true interest of the work- 
ingmep, whom every one of them could support 
—aman of spotless integrity, 1 man of earnest 
covictions, and a fearless upholder of the law. 
Taimany, by naming Mr. Hewitt, would give 
the lie to the stories that the organization was 
not in favor of union. [Applause.] 

Chairman O’Donohue strongly indorsed Mr. 
Hewitt. Hesaidthe latter was an ideal candi- 
date~—a man who was the honest friend of the 
mechanic and laborer, He said that J. Edward 
Simmonsand his band of citizens approved of 


Mr. Hewitt’s nomination and that Mr. Simmons ! 


jiad given his word to support the ‘tammany 
candidate. The nomination of Mr. Hewitt was 
then agreed to unanimously by a rising vote, 
amid more applause. Three cheers were given 
for our “ next Mayor, Abram 8. Hewitt.” The fol- 
lowing committee was appointed to inform Mr, 
Hewitt of his nomination: Richard Croker, P. 
Henry Dugro, Hugh J. Grant, James A. Flack, 
W, Bourke Cockran, A. B. Tappan, and E.T, Fitz- 
patrick, Chairman O’Donohue was added to the 
eomunittee. . 

Ex-Senater George H. Forster read the fol- 
lowing declaration of alleged principles: 


The Democratic Republican County Convention, 
meeting in Tammany Hall on Monday, Oct. 11, 1886, 
§u loyalty to the good work of the reform of abuses 
aud the dissemination of sound principles to which 
the Democracy are pledged, and in ratitication of the

Ex-Public Administrator Algernon 8. Sullivan 
made a short addrers, praising Mr. Hewitt high- 
ly. The conference committee and the commit- 
tee to inform Mr. Hewitt of his nomination will 
meet in Tammany Hall at 4 P. M. to-day. 

Mr. Hewitt was seen by a TIMES reporter at 
the house of ex-Mayor Cooper, No. 12 Washing- 
ton-square. He was told that the Tammany 
Hall County Convention had nominated him for 
Mayor, and said that he had nothing to say on 
the subject. 

The County Democracy statesmen who gath- 
ered in thenew Amsterdam Club and in the 
Hottman House early last evening discussed the 
situation with much vebemence. They were 
divided as to the advisability of appointing a 
conference committee at the County Convention 
to be held on Thursday evening, or of nominat- 
ing a candidate for Mayor. Many of the County 
Democracy leaders were of the opinion that the 
organization should at the convention place in 
nomination for the Mayoralty a man for whom 
the majority of the voters of this city would be 
proud to cast their ballots. They were of the 
opinion that the appointment of a conference 
committee would be sufficient proof for the 
people generally that greed for office was upper- 
most in the minds of the County Democracy 
leaders, and that good government was a second- 
ary consideration. ‘Let us,” said one of the 
foremost leaders, “‘present at our convention a 
clean ticket which Tammany and Irving Hall 
cannot afiord to ignore.” 

When the news was wafted from Fourteenth 
to Twenty-fourth-street that Tammany had 
nominated Abram 8. Hewitt for Mayor the 
County Democracy leaders were staggered. 
They had not counted upon any nomination last 
night. They knew that Mr. Hewitt is Edward 
Cooper’s business partner, and that Mr. Hewitt 
was one of the founders of the County Democ- 
racy. They knew also that in the Democratic 
State Convention which nominated David B. 
Hill for Governor Mr. Hewitt was the County 
Democracy candidate, when Mr. Cooper com- 
pelled that organization to withdraw his name 
trom further consideration in any of the caucus- 
es. They were amazed, therefore, when they 
heard that Tammany had nominated Mr. Hewitt 
tor Mayor, and had no hesitation in saying that 
it was a Tammapny trick. 

The County Democracy leaders had nothing to 
say against Mr. Hewitt. They have the most 
profound respect for him, but they were .not 
aware that he would consent to become Tam- 
many’s candidate. They were certain that Mr. 
Hewitt would make a good Mayor, but they 
wanted to talk the matter over with him before 
agreeing to indorse him as their candidate. The 
County Democracy people were greatly annoyed 
by the Tammanyites, who jeered at them in the 
up-town public resorts, and said to them: ‘‘ We 
have nominated a Mayor for you. What are you 
going todo about it?” The answer was that 
they would reply to that question on Thursday 
night. In the meantime they would think it 
over. The Tammanyites were jubilant, and de- 
clared that what they had done was not only 
* good politics, but a knock-down blow for the 
County Democracy.” 


FAVORING MR. ACTON, 

The Republican leaders are quietly await- 
ing the result of the attempts that are being 
made to unite the Democratic factions in this 
city. They profess to believe that a union is im- 
possible, und predict that with a candidate like 
Thomas C. Acton they can win the Mayoralty 
fight. As THE TIMES stated yesterday, the 
name of Mr. Acton is now more frequently heard 
as an available man than a week since. The 
friends of Mr. Bates also consider that gentle- 


man to be a man who would be even more avail- 
able than the ex-Sub-Treasurer. 


MR. SIMMONS’S ADVOCATES. 

Resolutions have been adopted by the Business 
Men’s Municipal Association declaring in favor 
of J. Edward Simmons for Mayor. The resolu- 
tions declare that irrespective of partisan con- 
siderations, the association, ‘‘ deeming the pros- 
perity of the city and the honest and efficient ad- 
ministration of its affairs of greater moment 
than any other consideration, most earnestly 
calls upon the several political organizations, at 
their approaching conventions, to nominate J. 
Edward Simmons in the interest of honest gov- 
ernment as Mayor of the city of New-York, 
feeling that his candidacy will inspire confidence 
throughout the community, and that his election 
will guarantee to our citizens a strong, secure, 
and eiticient municipal administration.” Copies 
of the resolutions were sent yesterday to the 
several Democratic organizations of the city.

THE ANCHORIA’S LONG TRIP 


THE DISABLED STEAMER 


TOWED INTO PORT. 
DRIFTING HELPLESSLY ABOUT 
FOURTEEN DAYS—PASSENGERS 
ITED TO TWO MEALS A DAY. 

St. JoHn’s, Newfoundland, Oct. 11.—The 
steamer Anchoria, Capt. Small, left Glasgow 
on Sept. 18 bound for New-York. She had 700 
persons on board, including passengers and crew. 
On Sept. 22,fourdays after the steamer had 
cleared from Glasgow, a strong gale sprang up, 
and during this blow a heavy sea struck the 
ship. In the lurch which she made the shaft of 
the propeller was suddenly broken. At the time 
of the accident the ship was in latitude 50°19’ 
north and longitude 39° west. She was esti- 
mated to be about 1,200 miles west of Ireland. 
The shock occasioned by the breaking of the 
shaft threw the ship on her side and strewed the 
glassware and other articles over the decks. 
Many of the passengers were frightened, but 
upon the officers assuring them that there was 
no danger of sinking a panic was averted and 
order restored in a short time. 

Sails were set and the ship became somewhat 
steadier, but the rudder gear having been ren- 
dered useless she drifted about at the mercy of 
the waves from Sept. 22 to Wednesday last, efforts 
in the meanwhile being made daily to repair the 
broken shaft. On Oct. 6 the engineers effected tem- 
porary repairs, and the ship was once «more got 
under control. The sea was now comparatively 
smooth, and the steamer moved slowly in 
a westerly direction. She made fairly 
good time till midnight on Thursday, the 
7th, when the engines stopped suddenly. Fears 
were entertained by the passengers that the 
shaft had again broken, but they were assured 
by the officers that such was not the case and 
that the engines would be started in the morn- 
ing. At10o’clock on Friday the engines were 
again started,and when the hundreds of anxious 
people on board heard the propeller moving hopes 
were entertained that the tedious voyage would 
soon be ended by reaching land. But these 
hopes were not soon to be realized, for after 15 
revolutions the shaft broke again, this time be- 
yond all prospect of being revaired. 

A consultution was now held by the officers 
and the exact position of the ship ascertained. It 
was fonnd that she was 80 miles off the coast of 
Newfoundland. As the provisions were running 
short—all on board,in fact, for some days pre- 
viously having been put on an allowance of two 
meals per day—the first officer, Mr. Macfarlane, 
and seven others volunteered to launch a boat 
and make for the coast. Among those who vol- 
unteered to go in the boat was Mr. Thomas Suth- 
erest, a London barrister, who contested a seat 
in Liverpool on the Liberal home rule interest. 
His wife, being on board, insisted on accompany- 
ing her husband, but as the trip was deemed 
too hazardous for a woman Mr. Sutherest 
was impelled to remain behind. Those who went 
in the boat were First Officer Macfarlane. Mr. 
Hay, Dr, Tuttle, Dr. Lock Farquhar, Mr. Green, 
and two others. The boat’s crew took their 
places and the boat was lowered away. They 
took on board a quantity of biscuit in tins and 
two casks of water. The sight of the brave fel- 
lows as the boat put off from the ship’s side 
affected many to tears, and silent prayers were 
sent up for their safety. At first no word was 
spoken, but the pentup feelings of the 700 per- 
sons on board at last found expression in loud 
and long cheers and heartfelt cries of ‘“ god- 


speed” as the boat disappeared from view. The 
lirst officer was instructed by the Captain to 
secure the services of a steamer if the boat 
reached St. John’s. 

On Friday the ship made but littie headway, 
and the expected steamer did not come to her 
assistance on that day nor during the following 
night. On Saturday at noon, however, the glad 
ery of “Land!” rang through the ship. Another 
volunteer crew were quickly enlisted, consisting 
this time wholly of passengers, who pulled 
toward the shore, The tirst boat arrived at St. 
John’s at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and the 
second reached Pouch Cove. a settlement near 
Cape Francis, 20 miles north of St. John’s, at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon of the same day. On his 
arrival here the first officer communicated with 
Sir Ambrose Shea, agent of the Allan Line at 
this port, who immediately negotiated with 
Messrs. Harvey & Co., and the steamer 
Miranda, of the Red Cross Line, of which 
Messrs. Harvey & Co. are the local agents, 
was dispatched in search of the steamer An- 
choria at 6 P.M. The steam tug Favorite left 
about 10 P. M., and, though she left four hours 
after the Miranda, succeeded in coming up with 
the disabled steamer first, at about midnight. 
The Anchoria was taken in tow and arrived here 
this morning. Theship is awaiting orders from 
her owners, until the receipt of which no re- 
pairs will be made. 

There were two deaths ana two births during 
the voyage. One of those who died was a Polish 
Jew and the other a Scotchman. They were 
buried at sea. The newly born infants and their 
mothers are doing well. The paeeceores who 
landed at Pouch Cove arrived here at 1:30 
o’clock this morning, and were heartily wel- 
comed by their friends on board the steamer.

Henderson Brothers, the Anchor Line agents, 
said yesterday that they could not say how 
the Anchoria’s passengers would be brought to 
this port. They had received a dispatch an- 
nouncing the arrival of the Anchoria in the 
harbor of St. John’s, and had telegraphed for 
further particulars, but had received no answer. 
It was possible that the engineers might be able 
torepair the Anchoria’s shaft temporarily, and 
in that event she would bring on her passengers 
to this port and make complete repairs here. 
The passengers would, however, be brought 
here as soon as a but it would probably 
be several days before they would arrive.

THE CUTTER WINS AGAIN. 


A FINE RACE OF 14 MILES, IN WHICH 
THE THETIS IS BADLY BEATEN. 

MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Oct. 11.—The New- 
England yachting season closed to-day, when 
the cutter Stranger defeated Mr. Bryant’s Thetis, 
Early in the morning there was a dead 
calm, but at 10 o’clock a light breeze 
from the southward sprang up. At 
the start the wind was about south by 
west, and a course was laid off from Halfway 
Rock to Davis Ledge and return. At 11 o’clock 
the preparatory whistle was blown and at 11:05 
the starting whistle. The racerscame down to 
the line neck and neck. The Thetis had the 


windward position and crossed about half a min- 
ute atter the gun was fired. Both boats were on 
the starboard tack. The Thetis had the Stranger 
well coveren, and three minutes after the start 
she took the cutter’s wind and passed her. Im- 
mediately after the Stranger went about. The 
Thetis tacked to cover her, but was a little too 
late, and the Stranger got wg 5 It was her 
chance and she madethe most of it. She forged 
slowly ahead of the Yankee sloop andat Pig Rocks 
she was about 200 yards ahead. Here she tacked 
as she could not weather Pig Rocks. The Thetis 
tacked a minute later. She did well on this tack, 
outfooting the cutter, but the Stranger out- 
pointed her enough to more than make it up. 
When the yachts tacked again the cutter had 
gained not more than 100 yards. 

At 12:24 the Thetis went about on the port 
tack, and a minute later the Stranger followed 
suit. The Thetis held this tack only five min- 
utes, whenshe tacked again. The Stranger tacked 
to keep the sloop under her lee. The yachts held 
this starbord tack for half an hour, when 
the wind hauled to the eastward. The Thetis 
went about at 12:53, The Stranger held on till 
she was dead to windward of the sloop and then 
tacked, at 12:55:30. Atl o’clock the Stranger 
was a quarter of a mile to windward of the 
Thetis. From this time till they turned the 
mark boat there was more breeze. 

At 2:10 the judges’ boat took a position one- 
eighth of a mile to the eastward of Minot’s Ledge 
Lighthouse and waited for the racers. The 
breeze was now fair from  south-south- 
west. At 2:16 the Stranger tacked to star- 
board. At this time the Thetis was about a mile 
to leeward of the cutter. Ten minutes later the 
Stranger tacked to port to clear the stake boat. 
She bore off around the stake boat and lowered 
her spinnaker boom to port, but did not set the 
spinnaker. The Thetis went about on the star- 
board tack just after the Stranger rounded 
the tugboat. She had a good breeze, and 
bowled along finely. The Thetis did not 
make as goodaturn as the Stranger, however, 
but stood on about 75 yards too far. She rounded 
almost exactly 15 minutes behind the English 
yacht, Soon after the Thetis rounded, the cutter, 
which was then almost two miles away on the 
home stretch, broke out her spinnaker. The 
Thetis had broken out her balloon jibtopsail as 
she rounded and 10 minutes later she broke out 
her spinnaker, and both huge sails were drawing 
forall they were worth. The Stranger set her 
club topsail on the run before the wind. 
The wind had increased to a _ strong 
breeze from south-southwest. The tugboat 
did her best but could not quite 
make = the two-mile lead which the Stranger 
had, and was about 200 yards away when the 
Stranger luffed up to the westward of Halfway 
Rock. The Thetis gained 3 minutes and 5 sec- 
onds on the run before the wind. The Thetis 
covered the 14 miles in 1:31:50, a rate of over 
nine miles an hour. 

The Stranger thus wins this last series of three 
races. She has won six first prizes and one 
second prize in nine races thisseason. Summary:

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


THE “ASSISTED IMMIGRATION” 


DECLARED CONSTITUTIONAL. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 11.—Judge Brown, 
of the United States court, this morning handed 
down his decision in the case of the United 
States against John Craig on the action 
brought to recover a penalty of $1,000 
provided for in the ‘Assisted Immigra- 
tion” act”. of Feb. 26, 1886. Mr. Craig

imported ship carpenters from the Province of+ 


Quebec during the shipyard strike of last 
Spring. Defendants’ counsel had interposed the 


objection that the entire law against import- 
ing labor was unconstitutional. The question 
as presented to the court involved not only 
the Craig case, but was a test upon which the 
whole law was to stand or fall. 

In an elaborate opinion the court overrules all 
the points raised by the defendant. The act in 
question declares that for any violation of its 
provisions the person, partnership, company, or 
corporation violating the same by knowingly 
assisting, encouraging, or soliciting the 
immigration or importation of any alien or 
foreigner into the United States to perform labor 
or service of any kind under contract, express 
or implied, shall forfeit and pay for 
every such offense the sum of $1,000. 
The contention of the prosecution is 
that the act isa valid exercise of the power of 
Congress to regulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions. The defendant claimed that this act is 
not a valid exercise of the power of regu- 
lating commerce, inasmuch as it forbids 
the encouragement and solicitation of 
an act which still continues to be perfectly law- 
ful in itself, viv, the immigration of alien labor- 
ers. The court declined to take this view of the 
case, and held that if Congress was the 
power to regulate commerce it is difli- 
cult to conceive why Congress may not 
inhibit the immigration of any class of persons 
which may seem to it undesirable additions to 
the population of the country. Repeated in- 
stances of this kind of legislation are to be found 
in the revised statutes, and, so far asis known, 
none of them have been challenged as beyond a 
constitutional power of Congress. 

But conceding that the contract only is illegal 
and void, and the immigration lawful, there is 
no principle which forbids Congress from de- 
claring that a certain method of procuring the 
immigration of foreigners shall be un- 
Jawtul, and imposing a punishment upon 
those who adopt that method. The decision 
then answers the objection that Congress has 
no power to punish Craig’s act, as it was done iu 
a foreign country. The court decides that the 
law is against the “assisting, encouraging, or 
soliciting aliens to migrate,” and not to the con- 
tract with them. Theimmigration must actually 
occur, however, or there is no offense. Solicit- 
ing immigration without success would not be an 
offense. Even if the cause of action accrued 
wholly on foreign soil the action could be main- 
tained if the defendant was found in the dis- 
trict, as it is a civil action to recover a penalty 
or debt. In such cases the action may be brought 
wherever the defendant is found. The conclusion 
is reached that the court has jurisdiction and the 
demurrer is overruled.

SHOT DOWN BY NEGROES. 

DANVILLE, Va., Oct. 11.—Late Saturday 
night a number of the university students at 
Chapel Hill, N. C., were out onalark, and a 
disturbance took place between them and a num- 
ber of negroes who reside at the place. The stu- 
dents then put out for the college, and arriving 
there about 12:30 A. M. made complaint 
to Mr. J. A. Freeze that the negroes had 
insulted them. He was in bed at the time, 
put arose and went out with the com- 
plainants to the place where the trouble 
occurred, and saw a number of negroes loitering 
near a house inhabited by a negro named Barbee. 
Upon asking for the parties who had offered the 
insult to the students, they were answered by a 
fusillade of shot and balls from the house, which 
resulted in the killing of Freeze, and the wound- 
ing ottwo of the students. The negroes, who 
bear the names of Pat Brewer, Jesse Harris, aud 
Wesley Marrett, after tiring made their escape, 
and up to last accounts had not been captured. 
There is no doubt that if caught they will be 
lynched. A reward is offered for their capture.

LOOKING FOR THE FUGITIVE 


SOME TRACE OF NEELD, THE 
OHIOAGO DEFAULTER. 

HIS LATE PARTNERS EXPRESS CONFI- 
DENCE IN NEELD’S HONESTY—OVER- 
TRADING THE TROUBLE. 


ToRONTO, Oct. 11.—It is reported that de- 
fau}ter Neeld, of Chicago, isin this city with his 
wife. He has, it is said, been seen and recog- 
nized by an old Chicago acquaintance. 


CurcaGco, Oct. 11.—Pinkerton detectives 
are after N. W. Neeld, of J. C. Ferguson & Co.} 
whoranaway Thursday, leaving behind fictitious 
warehouse receipts on which he had borrowed 
$295,000 from the banks, but so far no trace of 
him has been found. {t was at first supposed 
that he had gone to Canada, but some 
people believe that he went West. The 
Bank of British North America, which was 
in for $75,000, will prosecute him if/he is caught 
in Canada, while the Chicago banks will see that 
he is punished if he is captured in this country. 
Detectives have been sent in all directions to 
hunt him up. James Duell, of the Board of 
Trade, saw Neeld and his wife leave the city 
Thursday night on the Grand Trunk Railway. 
Neeld had ona new overcoat and looked very 


spruce, while he seemed to be in extra good 
humor. 


“I don’t know what to think of it,” said Ed- 
ward Ferguson, the youngest member of the firm 
and Neeld’s brother-in-law, to-day. “It came 
upon me so suddenly and surprisingly that I 
can’t comprehend it. Ihave not been attending 
to business for two months. My wife fell off a 
horse in July and has been very ill ever since. 


I remained at home with her six weeks 
and then came to the office for an 
houra day, and afterward staid home for three 
weeks. Recently I came down, went on ’Change, 
and returned home at 1 o’clock, entering the 
ottice merely to get my coat. I did not know 
what was going on, whether any money 
had been made or lost, but judged from 
Neeld’s pg that there had been 
losses. e showed it in his. actions. I 
never asked any uestions, and he 
never told me anything. haven't heard from 
Neeld and do not know where he is. The last 
time I saw him was Thursday night. He told 
me he was going to New-York to see Mr. How- 
ard. He was very much agitated. He managed 
the business entirely and negotiated the 
paper. I had nothing to do with it and 
never signed a warehouse receipt. There 
is a record in the office of all that were issued 
and the banks will have an expert go over the 
books for their satisfaction. As I understand it 
the books are perfectly straight—contain no 
false entries. I do not know what will be the 
outcome. There isn’t a member of the firm who 
attributes any dishonest motives to Mr. Neeld. 
It has been said that Mr. Neeld was a 
high liver and had a magnificent house on 
Michigan-avenue. My father and mother, Mr. 
Neeld and his wife and my wife and myself lived 
together in a rented house and shared the ex- 
penses. I don’t think Mr. Neeld took away 
enough money to last him for 30 days. 
I am positive of it. He told my father 
the night he left, that he hadn’t any 
money and my father ave him some 
of the market money in the house, and I, gave 
him $350 that my wife had saved from what I 
had given her. I don’t believe he had more than 
$600 or $700, and I have every reason to believe 
that he hasn’t hidden away anywhere a single 
cent for himself or any member of the fam- 
ily. I believe that he was induced to 
overtrade and lost ei | dollar in speculation. 
Everything is gone; we have nothing left, but 
weintend to give the creditors every nickel we 
can get in the next five years. We hope to be 
able to make some arrangement to use the valu- 
able plant at the stock yards and the name of 
the tirm, which is worth $100,000 to the one 
who uses it.” 

Mr. C. B. Howard, who represented the firm in 
New-York, reached Chicago this morning. “TI 
intend to pay every cent of the liabilities if it 
takes me 10 years to doit,” hesaid. “I believe 
Mr. Neeld to be an honest man, and I do not be- 
lieve that he took away with him a dollar of any 
man’s money. Overtrading has been the cause 
of all thetrouble. The liabilities of the firm 
have been greatly exaggerated, and there is 
every prospect that the firm will resume busi- 
ness. 

Mr. W. R. Goodbody, another member of the 
firm, said he was a creditor to the extent of 
$25,000 or $30,000, and he expected in time to 
get it all. He believed Mr. Neeld to be 
strictly honorable. Whatever might have 
been the cause of the failure he did 
not believe that it was due to any dishonest mo- 
tive. Many of the bankers are a little shaky on 
warehouse receipts just now and it is not impos- 
sible that they will take some action with a view 
of making them at least as safe a collateral as 
grain receipts. 

*T don’t see how I can loan any more money 
on warehouse receipts,” saida bank President 
to-day. “They are nota very popular security 
just now. It seems to me that the Board of 
Trade ought to protect the banks. Otherwise 
we will have to send the Cashier down to sit on 
the barrels.” 

‘“‘T don’t know that any change in the system 
is necessary,” said another bank official. “If a 
man is going to be dishonest rules and regula- 
tions will not prevent him. A hook should not 
be put in all the packers because one turns out 
to be a thief.” 

“Tt strikes me that no change is required,” 
said another bankers ‘‘If a man isa thief he 
will steal and you cannot stop him. Adoptin 
the same system as that which obtains in regar 
to grain wouldn’t help matters much, because if 
an elevator man is dishonest there is nothing to 
prevent his chartering a vessel and loading her 
with grain and disposing of it. No, banking is 
like religion—we must have faith.”

FIREMEN IN DANGER. 


THEY FIND THEMSELVES IMPRISONED’ 


"IN A BLAZING FACTORY. 

Engine Company No. 16, with other appa- 
ratus, was called last evening by two alarms to a 
fire at No. 204 East Twenty-eighth-street, a three- 
story brick building owned by Hollis Holman. 
The first floor was occupied by John 
Walsh, dealer in grates and fenders; the 
second by Neppel Brothers, makers of 
furniture, and the third by Pardee 
& Gleeson, carpenters. The fire, it is believea, 
was due to an explosion of gas, which ignited 
some excelsior in Neppel Brothers’ place. The 


flames spread very rapidly, causing much ap- 
prehension in the immediate neighborhood and 
forcing those who were yet in the building to 
take to the street without endeavoring to save 
any of their effects. When the engines had 
reached the hydrants near by the carpenter’s 
shop was all ablaze. 

East of Waish’s entrance and at the foot of the 
stairs was an entryway separated from Walsh’s 
store by a wooden partition, in which was a 
small window. Entrance to this entryway was 
had by a very narrow door, with a snap lock 
opened only by a key. When the members of 
Engine eer No. 6 ran up with an un- 
charged line, which they were to carry as far 
up stairs as possible, this door was open. As 
they were ascending the stairs a draft, due to the 
great heat up stairs, closed the door with a bang, 
and Michael Flynn, Cornelius F. Britt, and John 
Foley found themselves imprisoned. The fire 
was raging on the second floor landing, and the 
flames were being forced down the stairs. Mak- 
ing a loud outcry, they broke the glass of the 
window in the partition with their fists to get air. 
Their cries were heardin the street, and Fore- 
man W. F. Hayes, with the assistance of 
several members of his company—that of the 
men in peril—procured a ladder from a truck 
company and with it battered down the door. 
He rescued the men none too soon. Flynn was 
partly asphyxiated, and his face and arms were 
scorched and his hands were lacerated. He 
was able to go home. The others were similarly, 
but more severely, injured and were taken to 
Bellevue Hospital. They will be on duty again 
in a few days. 

The fire was put out after it had ravaged the 
upper part of the building. Walsh loses $400, 
N — Brothers $2,500, and Pardee & Gleeson 
$800. About $600 damage was done to the 
building. 


THE BOYCOTTERS PARDONED. 


GOV. HILL’ REASONS FOR EXERCISING 
CLEMENCY. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 11.—Gov. Hill, on 
Saturday, commuted the sentences of the Theiss 
boycotters to 100 days’ imprisonment in State 
prison, which makes their terms expire to-day. 
The Governor has written an elaborate opinion, 
giving his reasons for this decision. In sub- 
stance the grounds are as follows: 


First—That the prisoners were not aware that 
they were violating any law of the State in what 
they did. 

Second—That the prisoners are honest work- 
ingmen who do not belong to the criminal class, 
and this was their first offense. ~ 

Third—That they are now penitent, and have 
promised in writing to hereafter cease boycot- 
ting and obey the laws of the State. 

Fourth—That the money which they obtained 
from Theiss was not received for their personal 
aggrandizement, but was received for expenses 
which they claimed they had incurred, and was 
passed over to the unions of which they simply 
acted as a committee. 

Fifth—That the sentences are somewhat’ ex- 
cessive, and 100 days’ imprisonment in State 
prison is sufficient punishment for the offense 
judicially passed upon for the first time in these 
cases. 

Sizth—The District Attorney of New-York 
favors the commutation of the sentence. 

Seventh—The prisoners, or nearly all of them, 
have families dependent upon them for support, 
and are all poor men worthy of Executive clem- 
ency. 
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DENOUNCED AS A HOAX. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The dispatch 
printed in a New-York paper this morning pur- 
portingto come from Chicago and giving par- 
ticulars about the flooding of that city with 
counterfeits of the new ten-dollar certificates, so 


good that even expert handlers of money can 
scarcely distinguish them from the genuine, was 
news to the Treasury Department. 


even suspected up to the time he read the 
story that there were counterfeits upon 
the new notes in circulation, and had 
not, as reported, sent out any secret serv- 
ice officers upon the trail of the counterfeiters 
If any Secret Service ofticer has arrested any-- 
ody for such an offense he has not vet permit- 
t ed Chief Brooks to know of it, or else the chief 
of the Secret Service is a great dissembler. 
Treasurer Jordan has not been informed by the 
bureau at Chicago of the appearance of this 
flood of counterfeits, and Chief Graves, of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, who believes 
the notes cannot be successfully imitated or 
counterfeited, not only has not heard of it from 
any official source, but unhesitatingly declares 
his belief that the story is a hoax.

SORROWFUL BOSTON OFFICE HOLDERS 

BosTon, Oct. 11.—There was a particularly 
sorrowful crowd of officials at the Post Office in 
this city this morning. Their grief had nothing 
to do with the incoming of a new Postmaster of 
a different political creed, but was due to the 
confirmation of reports from Washington that a 


general reduction of salaries at the Post Office 
had been ordered in this city. It was said that 
the reduction was confined entirely to the 
heads of departments, while subordinate clerks 
were to be raised to an amount equivaient to 
their superiors’ loss. It was learned at the Post 
Otfice that the expected reduction will aggregate 
about $7,600 per annum, of which the largest 
individual reduction will be about $500. One 
subordinate has already been raised by order from 
Washington, but it was not known whether the 
salaries of others would be increased or not.

LOW HIS FLIGHT. 


FORGED NOTES AND CROOKED WARE< 
HOUSE RECEIPTS FOUND BY STEVENS 
VOISIN’S BANKERS, 

Marco Leon Stevens y Voisin, or plain 
Stevens Voisin, as the brass plate has it on the 
doorway of No. 45 Leonard-street, on the second 
floor of which warehouse he conducted the busi, 
ness of exporter, importer, and commission mer- 
chant, has been missing since last Thursday, and 
yesterday several of his creditors became so 
impressed with the idea that he would not return, 
that they sued out attachments upon his proper 
ty, as follows: American Exchange National 
Bank, $11,371; Lawrence & Co., $6,637; H. B, 
Claflin & Co., $3,652; Brown, Wood & Kingman, 
$5,634; Adolph Bernheimer, $1,084; Lawrence, 
Taylor & Co., $253; Salisbury & Van Wagener, 
$453. 

Me. Voisin was chiefly engaged in the export 
trade with Mexico, and it was known to his inti- 
mate friends that for a year past he had been in 
difficulties caused by the high rate of exchange, 
his Mexivan customers not only displaying no 
inclination to purchase American goods, but a 
very decided repugnance to paying the $25,000 
or $30,000 which they owed him on old ac- 
counts. When it became known that he had dis- 
appeared it was believed by those who supposed 


they knew him best that he had become flurried 
by a temporary pressure of responsibility’ 
and would soon regain his equanimity and 
return. They will be surprised to learn 
that while it is almost certain that he took pains 
to buy goods on credit and obtain advances on 
the same before he left, realizing about $15,060, 
it is quite certain the attaching bank has in its 

ossession two notes, which it discounted for 

im, and which purport to be signed by one P. 
Pelletier, but which that gentleman says are 
forgeries. The bank had done business With 
Mr. Voisin for some years, and recently 
made him advances, amounting in all to 
$23,000, on goatskins imported from Eu- 
rope. Sept. 16 he went to the bank with 
a warehouse receipt calling for three bales of 
goatskins in Martin’s Storesin Brooklyn. He 
said that he had advanced a friend of his in 
Europe over $5,000 on the consignment, and on 
this representation the bank loaned him $5,000 
on the receipts. It had previously léaned him 
$2,737 92 on similar security, and, including tha 
two Pelletier notes, which were for $2,85S and’ 
$2,672, respectively, and some other accommo- 
dation paper, it was his ereditor to the amount 
of about $16,600. 

The first intimation of wrong came to the bank 
last Wednesday when two checks by Voisin in 
favor of Brown, Wood & Co., amounting te 
$5,634 57, were presented, for which there were 
no funds. Suspicion was aroused and the bank 
sent Detective C. B. McDougal and an expert in 
the examination of skins to Martin’s Stores,where 
they learned that the hypothecated property 
was worth about one-seventh of what the bank 
had advanced upon it. Next day McDougal 
called at Voisin’s office for an explana- 
tion, but he had gone out to lunch. 
McDougal waited for his return in vain, 
and, although a watch has been kept since 
then on his warehouse and his residence at No. 
125 East Twenty-sixth-street he has not been 
seen. Adelbert M. Knight, Voisin’s clerk, knew 
nothing cf his whereabouts, and the bank’s at- 
tachment was based upon Knight's affidavit that 
about a month ago Voisin bought for $360 the 
skins upon which he obtained the advance of 
$5,000. Itis the belief of the bank officers that 
Voisin fled when he heard that his checks had 
been thrown out by them, knowing that they 
would at once begin an investigation and discov- 
er the facts about his warehouse receipts and the 
Pelletier forgeries which had been going 
on for a year, the notes now in possession of 
the bank being the renewals of other forged in- 
struments. Mr. Pelletier, who is engaged in the 
artificial leaves at No. 135 
Wooster-street, has much more to complam of 
at Voisin’s hands than the latter’s unauthorized 
use of his name on promissory notes amounting 
to about $6,000. He holds Voisin’s note for 
He lent 
him the money without security as anact of 
friendship and in the hope that Voisin would 
earry out his promise of putting Pelletier’s 
brother, who was in Voisin’s cinploy, in the 
way of launching into business for himself. By 
dint of hard dunning Pelletier had received part 

ayments on the note amounting to $3,300, 
eaving an unpaid balance, including interest, of 
about $8,000. Some little while ago he intrusted 
Voisin with a note of $219 to collect, but had 
not been able to get the money. 

As far as could be ascertained yesterday it was 
believed that Voisin’s liabilities amount to about 


| $60,000, and that his assets, consisting mostly 


of prints and skins, storedin R. J. Dean & Co.'s 
and T. M. Seaver & Co.’s warehouses, in New- 
York, andin Martin’s and Prentice’s warehouses, 
in Brooklyn, amount to from $80,000 to $100,000, 
added accounts in Mexico 
and Spain amounting to about $30,000, and the 
stock of goods at 45 Leonard-street, which is 
valued at $5,000. The warehousemen have 
made advances of about 60 per cent. of the value 
of the goods, and 1t is believed that the balance, 
even ata sacrifice sale, will secure the other 
creditors from loss. The warehousemen said 
that there was nothing new or surprising in a 
bank’s advancing money toacustomer on the 
latter’s estimate of the value oi the collateral 
tendered, and one of them quoted the case of a 
prominent bank which, not long ago, found that 
the actual value of a quantity of dates upon 
which it had avanced $76,000 was only $12,C00. 
The same gentleman stated that Mr. Voisin had 
always been very highly esteemed, and that 
some years ago he had retired from business 
with a fortune of $400,000, but, becoming inter- 
ested in speculation, had returned to active com- 
mercial life. Only a year ago Voisin claimed a 
cash capital of $90,000, but the collapse of Mexi- 
can trade resulting from the highness of ex- 
change had cramped him severely. 

Mr. Voisin’s residence at No. 125 East Twenty- 
sixth-street is a stone-front, three-story dwelling. 
Asa bachelor he would have no need for so ex- 
tensive an establishment were it not that it was 
his habit when the Mexican trade was booming 
to entertain his customers there, frequently 
having half a dozen of them at his house at a 
time. The house was conducted economically, 
however, and no suspicion of extravagunce on 
Voisin’s part was entertained until recent inves- 
tigations led to the discovery of arichly furnished 
flat, the expenses of which establishment are 
said to have been borne by the fugitive, and 
whose former occupant.a French actress,is said to 
be also missing. Mr. Voisin is about 45 years of 
age, and has been engaged in business in New- 
York since 1877. From 1871 to 1881 he had a 
store in Mexico, but closed it in the latter year. 
His credit was good, and he could, if inciined, 
have purchased much more heavily of goods 
than he did. No clue has been found to the 
direction he took, and several of his creditors 
still have faith that he is only suflering from 
“panic” and will turn up and straighten out hia 
affairs in a day or two.

Carpenter, the Postmaster of the little town of 
Woodbridge, owns arow of buildings on Main- 
street and the Post Office 1s at the other end of 


Carpenter’s buildings are unoccupied, 
and he desired to have the Post Office removed to 
one of them, knowing that the Governnient is a 
profitable tenant. His friends circulated a peti- 
tion to that effect, but the people who lived at 
the end of the town where the Post Office now is 
objected and got up a huge counter-petition, win- 
ning the day. Then the Postmaster tried all 
sorts of arts to induce the owners of the building 
to order him out, and finally, on Saturday night. 
he moved the stock without permission from 
the department. The people of the town were 
so excited when they learned this to-day that 
they sent the local constable to arrest Carpenter. 
They have decided to ask for his removal, and in 
the meantime will try to establish another oftice 
at the other end of the town and employ a man 
to get the mail before Carpenter can doso.

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WATROUS FOR THE SENATE 


REPUBLICANS OPPOSED TO 
GEN. HAWLEY. 

ALL INTEREST IN THE CONNECTICUT 
CAMPAIGN CONCENTRATED ON THE 
SENATORIAL CANVASS. 

Nrew-Haven, Conn., Oct. 11.—The coming 
ftate campaign with the Democrats patting the 
Prohibitionists on the back and crying “st-boy,” 
pnd at the same time trying to conciliate the 
Knights of Labor, is going to be the liveliest the 
State has ever known. The State ticketis to be 
gpllowed to shift for itself, for no one carss 
fouch whether Lounsbury or Cleveland is 
elected Governor. It is a case of pockethook 
@gainst pompous nonenity. There isn’t enough 
interest attaching to either of the men who head 
the tickets to excite any enthusiasm, and the 
patronage the State officers have at their dis- 
posal is so trifling that there isn’t much worth 
working for according to the notions of the 
pverage politician. 

But while there is so little of interest to at- 
tract attention to the State tickets, there is a 
vastamount of work already being putin to 
control the State Legislature which is to elect a 
United States Senator to succeed Gen. Hawley. 
What gentleman is very anxious to succeed him- 
felf. William H. Barnum is anxious to succeed 
him, and he has all sortsof plots and counter- 
plots in hand to accomplish his purpose. He is 
agreeably surprised to find unexpected assist- 
ance in his labors in the Republican ranks. That 


wholly unexpected help he and his lieutenants, 
some of whom pretend to train with the Re- 
publican Party, are carefully nursing. As 
every one knows, who knows Gen. Hawley 
et all, he is not a_ politic politician; 
he is naturally cold, haughty, and overbearing, 
and utterly lacking in the suavity and good-fel- 
lowship whichis a needed constituent in the 
make-up of a successful politician unless he hails 
from Massachusetts. The result of Gen. Haw- 
ley’s peculiarities is that he has made many ene- 
mies, or rather has lost some who were never 
more than half-hearted supporters, because, 
after shaking hands with him, they felt as if they 
had clasped a clam or some other equally cold 
and undesirable object. Rebuffs, {perhaps unin- 
tentionally made, an inability to put any warmth 
into a ern Te an austere offishness, and a 
lack of geniality have resulted in the loss of the 
good-will of someof his constituents, and the 
cooling of the enthusiasm of a great many more. 
Now that he is acandidate for re-election his 
friends are astonished to find out how many of 
this class of men exist throughout the State. 
They want to know whom possible candidates for 
the Legislature are going to vote for for Senator, 
and they don’t promise enthusiastic support to 
men who announce themselves in favor of Gen. 
Hawley. This is where Barnum’s help from Re- 
publicans comes in. 

Republican leaders even at the capital are as- 
tonished at the number of Republicans who re- 
fuse to take off their coats and help push ona 
Hawley boom. They don’t want Barnum elect- 
ed, but they don’t want Hawley. So the leaders 
are quietly casting about for some one to take 
Gen. Hawley’s place as a standard bearer on 
whom all the dissatistied can unite and for whom 
they will work. George H. Watrous, of New- 
Haven, President of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, has been pitched upon 
by many as just the man who would fill the bill, 
and he has been sounded on the question and is 
Inclined to think that a Senatorship would bea 
good cozy sort of thing to drop into. 

“ Are youa candidate for the United States 
Senate ?’ he was asked to-day by a Trugs’ cor- 
respondent. 

“Only under certain circumstances,” he re- 
plied. ‘ My choice for the place is Gen. Hawley. 
if, however, there should be a Republican Legis- 
lature chosen, and I assume that there will be, 
and it should appear that that body is not a unit, 
br practically so, for Gen. Hawley, and other 
names are mentioned as his = successor, 
such circumstances might lead me to allow my 
friends to present my name as a candidate.” 

** You have been approached on the subject?” 

** Oh, yes, and I have told my triends exactly 
what [have told you, that Gen. Hawley is my 
choice, and that I shall not standin the way of 

* bis nomination and election. If it should be 
found that Gen. Hawley is not capable of secur- 
ing the nomination, and if the honor is then open 
to others, I shall make no objection to my name 
being put forward, and if a caucus sees fit to put 
me in nomination, and the Legislature confirms 
the choice of that caucus, then I would accept 
the situation and the election to the Senate.” 

That's about as far as the thing has gone now, 
but Mr. Watrous’s friends have quietly gone to 
work to secure candidates for the Legislature 
‘who will make him at least their second choice, 
He and Gen. Hawley are to be played against 
Mr. Barnum in the coming campaign, and the 
antagonism to Barnum and his methods, coupled 
with the plan of the leaders for the Senatorial 
fight, will, they expect, result in saving the 
legislative body to the Republicans. It seems 
the only way to doit, as in a straight-out Haw- 
a fight they fear they would be de- 

eated. 
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THE PLATFORM DOESN’T’SUIT HIM. 
‘A NOMINEE FOR CONGRESS DECLINES 
ON THAT ACCOUNT. 

HaRTFORD, Conn., Oct. 11.—Mr. R..J. 
‘Vance, of New-Britain, has declined to accept 
‘the Democratic nomination to Congress from this 
district, and.gives his reasons in a column letter 
to the Times to-night. He says he cannotstand 
on the following plank‘in the platform which the 
convention adopted, as it is not in accord with 


either the national or State platforms of his 

party: 

_ ‘That taxes should not be imposed upon. the peo- 

‘ple for any other purpose than the support of the 
rovernment, and that the interests of labor and cap- 

ital alike in the State-of Connecticut demand it.” 


Of this plank he says: 


“To many this may appear harmiess. In one 
sense it states a truth, while in another it indorses 
andis tainted with a dogma for which I have no re- 
Bpect. It is calculated a sense by its specious- 
ness to disarm suspicion, but it is inoculated with 
insidious poison, nevertheless. Money raised by 
taxation must be used only for support of the Gov- 
ernment; but, in my opinion, itmay and should be, 
‘when necessary, imposed for the protection of Ameri- 
can labor and American industries. Your resolution 
says in effect that taxes may not be imposed to ——- 
our laborers and our industries, and to that theory I 
have positive objections. You will easily see, there- 
fore, that I should be compelled to stultify myself, to 
sail under false colors, to prevaricate, to stammer, 
and to falter should I consent to accept the nomi- 
nation you have offered me. This I have tried never 
to do, and no inducement is great enough to make me 
so far forget myself as to begin now.”

THE STRIKING PACKERS. 





EFFORTS BEING MADE BY THE KNIGHTS 
TO SETTLE THE DIFGICULTY. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 11.—The Knights of Labor 
have the strikers at the packing houses well in 
hand, and the hardest work which the 
Pinkerton men had to do to-day was to 
induce the waiter girls at the Tran- 
sit House, who sympathize with the 
strikers, to give them something to eat. Nota 
ripple disturbed the calm of the men, and ex 
cept.for the idle packing houses, nobody would 
have suspected that thousands of men 
had locked horns with the employers over 


the question whether or not they should 
do 10 hours’ work for 10 hours’ pay. Messrs. 


Barry and Butler, who have been ordered by 
the General Assembly of the Knights to take 
charge of the interests of the men, arrived here 
this morning. In the course of the day they 
had informal talks with half a dozen of the 
packers, in which there was an enterchange of 
views and nothing more. “If the packers 
are at all fair, and I am sure they are,” 
said Mr. Barry, “we will have a speedy 
settlement of the strike. It is what look 
for and expect. When we get the views of men 
‘we shall be ready to negotiate, Our talks to-day 
with the packer were simply pleasant little 
chats. If, however, the packers want to fight, 
the men will show them how they can refrain 
from using their beef.” Thereis a hint in this 
remark of Mr. Barry’s of the method by which 
the. Knights propose to bring the packers to time 
in case the latter prove obdurate. 

In pnrsuance of the plan of getting the 
views of the men a meeting was called for 
this evening. So many men _ responded 
to the call that it was decided to hold 
an open meeting. Mr. Butler, of District 
Assembly No. 75 introducing Mr. Barry, advised 
the med to keep sober and behave themselves. 
Mr. Barry in a short oo repeated the 
advice and expressed the belief that the 
differences would be amicably settled. He 
did not like to see Pinkerton men on guard 
He didn’t like Pinkerton men anyway. ‘“ The 
march of monopoly,” said Mr. Barry, ‘‘ must be 
stopped. Votefor laboring men. Do not vote 
for Democratic thieves or Republican robbers, 
In the future we will have a voice of our ownin 
the Government.” 

In an interview to-day Mr. Phillip D. Armour 
said that he believed that the os in- 
dustry would eventually be forced to cities 
further West. It would have gone before had 
there been facilities elaewhare to use every part 
of the slaughtered animals as there are here. 


STOLE HIS WIFE'S LOVE. 


AND THE HUSBAND WANTS $20,000 ror 
HIS LOSS. 

Fox Laks, Wis., Oct. 11.—A decided 
sensation has been caused here by the suit of 
H. H. Russell, formerly one of the proprietors 
of the Ricketson House, Milwaukee, against 
Ben Hammond, one of the wealthiest stock 
raisers in Dodge County, for alienating 
the affections of the former’s wife. Russell asks 
$20,000 damages. Heis well known by reason 
of his connection with various hotels, and 
at one time was proprietor of the Russell 
House, which gained great notoriety from 
the fact that Polk Wells. ‘the notorious Iowa 
train robber, was arrested there in March, 1882, 
after a desperate battle. in which the walls of 
the dining room were filled with bullet 
holes, Wells being finally carried out 
bleeding and disfigured. Here it was that 
Russell married iss Burgess, the woman 
who figures in the present case. They lived hap- 
pily together for about six years in Randolph, 


and then, in 1888, removed to Fond du Lac, 
where Mr. Russell engaged in business, re- 








moving soon afterward to Milwaukee. In 
that city he associated himself with 
Mr. Ricketson, and the two men 


managed the Ricketson House until April, 1885, 
when they sold out. Russell then sent his wife 
and two children, a boy and 1, to Randolph, 
where they were to make their home with the 
mother of Mrs. Russell until Mr. Russell found a 
suitable place to engage in business. 

Itis alleged that soon after Mrs. Russell’s ar- 
rival in Randolph Ben Hammond, who is worth 
$300,000 and owns a farm of 1,200 acres near 
that village, began paying her attentions 


so marke as to cause much _ gossip. 
A few months ago Mrs. Russell 
moved to this city and took possession of a 
large brick house, which she had furnished hand- 


somely. As she was not supposed to have the 
means to live in such style, this venture 
caused more comment, but nothing  oc- 
curred to mar the smooth course of 
events until Deputy Sheriff North appeared 
late last night at . Hammond’s house and 
served the papers which have made the scandal 
public. It is now said that two Chicago de- 
tectives have shadowed Mr. Hammond and Mrs. 
Russell a greater part of the Summer, and that 
evidence enough to fill a large book will be pro- 
duced in court to substantiate the allegations of 
the injured husband.

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THE CONVENTION A FARCE 


UNABLE TO DO ITS MOST IM- 
PORTANT WORK. 

NO POWER TO REVISE THE CONSTITU- 
TION—CANDIDATES FOR THE OFFI- 
CERS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 11.—The art of 
laughing in one’s sleeve must have been assid- 
uously practiced by several members of the rul- 
ing faction in the Knights of Labor. It is just 
beginning to dawn upon the average delegate 
that’ he has been made a fool of, and his anger 
and disgust are not lessened by the knowledge 
that not he but his constituents will be 





compelled to suffer in pocket through 
a bit of sharp practice for which there 
seems to be no excuse. It is now ad- 


mitted on all sides that the convention cannot 
revise the constitution unless it disregards the 
law under which itis governed. The revision’ of 
the constitution was by all odds the most impor- 
tant bit of work to be performed by the conven- 
tion, and its failure to accomplish the task is 
likely to arouse the wrath of every intelligent 
Knight of Labor in the country excepting, of 
course, those who are accountable for the predic- 
ament in which the convention now finds itself. 

The tenth annual Convention of the Knights 
of Labor is a good deal of a farce. 
The situation can be explained in a few 
words. The question of revising the 
constitution was discussed at the special assem- 
bly held at Cleveland. It was decided that the 
special assembly had no power to revise it, that 
it could only be revised at aregular assembly, 


and that all the special assembly could do was to 
appoint a committee and instruct it to revise 
the constitution and present the revision in the 
regular way to the General Assembly thatis now 
in session here. Advice to this effect was tend- 
ered to the Cleveland Assembly by Lutchman, 
of Massachusetts. He poses as the par- 
liamentarian and constitutional expounder 
of the order, and he was made Chairman 
of the committee. Possessed of such 
constitutional knowledge as he delights to pa- 
rade, he knew, of course, that before the General 
Assembly could adopt a revised constitution it 
would be necessary for the local assemblies to 
sienify their consent. The constitution of the 
order provides that the local assemblies shall 
signify their desire in such a matter by voting 
upon the question 60 days before the opening 
date of the General Assembly. There was plenty 
of time for such action. The local assemblies 
were not given an opportunity of voting, and 
the convention now discovers that it has prac- 
tically nothing to do but elect ofticers, and it has 
—— more than a week in getting ready to 
do this. 

This may be a small matter in the opinion of 
the Home Club, but delegates who have trayv- 
eled hundreds of miles and have cost their con- 
stituents hundreds of dollars, only to tind that 
they have been befooled, may take a more 
serious view of it. —— say that THE TIMES’S 
estimate of the cost of the convention is too low, 
and that instead of $50,000 it wlll cost the work- 
ingmen nearly $100,000, Perhaps the working- 
men might not object tothe expense did the 
convention perform its work properly, but they 
are in more thorough subjection to their leaders 
than is supposed if they are willing to pay so 
royally for their representatives’ two weeks’ 
holiday. If they could only see how some of the 
delegates are enjoying themselves they would 
open their eyes and their mouths, too. 

Under certain conditions the Home Club would 
be willing to accept the revised constitution. 
It lengthens the term of office from one to three 
years. Lhe Home Club would favor the change 
if Home Club men were certain of election. 
They are not, and there’s the rub. Then again, 
Maguire, of 49,is not in favor of letting each 
State control its own affairs, because if New- 
York State were made a district, No. 49 would 
lose its distinctive character and drop out of 
sight. Maguire wants notoriety or death, but he 
prefers notoriety. The impression is not con- 
tined to a few Knights that Lutchman, who is 
Powderly’s particular friend and an ardent 
Home Club men, pursued the course described as 
a sort of provision against contingencies, but he 
seems to have overshot the mark. His faction 
is growing weaker hourly, and the path of the 
Home Club men is growing very thorny. 

Meanwhile the wire pulling continues without 
cessation. The members of the General Execu- 
tive Board are striving desperately to make 
their re-election certain. Powderly, whose re- 
election is assured, is giving them his assist- 
ance—at least the claim that he is so doing is 
openly made. It is also said that he will be 
warned to keep out of the fight, but what the 
consequences of a refusal todo so might be his 
opponents will not say. 

Hints occasionally dropped by certain Knights 
create the impression that the order at large 
occupies about the same relation to its officers as 
the railroad traveler does to the company that 
owns the road, and that the traveler knows quite 
as much about the company’s business as the 
average Knight of Labor does about the inside ; 
workings ot the order. Certain Knights are 
supposed to possess a mysterious influence 
over others, and, although the allusions to such 
influence are made inthe vaguest sort of lan- 
guage, the impression conveyed is that there is 
something unsound in Denmark. Turner’s op- 
ponents claim that he is already beaten. Their 
candidate is Joseph Buchanan, of Denver, an 
auxiliary member of the General Executive 
Board, a bright and energetic Knight, who could 
probably do as much workin a day as Turner 
can in a week. The coal miners donot want Bai- 
ley. He has been their representative on the 
board. They will hold a meeting to select aman 
who will be of more use to them and to the order. 

Barry will probably be re-elected, unless the 
Home Club can muster strength enough to beat 
him. They will have small chance of doing so 
should he be fortunate enough to settle the 
Chicago strike satisfactorily. Carlton, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Owens, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
are also prominently mentioned as candidates 
for places on the board. 

This was a festive day for the delegates. The 
local Knights had been preparing for weeks to 
surprise the visitors. They promised to furnish } 
20,000 Knights for a parade. They were too 
sanguine. The Knightly parade was held this 
morning. Including the delegates, it contained 
almost 3,000 Knights, and about 500 of these 
were colored. Wm. R. Faris, of Philadelphia, 
was Marshal of the delegates, and in conse- 
quence Maguire, of 49, wore a full suit of gloom. 
In the afternoon the delegates were invited to a 
banquet and other festivities at the Fair 
Grounds. The “banquet” was a go-as-you- 
please affair, and the other festivities consisted 
of horse and mule racing and speeches by Litch- 
man and Beaumont. ‘The attendance at the 
Fair Grounds was quite large, but no persons of 
note were present. 

In consequence of questions which have been 
raised by the presence here of Farrell and other 
colored delegates to the General Assembly, Mr. 
Powderly has written a letter stating his views 
on the subject. He says: 

My sole object in selecting a colored man to intro- 
duce me was to meg = and help to uplift his race 
from a bondage worse than that which held him in 
chains 25 years ago, viz., mental slavery. I desired 
to impress upon the minds of white and black that 
the same result followed action in the field of 
labor, whether that action was on the part of 
Caucasian or negro labor, Two years ago, in an 
address delivered in this city I said to the people of 
Richmond: ‘“ You stand face to face with a stern, liv- 
ing reality, a responsibility which cannot be avoided 
or shirked. The negro question is as prominent 
to-day as ever it was. The first proposition 
that stares us in the face is this: the negro 
is free, he is here, and he is here to stay. 
He is a citizen and must learn to manage his 
own affairs, His labor and that of the white man 
will be thrown upon the market side by side, and no 
human eye can detect a difference between the arti- 
cle manufactured by the black mechanic and that 
manufactured by the white mechanic. Both claim 
an equal share of the protection afforded to Ameri- 
can labor. and both mechanics must sink their 
differences or else fall a prey to the slave 
labor now bein imported to this country. 
I was not criticised for saying that, and yet 
it was as susceptible of criticism as my words on Oct. 
4, I did not refer to social equality, for that cannot 
be regulated by law. The sanctity of the fireside 
circle cannot be invaded by those who are not wel- 
come. Every man has the right to say who 
shall enter beneath his roof, who shall oc- 
cupy the same bed, private conveyance, or such 
other places as he is master of. I reserve for 
myself the right to say who I willor will not asso- 
ciate with, and that right belongs to every other 
man. I have no wish to interfere with that right. 
My critics have forgotten that personal liberty and 
social equality stand side by side. They would deny 
me the right to make my own selection as to whic 
of the assembled 2g paw wes Bd should perform a 
certain duty. Had I selected the colored man to in- 
= Gov. Lee it would have been quite another 

ng. 

Itis not hardto guess that while this race con- 
tinues to increase in numbers and ignorance, pros- 
perity will not even knock at the oor, 
much less enter the home of the Southern 
laborer, and that country that has an abun- 


dance of ill-fea, ill-bred laborers is not nor 
cannot be a prosperous one. Will A critics 
d States 


stop jong enougn to tell me why the Uni 
Senate allowed a colored man to introduse before the 
Vice-President of the United States measures for 
the benefit of his State? Were the laws of social 
equality outraged when the House of Repre- 
sentatives permitted colored men to take 
seats in it? Why did not other Southern 
representatives leave and return to their homes 
when that was done. Theré need be no further 
cause for alarm; the colored representatives to this 
convention will not intrude where they are not 
wanted, and the time-honored laws of social equality 
will be allowed to slumber along undisturbed. 
Now, a word as to hospitality. We are here under 
> no invitation from any one. 6 came of our own 
free will and accord and are paying our own way; 
therefore such gratuitous insults as those offered by 
a few mischievous meddlers are not in order 
and do not admit of defense, even though given 
in behalf of the laws of social equality. 
To the convention I say let no member surrender 
an iota of intellectual freedom because of any clamor. 
Hold fast to that which is true and right. The 
triumph of noise over reason is but transient. Our 
rinciples will be better known if not to-day it may 
be to-morrow. They can bide their timeand will 
‘some day have the world for an audience. In the 
‘ field of labor and American citizenship we recognize 
- no line of race, creee, politics or color.”

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GEN. MILES AND. GERONIMO. RAILW AY RUMORS DENIED THE EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 





THE INDIAN CHIEF NOT GIVEN TERMS 
—GEN. MILES’S OPINIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Gen. Miles’s an- 
nual report, as commander of the Military De- 
partment of Arizona and New-Mexico, which 
has been received at the War Department, is a 
voluminous document, containing a full history 
of his operations against Geronimo and his band, 
together with a statement of his position in re- 
gard to the terms of surrender. It is learned 
that this part of his report sets forth 
minutely the official orders received by 
him; his own orders placing Capt. Lawton in 
immediate command; the system of signaling 
adopted, &c., and afterward recites substantially 
the following details: A few davs prior to the 
surrender a deserter from Geronimo’s band came 
into Gen. Miles’s camp with the information that 


the renegades were short of food, clothing, and 
ammunition, were footsore and nearly exhausted 
from long marches, and could not hold out much 
longer. Thereupon Gen. Miles ordered Lieut. 
Gatewood, who knew Geronimo and Natchez 
well and spoke the Apache language, to take a 
guard of two men, obtain a parley if possible 
with Geronimo, and see if he would surrender. 
This mission Lieut. Gatewood accomplished 
successfully. He informed Geronimo, in answer 
to the chief's question, that he had no authority 
to offer him terms. Geronimo then asked to be 
taken to Capt. Lawton, who was in the neighbor- 
hood. This was done, and on repeating the 
question asked Lieut. Gatewood Capt. Lawton 
told him he could make no terms and that he 
must surrender. Geronimo then wanted to see 
Gen. Miles and both parties, Capt. Lawton and 
command and Lieut. Gatewood and Geronimo, 
Natchez and their band, set out for the North 
traveling for some days on parallel lines and 
within sight of each other, In the meantime 
@ messenger had been sent ahead to in- 
form Gen. Miles of their approach. On 
coming into Gen. Miles’s camp Geronimo, as be- 
fore, asked what terms would be given him if he 
surrendered. The General replied that he had 
no terms to offer; that if he and his band sur- 
rendered at all they must surrender as prisoners 
of war; that they must lay down their arms and 
trust to the President of the United States. 
Upon this Geronimo laid down his arms and 
signified his willingness to surrender, but 
Natchez, who had in the meantime kept out 
of reach and refused to come in, sent 
word that he wanted to go to the White 
Mountains for a month, whereupon Geronimo 
went out after Natchez and soon returned with 
him. Geronimo, in explanation and justifica- 
tion of his conduct, said that he left the reserva- 
tion for the reason that there was a conspiracy 
afoot there headed by Chatto to murder him. 
Geronimo, Natchez, and two others were placed 
in an ambulance, followed by the rest of the 
band in charge of Capt. Lawton, taken to Fort 
Bowie Station and shipped to Texas. 

Gen. Miles, in his report, argues at some 
length the question of punishment, and calls 
attention to the fact that heretofore in such 
cases removal has been deemed suflicient. He 
cites several casesin which no greater punish- 
ment has been inflicted; speaks of the great 
good done Arizona by their removal, and sug- 
gests that they be treated as other Indians have 
been treated under similar circumstances. He 
highly compliments Capt. Lawton, Lieut. Gate- 
wood, and the officers and soldiers generally, tor 
their meritorious services during the campaign. 

From an army friend of Lieut. Gatewood it is 
learned that he found Geronimo and his band 
encamped near the Mexican town of Fronteras, 
in Sonora, an old Mexican adobe hamlet, sur- 
rounded by an adobe wall. It was at one time a 
mission settlement founded by the Jesuits. When 
Lieut. Gatewood came upon the band he left his 
guards and alone walked into Geronimo’s camp. 
On seeing the intruder the Indians seized their 
guns, but on the Lieutenant laying down his arms 
and beckoning Geronimo,whom he recognized,the 
Indian also laid down his gun and came forward. 
The two seated themselves on a@ pile of stones. 
Geronimo wanted to know what kind of a man 
Gen. Miles was, whether he had a bright eye or a 
dull one, whether he talked fast or slow, wheth- 
er he was a large man, and what was his general 
appearance. He wanted to know all about him. 
Gatewood replied that Gen. Miles had a bright 
eye, did not talk much, but what he said coula 
be relied on. The Indian was much pleased with 
this assurance, and together they walked away 
to find Capt. Lawton. 

Gov. Zulick, of Arizona, is in the city, and this 
afternoon hadalong interview with the Presi- 
dent, presumably concerning the question of 
Geronimo’s punishment, but when interrogated 
as to the result of the interview and his opinion 
of Gen. Miles’s report he very firmly stated that 
as to the first question, his interview was of a 
confidential nature and not for the public, and 
as to the second question, he did not care to dis- 
cuss areport of which he knew nothing. He 
stated, however, that he had great confidence in 
Gen. Miles’s judgment and other soldierly qual- 
ities, and believed him to be a brave and efficient 


officer.

The 
penne believe that Burns, who is 40 years old, 
1a8 been making a practice of imposing upon 
the charitable feelings of the clergy of different 
denominations. He said that his father was a 
clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
Judge Gorman remanded him for examination. 

The Rev. Dr. Gallaudet said last night that he 
remembered having given some time ago a letter 
to a man whom he had known for several years, 
directed to one of his parishioners, suggest- 
ing that she should give hima pair of trousers. 
When the man came to him he said that if he 
could get the trousers he could get work. Po- 
liceman Reap, who arrested Burns, followed up 
the pawn tickets found upon him, and found that 
in most instances they were for trousers.

MR. WATROS TALKS ABOUT 
THE CONSOLIDATION SCHEME. 
Ir IS NOT ABANDONED, BUT NO STEPS 

HAVE YET BEEN TAKEN, TOWARD 


ITS REALIZATION. 

The officers of the New-York and New- 
England Road still continue to attract the atten- 
tion of the speculative New-Yorkers. To-day’s 
story on Wall-street was that President Watrous 
and Vice-President Reed of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Road were 
making a tour of inspection over the 
New-England Road. Vice-President Reed 
left the company’s office in New-Haven yester- 
day morning and went to Springfield. In the 
afternoon President Watrous went to Boston. 
Before he went he said he had no appointment 
for this week to meet the representatives of the 
other roads interested in the contemplated con- 
solidation, “either in New-York, New-Haven, 
Boston, or anywhere else, and my visit to Bos- 
ton is on private and personal business.” These 
were his words. 

Among the many rumors published regarding 
the union or consolidation of all the Southern 
New-England trunk lines is one from an “in- 
sider,” who claims that the proposition has been 
made to consolidate the roads with a capital of 
$100,000,000. This story, Mr. Watrous says, is 
due to some one’s active imagination, and has no 


foundation in fact, so far as he knows, 
as no such proposition has been sug- 
gested to the New-Haven Road’s man- 
agers. ‘The negotiations,” he said, “have 
not reached such a stage that the — 
as to capitalization under the consolidation has 
been talked of or even hintedat.” The plan, he 
further stated, has not been dropped yet, things 
being left exactly as they were before last Fri- 
day’s meeting was held, when nothing could be 
done beeause of the difficulties existing, as 
already explained in THz Trves. What may be 
done in the future Mr. Watrous could not im- 
agine, because the New-Haven Road’s managers 
do not yet see how they can in any way be 
benefited by the consolidation of interests at 
present. What change in their views of the sit- 
uation may occur will depend upon the pleasing 
pencase those anxious for the consolidation may 
de able to paint and the anxiety the New-Haven 
managers may then have to agro a part 
ownership in the picture. The New-Haven 
managers now talk as if the picture would have 
to have a heavily gilded frame in order to warm 
their desire for part ownership in it to the buy- 
ing point. 


Boston, Oct. 11.—In regard to the report- 
ed arrest at New-York of President Clarke, of 
the New-York and New-England Railroad, that 
gentleman said to-day: “The facts were much 
exaggerated. We were simply served with a 
summons from the District Attorney of West- 
chester County to appear before the Supreme 
Court of that county at some time during 
the latter part of this month. There was 
no complaint, as the bill of particulars in a civil 
case is called in New-York, served upon us. I 
telegraphed to District Attormey Lindley, of 
Westchester County, to ask for a copy of the 
complaint, but he answered that none had been 
filed.

TAXES ON INSURANOE. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 11.—The following 
correspondence will interest all fire and marine 
insurance companies of other States and coun- 
tries doing business in this State:

The Hon. Denis O’Brien, Attorney-General: 

DEAR Sim: From various letters recently re- 
ceived at this department from officers of fire 
and marine insurance companies of other States, 
Iam led to think that considerable misappre- 
hension may exist on the part of such companies 
as to the extent of their exemption from taxes 
on premiums on insurance in this State under 
section 4, chapter 679, Laws of 1886, and that 
some of them are disposed, as it seems to me, to 
give a wider bearing than was intended or than 
the language, fairly interpreted in connection 
with the statute it refers to, will admit to the 
following closing sentence of your letter to the 
Controller, under date of Sept. 27, ult.: 

“ Therefore, under chapter 679 of the Laws of 
1886, [am of the opinion that fire and marine 
insurance companies of other States are exempt 
from paying any further tax on premiums in 
this State.” I would therefore be pleased if you 
will advise me— 

First—Whether said exemption clause in sec- 
tion 4, chapter 679, Laws of 1886, repeals or in 
any way affects the provisions of chapter 604, 
Laws of 1886, known as the Fire Department 
tax law. | 
. Second—Whether said exemption clause re- 
peals or in any way affects chapter 694, Laws of 
1865, as amended by chapter 60, Laws of 1875, 
providing for the payment of certain taxes, 
fines, penalties, fees, {j&c., by jinsurance com- 
panies of other States to the Superintendent of 
the Insurance Department of this State, in view 
of the interpretation of the latter statute by the 
Court of CS ere in the case of the People 
against the Fire Association of Philadelphia, (92

In reply Attorney-General O’Brien says: 

“My opinion written to the Controller was 
written concerning and related only to one 
question, viz.: Whether other State fire and ma- 
rine insurance companies were exempt from the 
on teal to the Controller of a premium tax. It 

ad no reference to the payment of any tax or 
other charge to other persons, departments, or 
officers. e act of 1886 contains an exvress 
proven that the exemption provided for 
n section 4 shall not affect the Fire Depart- 
ment tax of 2 per cent. now required to be paid. 
The exemption provided in section 4 of the 
act of 1886 [supra] relates to State taxes, i. e., 
taxes for general State purposes; and, as ex- 
emptions from taxation are in the nature of 
favors granted by the Legislature to particular 
classes or individuals, at the expense of 
the public, all statutes granting such 
exemptions must be strictly construed. The 
word ‘taxation’ as used in section 4, therefore, 
should be used in its strictest and most gencral 
sense, and the exemption therefrom does not 
include an exemption from the taxes, fines, 
penalties, license fees, &c., provided for in chap- 
ter 694 of Laws of 1865 as amended by chapter 
60, Laws of 1875. 

“The Court of Appeals has decided that the 
burdens imposed by the act of 1865 (supra) are 
not taxes within the proper and constitutional 
definition of that term, and that they are 
simply in the nature of license fees. I am of 
the opinion therefore that chapter 679 of the 
Laws of 1886 does not repeal or in any way 
affect chapter 604 of the Laws of 1886, known

RESOLUTIONS ON THE SUBJECT OF THE 
ENROLLMENT FUND. 

CuricaGgo, Oct. 11.—The House of Depu- 
ties of the Protestant Episcopal Church resumed 
its sitting this morning at Central Music Hall. 
The galleries were crowded with ladies and gen- 
tlemen. Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Bar- 
bee, of Easton, Penn., and the benediction was 
given by Bishop Brewer, of Minnesota. Presi- 
dent Dix announced the names of clerical and 
lay delegates to serve on the joint committee on 
the judicial system as follows: The Revs. Dr. 
Hodges, of Maryland; Stringfellow, of Alabama; 
Thrall, of Springfield; Hoffman, of New-York; 
Vault, of Arkansas, and Messrs. Burgwin, of 
Pittsburg; Woolworth, of Nebraska; Patterson, 
of Pennsylvania; Bennett, of Massachusetts, 
and Miller, of Georgia. 

The Rev. Dr. Jenckes, of Indiana, presented a 
memorial to the memory of the late Vice-Presi- 


dent Thomas A. Hendricks, and supplemented 
the presentation of the memorial with a brief 
eulogy of the life of the deceased and his labors 
in the Episcopal Church. 

The President called the attention of the 
House to the fact that it had failed to act upon the 
suggestion of the House of Bishops that the 
committees of both houses should meet in joint 
session whenever the Chairman of each commit- 
tee should deem it expedient for the facilitation 
of business. The proposition had been combat- 
ed by the Rev. Dr. Hopkins, of Central Pennsyl- 
Vania, on the ground that it destroyed the inde- 
pendence of the action of the House of Deputies. 
Mr. McGuffy, of Southern Ohio, said he did not 
think the House of Bishops had any intention of 
infringing the liberties of the House of Deputies. 
It was amove in the interest of the speedy 
transaction of business. Mr. H. Coppe, of Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania, and Mr. Baynim, of Pitts- 
burg, held to the same views. 

The Rev. Dr. Hopkins replied in strong oppo- 
sition to the creation of a third house. It de- 
stroyed the independence of the lower house. 
The House of Deputies should perform its func- 
tions independently or should not maintain two 
separate houses. Before any vote could be 
taken the House of Deputies adjourned and re- 
solved itselfinto a Board of Missions, having 
been joined by the House of Bishops. Bishop 
Lee occupied the chair. Bishop Dudley, of Ken- 
tucky, made an address respecting the work 
among the colored people in the South. He said 
he had worked among these people and he un- 
derstood that it bristled with difficulties, yet he 
could not feel thatthe church had done its full 
duty in the past. He believed in a eatholic 
church in which there was no color line. 

Bishop Peterkin, of West Virginia, spoke of 
the work among the weak domestic missions of 
the church. 

At 120’clock the delegation from the Provincial 
Synod offCanada was announced and were re- 
ceived by the joint houses standing. Bishop 
Lee greeted the representatives of the Canadian 
clergy, and was followed by the Rey. Dr. Dix in 
a similar address. Lord Bishop Binney, Bishop 
of Nova Scotia, responded and explained that he 
was present as the special representative of the 
Anglican Church in Canada, as coming from the 
diocese where 100 years ago was established 
the first colonial church in Canada. He spoke 
of the growth of the church in Canada, and 
dwelt at some length upon the early history of 
the church in both the United States and Canada. 

By previous order a most important matter 
was next introduced for discussion, invoking a 
spirited debate, in which the leading delegates to 
the convention shared. It was the matter of the 
enrollment fund, a project planned at the time 
ofthe last triennial convention by laymen in 
the Pennsylvania Diocese to raise $1,000,000 for 
missionary purposes. 

The Rev. Dr. Harris said the total so far 
pledged was $78,000. On behalf of the Diocese 
of Pennsylvania he relinquished all responsibil- 
ity for the matter, except so far as the scheme 
attected his own diocese. It had become a mat- 
ter for the whole church, and to the church this 
diocese now left it, 

The Rev. Phillips Brooks, of Boston, advocated 
the scheme in its integrity and entirety. After 
a long discussion the House adopted each of the 
following resolutions,which had been introduced 
during the debate: 


Resolved, That the board has heard with entire sat- 
isfaction the statement of the deputies from the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania in regard to the missionary en- 
roliiment plan; that the board hereby agrees that 
what. has hitherto been done has been well done, 
and that the board bids the laymen who have it in 
hand to go forward in the full conviction that their 
great object can and will be accomplished. 

Resolved, That the whole subject of the enrollment 
fund be referred with power to a committee consist- 
ing of Messrs. Fuller. Coffin, Brown, Crease, 
Thomas, and Buckley, of the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania, and such others as they may add to their 
number. 

Resolved, That the lay deputies of each diocese 
shall be a special committee for that diocese to be in 
communication with the Central Committee, shall 
appoint their own Treasurer, and prosecute the work 
to the end. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Board of Mis- 
sions it is desirable that this fund should be collected 
upon the same conditions and by the same general 
methods as heretofore proposed.

PARTISANS IN WISCONSIN 


BITTER FIGHT AGAINST GOV. 
RUSE’S RE-ELECTION. 

A CAMPAIGN IN WHICH THE PROHIBI- 
TIONISTS ARE AN IMPORTANT FAC- 
TOR—THE CONGRESSIONAL CANVASS. 

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 11.—So many unusual 
factors enter into the present State campaign 
that the political prophets are all at sea except 
as to the re-election of Gov. J. M. Rusk, whichis 
generally conceded. The question of plurality, 
however, is what puzzles the politicians. There 
are four tickets in th- field—Republican, Demo- 
cratic, Prohibition, .nd Labor. Were the cold 
water ticket out of the way Gov. Rusk would 
receive at least 30,000 plurality, as many Demo- 
cratic business men in all the principal 
cities of the State have openly announced 
their intention to vote for him in recognition 
of the Governor’s prompt and energetic meas- 
ures last May during the labor riots. The Pro- 
hibitionists have entered into the present cam- 
paign with ardor, and with a systematic organ- 
ization never before possessed by them, and 
their activity, with the numerical strength dis- 
played at their conventions, indicates that they 
will poll the largest vote ever cast by them in 
this State. Their vote at the last Presidential 
election was 7,655. It is estimated by John M. 
Olin, their candidate for Governor, and E. W. 
Chafin, candidate for Attorney-General, that 
they will secure fully 25,000 this year. Re- 
publican leaders admit that they will have an 
increased vote, but place it at not to exceed 
12,000. All this will operate to Rusk’s disad- 
vantage. 

Another element that will operate adversely 
tothe present Executive is the enmity he in- 
curred among professional labor agitators by his 
course Jast Spring in suppressing the Socialist 
riots. The Grand Jury which indicted the ring- 
leaders among the rioters also indicted Robert 
Schilling, State Organizer of the Knights of La- 
bor, and the entire Executive Board of that order, 
for conspiracy in waging a boycott against busi- 
ness firms which had rendered themselves ob- 
noxious to the Knights by. refusing to accede to 
their demands for eight hours and for the dis- 
missalof workmen not members of the order. 
This embittered them, and many Knights in 
sympathy with them were also alienated. By 
representing that Gov. Rusk called out the mi- 
litia at the beck of monopolists to crush 
by foree of arms the growing movement 
for an eight-hour work day, and by denouncing 
the shooting of rioters at Bay View as coid-blood- 
ed murder of workingmen, Schilling, Grottkau, 
and others have fanned the  fiame until 
they have raised the cry among the more 
turbulent of the wage workers of ‘ anything to 
beat Rusk.” Schilling is a Greenbacker who has 
identified himself with every new party move- 
ment that has been started during the last 
decade or more. He is the editor of a German 
paper. Grottkau is a pronounced Socialist, and 
afew years ago was associated editorially with 
Spies, the Chicago Anarchist recently condemned 
to death. Both are ardent haters of Goy. Rusk 
and are yoked together in the campaign against 
him. With Dr. Frank Powell, of La Crosse, a 
former Indian scout, who still wears long hair 
and a big slouch hat, and who succeeded in being 
elected Mayor of his city, they constitute the 
leaders of the so-called labor movement against 
Gov. Rusk. 

At Schilling’s instance a full State ticket was 
nominated. Powell, who is a bosom friend of 
Buffalo Bill and calls himself ‘‘ White Beaver,” 
wanted to be the nominee for Governor, but it 
was thought that the nomination of a farmer 
would draw many Granger votes, and thus de- 
moralize Gov. Rusk where he has had his great- 
est strength heretofore. John Cochrane,a wealthy 
Dodge County farmer, was nominated. He is a 
septuagenarian, who at one time was President 
of the Wisconsin, State Grange. Contrary to 
their expectations, the People’s Party leaders 
found that Cochrane’s nomination was received 
by the Grangers either with indifference or with 
disfavor, and that they were massing to the sup- 
port of Gov. Rusk. Their strength, therefore, 
will come entirely from the cities, principally 
from Racine and Milwaukee, where there is no 
doubt that Rusk will be considerably cut by a 
pertain element. 

This movement, however, created a counter 
movementin favor of Gov. Rusk among Demo- 
cratic business men who found that the Anarch- 
ists, Socialists, and agitators who fomented the 
riots in May were arrayed solidly against him, 
and that the Democratic politicians encouraged 
them in their course. The issue having thus re- 
solved itself into one of law and order, there was 
a great stampede of influential Democrats to the 
Rusk standard. Among them are Judge A. 
Scott Sloan, Judge Braley, Alexander Mitchell, 
John Johnston, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce; Abner Kirby, one of the pioneer 
Mayors of the city; George Hiles, a prominent 
lumberman, and many of the leading merchants 
of Milwaukee and other cities. These urged that 
no nomination be made by the Wisconsin De- 
mocracy against Goy. Rusk. At that time no 
People’s Party ticket had been placed in the 
field. 

The Democratic politicians, not heeding the 
advice of the conservative clement of the party, 
thought that by nominating a man acceptable to 
the labor vote they could fuse with the latter, or 
rather receive an indorsement and thus carry 
the day. They started aboom for Gabe Bouck, 
of Oshkosh, an eccentric lawyer, with a leaning 
to charitable deeds and unlimited profanity, and 
aman who violently condemned the action of 
Gov. Rushin ordering the militia to fire at the 
mob that sought to destroy the rolling mills 
at Bay View. Frightened by the open 
declarations of leading Democrats that 
they would vote for Gov. Rusk, Bouck 
wrote a letter the night before the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, imperatively declin- 
ing to become a candidate. The Democrats 
thereupon placed Gilbert M. Woodward, of La 
Crosse, in nomination, and the next day the 
People’s Party nominated a full State ticket. 
Woodward is a lawyer and represented the Sev- 
enth District in Congress four years ago. He is 
known better as a linguist, book worm, and poet 
than as a politician. e was nominated because 
the Democratic politicians found that tne crea- 
tion of a riot issue on their part had acted as a 
boomerang. They therefore so worded their 
platform as to cover broadly national ques- 
tions, and declined to make the riots a 
question at issue. At the same _ time 
the campaign speakers of all parties and the 
press of the Stateare fighting the campaign on 
that line, anditis everywhere regarded as the 
vital question whether the action of Gov. Rusk 
shall be rebuked at the polis or approved by his 
election, or at least by increasing or reducing 
his majority. This depends on the following 
conditions: The increase of the Prohibition vote, 
which will be drawn mainly from the Republic- 
ans; the defection in the Democratic ranks in 
favor of Gov. Rusk; the strength of the labor 
vote, which will hurt Gov. Rusk’s chances in 
the cities. 

Another element that is an unknown quantity 
is the feeling of the Wisconsin Democracy re- 
garding the National Administration. Obnox- 
ious Federal appointments have contributed 
materially to weaken their strength, and there is 
also much murmuring over the slowness ex- 
hibited by the President in removing Republic- 
ans. In Madison and Milwaukee, where Demo- 
cratic Postmasters have been appointed, Repub- 
lican subordinates have not been “ bounced” 
with sufficient rapidity, and the ‘‘ working” Dem- 
ocrats are disgusted. The feeling was manifested 
last Spring, when Madison, the home of Post- 
master-General Vilas, Oshkosh, and many other 
ironclad Democratic strongholds elected Re- 
publican Mayors. There is also a deep and 
pitter emnity between the adherents of Mr. 
Vilas and Gen. Bragg, who are the recognized 
rivals for the leadership 
Democracy, and this feeling will also play no 
insignificant part in the election. In fact the 
influences that will contribute tc surprises on 
election day are s0 many that there is no basis 
for figuring. 

Gov. Rusk, whose election constitutes the great 
bone of contention, has served two terms. One 
of them was extended a year by an act of the 
Legislature creating biennial sessions, so that 
ne he has servedthree terms. He would 
not have been renominated this Fall, although 
he has made a popular Governor, had he not 
been so Violently attacked by the Anarchist and 
Socialist element for his course when the riots 
occurred. The Republicans felt bound to indorse 
his courseand he was renominated without op- 
position. In 1881 Goy. Rusk received 81,754 
votes, against a Democratic vote of 69,797; 
plurality. 11,957. In 1884 his plurality was 
19,269. 

In several of the Congressional districts there 
will be spirited contests, andin one district, the 
Second, a very unusual contest. Careful ob- 
servers, however, when they give expression to 
their real views, admit that the present political 
complexion of the Wisconsin delegation is not 
likely to be changed. The candidates have all 
been nominated, with one exception. No Re- 
publican has yet been chosen to lead the forlorn 
Rope in the Fifth District, where the Democrats 
have a majority of 5,000 or 6,000. In the First 
District Mr. L. B. Caswell was renominated 
after a long deadlock in the convention, 
and, although there is a good deal of soreness 
in the eastern part of the district, which 
has long sought in vain to securo the nomina- 
tion, his re-election is beyond doubt. In the 
Third District Mr. R. M. La Follette, the young- 
est member of the last House, has becn renomi- 
nated by the Republicans. He was elected by a 
small majority two years ago, and this will be 
considerably increased this Fall, as his credit- 
able record has added to his popularity, and he 
has become better known to his constituents. In 
the Fourth, or Milwaukee, District_there are 
three candidates in the field. The Democratic 
nominee, John Black, is a wealthy distiller, once 
Mayor of the city and aman who will spend 
810,000 to gratify the ambition he has long 
nourished to represent the district in Congress. 
The Labor Party has nominated Alderman 
Henry Smith. In this three cornered fight there 
is little doubt that Mr. Van Schaick would have 
been re-elected if he could have been prevailed 
upon to accept a renomination. In spite of his 
refusal he was renominated on Wednesday by 
the Republican convention, whe hoped to force 
him to accept. He had evidently foreseen the 
pressure that was to be brought to bear upon him 
and quictly left the city, leaving with a friend a 
letter absolutely declining to run again. The Re- 

ublicans then nominated ex-Mayor Thomas oe

tegrity,but who probably lacks the large personal 
following which Mr. Van Schaick’s universal po 
ularity commands, Under the circumstances this 
district may be said to be in doubt. The large 
labor vote cast 10 years ago for Mr. Van Schaick 
will this year go largely to Mr. Smith, ‘the labor 
candidate. but the Republican managers will 
not admit that there is any doubt of Mr. Brown’s 
election. It will be a close contest in any event. 
In the Fifth District. Mr. T. R. Hudd, a Demo- 
crat and a lawyer living at Green Bay, will be 
re-elected. In the Sixth District, the Repub- 
licans have nominated a new man to succeed 
Mr. Guenther—C. B. Clark, a manufacturer at 
Neenah, his Democratic opponent being Andrew 
Haben, of Oshkosh. Clark’s election is conceded. 
Then in the Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Districts 
Messrs. Thomas, Price, and Stephenson, all Re- 
publicans, have been renominated and will be 
re-elected. 

The contest in the Second District, however, is 
the one in which the widest interest is taken. 
The district has a large Democratic majority, 
Gen. Brags carrying it two years ago by about 
4,000. Biageg failed to be renominated, and his 
old enemy, District Attorney A. K. Delaney, 
finally secared the prize. Bragg has gone to 
California, and his friends, some secretly and 
some openly, are tip edge to knife Delaney, 
whiie many reputable Democrats had determined 
to vote for neither Bragg nor Delaney, on ac- 
count of the disreputable bargains they were 
found to have made, and did their utmost to pre- 
vent the nomination of either. In this they were 
unsuccessfiul, Caucuses were packed, and 
nearly all the Federal office holders in the 
district were actively at work for either 
Bragg or Delaney. Under these circumstances 
the unorganized efforts of independent Democrats 
were unavailing, but they will be felt at the 
polls in November. Together with Republicans 
who have not usually shown much interest in 
the Congressional contest where the odds were 
so largely against them, they began to cast 
about for a suitable candidate. Mr. Richard T. 
Guenther had failed of arenomination in the 
Sixth District for no other reason than that he 
had been twice elected and another county want- 
ed the nomination. Mr. Guenther is one of the 
most capable and popular of the young Re- 
publicans of Wisconsin. He is a thorough 
party man, and when the Democrats of 
his own district offered to make him their candi- 
date he promptly réfused to accept such a nom- 
ination. He is not, however, blindly partisan, 
and was conspicuous in the last House among 
the few Republicans who supported the Admin- 
istration and Mr. Vilasin their contest with the 
Pacific Mail subsidy. He was in Milwaukee a 
few weeks ago, when a curious thing occurred. 
He received dispatches offering him the Con- 
gressional nomination in two districts—that of 
the Democrats in his own district and that of the 
Republicans and independent Democrats in the 
Second, or Bragg-Delaney, District. Petitions 
have since been signed by hundreds of Demo- 
crats in the latter district urging him to accept, 
and the call assumed such proportions that_to- 
day he announced himself as an independent 
candidate in the Second District. 

To sum up the Congressional outlook in Wis- 
consin, the probabilities are that the delegation 
will be composed of seven Republicans and two 
Democrats, as at present, with a possibility that 
Mr. Guenther may overcome the large Demo- 
cratic majority in the Second District and add 
another Republican to the delegation, and with 
the further possibility that the Republicans may 
lose the Milwaukee district. In five of the dis- 
tricts of the State the Prohibition Party 
has nominated Congressional candidates. 
In fthe Eighth District Mr. William T. Price, 
with his usual facility, has convinced Repub- 
licans that he is a Republican and Prohibitionists 
that he is a Prohibitionist. There are unmis- 
takable signs of growing discontent with his 
etforts to straddle public questions and take up 
with popular heresies, and his majority will be 
cut down this year; but the district, which was 
cut out to meet his wishes, has so large a Repub- 
lican majority that there is no doubt of his re- 
election,

One of the old habitués of the 
office told me his story. He came down to Wall- 
street’ last Suimmer, just about the time that 
the schools let loose their pupils for vacation; he 
had $500 in cash; he had the acquaintance of 
one of the worthy gentlemen who abound in 
Wall-street, a pointer,” a dispenser of “ tips” 
on the market, a man who knows it ali and can 
tell you to an eighth of 1 per cent. just where 
market quotations are going for months ahead. 
The pointer in this case got the $500; the lad 
had his head turned in expectation of riches. 
His money was up for margins, and he was 
“long” of 100 shares of stock. It was a lucky 
venture. His capital was doubled within a fort- 
night. Then it doubled again. He became 
one of the most conspicuous dabblers in 
stocks that traded at the house where his 
account was carried. He jumped in quick; he 
jumped out quick. It was wasn’t hard to believe 
that he was on his way to the position of a mil- 
lionaire. Lots of other customers got to ‘“ fol- 
lowing” him. ‘“ The mascot,” they called him. 
And when the New-York and New-England deal 
caine along he had something like $5.000,t0 his 
credit on deposit; his ‘“‘ pointer” put him into 
that. He bought away down at the bottom 
price; he sold at the top. His original $500 was 
become 40 times its original size; he had made 
$1,000 for every year of his age.’ Lucky lad! 
So everybody hailed him. 

Yesterday he walked out of Wall-street with 
never a cent to’his name. He had gone broke 
all of a sudden. He had not had the sense to 
know when he had enough; he was the pointer’s 
own. And finally the pointer had blundered— 
always does 
blunder sooner or later—and the mascot’s every 
dollar was spilled out to cover losses that come 
on purchases of Pacific Mail stock up in the 
neighborhood of 60; yesterday it was sold down 
to 5135. And it was that last J5 that wiped 
out the “lucky lad’s” last penny. 

The case isn’t exceptionai. ‘‘Nine out of ten 
people who make money in Wall-street on mere 
chance speculation always stay long enough to 
lose it all and more too.” This is the declaration 
of one of the veterans of the Stock Exchange.

HUDSON STRAITS NAVIGABLE. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 11.—Com- 
mander Gordon, of the Alert, which yesterday 
returned from an arctic exploring trip, says the 
experience of this expedition confirms him in 
the opinion that Hudson Straits are navigable 
(under certain risks early in the season) from 
the beginning of July to the end of October, and 
the period might be extended half a month more. 
The risks to be encountered are at the opening 
of the season, when ice is to be met with, but 
these risks are not great ones and the straits 
may be reasonably considered as navigable for 
full four months. It is stated that the Dundes 
whaling ship Arctic, which is bound up through 
Fox’s Channel, passed Ashe’s Inlet, North

THE ANDOVER HERESY.

TRUSTEES TO BE TRIED 
BREACH OF TRUST. 
CuicaGco, Oct. 11.—At the founding of 
the Andover Theological Seminary the donors of 
the funds drew up a very clear and sharp creed. 
Every Professor employed is required to pledge 
adherence to this creed on entering on his duties, 
and to renew this pledge every five years. The 
real complaint now before the Board of Visitors 
accuses the five Professors, the editors of the 
Andover Review, of breach of trust in that 
they are drawing salaries under this pledge 
while their teachings do not conform toit. The 
Professors are Egbert C.Smyth, W. J. Tucker, 


George Harris, Edward Y. Hincks, and John 
Gulliver. The Board of Visitors has absolute 
power over the affairs of the seminary, 
and the Supreme Court of Massachusetts 
has decided that no appeal lies to the 
courts from their decision as such, though 
anh appeal may be taken on rounds 
oferrorin procedure and the Visitors’ decision 
declared void. Sucha reversal of the Visitors’ 
decision practically amounts to sending the case 
to them fora new trial, as they may at once 
take up the same charges against the same 
offenders and prosecute them to anissue. This 
decision of the Supreme Court was rendered 
some years ago in a similar case from Andover. 
Three months ago a Trustee and several grad- 
uates of Andover charged the five Professors 
named with breach of trust in drawing salaries 
from the funds and not conforming to their 
pledges. The Board of Visitors heard the com- 
plaint, decided that the charges ought to be con- 
sidered, and summoned the Professors to appear 
on Oct. 25 to answer and have a preliminary 
hearing. The Professors deny the power of the 
Visitors to hear the complaint, and there the 
matter rests at present. 

The doctrinal point that has been most promi- 
neutly before the public in this controversy is 
the ‘‘ Andover hypothesis,” as itis called. This 
is that man’s probation may continue after 
death; that death does not cut off his last hope of 
salvation, and that he may have another chance. 
This belief is declared by its adherents them- 
selves to be a secondary matter, and they do not 
claim thatit is absolutely warranted by the in- 
spired Word. The conservatives, the complain- 
ants in this case, charge that the “ second proba- 
tion” men are trying to introduce, and are now 
teaching, an entirely new system of theology. 
They say the Andover creed has been violated 
by them in some 10 or 12 particulars. They 
allege that the teachings of these Pro- 
tessors tear all to pieces the received Con- 
gregational doctrines of fire, eternal punish- 
ment, the Atonement, and the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. At the Congregational Ministers’ 
meeting this morning the subject of discussion 
was the Des Moines meeting of the American 
Board and the “ Andover hypothesis.” Nearly 
all present were, evidently of the conservative 
party. Noone seemed. to support Prof. Smyth 
and his colleagues, though a few took the middle 
ground held by Dr. Lyman Abbott, of the Chris- 
tian Union. Quite anumber of gentlemen gave 
reports of the doings of the board. Some doubt 
seemed to exist as to the meaning to be given

but a good majority thought it a substantial vic- 


tory for the conservatives that Prof. Smyth was; 


not re-elected upon the Prudential Committee.

TITUS LISTENS UNMOVED 


PROSECUTOR SMITH BEGINS 
HIS ADDRESS TO THE JURY. 
HE REVIEWS THE CASE AT LENGTH 
AND DESCRIBES THE MURDER IN 

VIVID WORDs. 


BELVIDERE, N. J., Oct. 11.—With to-day’s 
proceedings began the third week of the Titus 
trial. The court was delayed and the prosecu- 
tion greatly embarrassed at the non-arrival of 
Prosecutor Smith at the appointed time, he hav- 
ing missed a railroad connection. Mr. Harris 
asked that proceedings be delayed until the ar- 
rival ofhis colleague, but owing to the court's 
tender regard for the jury, the requést was re- 
fused. The women’s gallery was entirely de- 
serted, and the main room but partially filled on 
the opening of court. 

Mr. Peter Smith desired to state that he was a 
third cousin of the dead girl, having-found this 
out since he previously testified that he was not 
arelative. Horace E. Stout, the roommate of 
Meade, the would-be detective, was then called 


by Mr. Harris to prove the time of Meade’s ar- 
rivalin his room on the night of the murder. 
The court ruled this out as being a reopening 
and no rebuttal. The prosecution next turned 
their attention to the disreputable trio who on 
Saturday so willingly assaulted the murdered 
girl’s character. 

Andrew Jackson Huntsman, of Vienna, testi- 
fied that he was acquainted with the man Dolan. 
He had often heard his reputation for veracity 
oe cog by many in the community. John 

Salhoun Chamberlain, a dispenser of Justice in 

Allamuchy, said that he knew Sherrer and Grey. 
“Sherrer’s reputation was very bad with us, 
and Grey’s was no better,” said the witness in 
answer to a question by Mr. Harris. 

Dr. Richard Cook was calied and further testi- 
fied concerning Dr. Cox’s attendance at the au- 
topsy. He thought that Dr. Cox was not present 
over 10 minutes and could not have made a close 
examination of the body. Dr. Samuel Johnson 
also testified regarding the presence of Dr. Cox. 
This witness did not think there was any con- 
versation between Drs. Cook and Cox. 

Coroner Jesse Smith was called regarding the 
meeting in the lane described by Mr. Bilby. The 
Coroner said that it was of but three-quarters of 
an hourinilength. Mr. Shipman on cross-exam- 
ination inquired about a trip yesterday in com- 

any with Constable McClellan, when they were 
ooking up witnesses for the State. The witness 
for some reason attempted to mislead the coun- 
sel and found it like playing with fire. It would 
seem as if the State’s assistants had desecrated 
the Sabbath in looking up the record of the wit- 
ness Dolan. 

The next witness was one of the constables 
having charge of the prisoner, John Nortonby 
name. He said that he spent five or six nights 
in guarding the cellin which Titus was lodged, 
and held numerous conversations with the 
prisoner. When spoken to Titus talked “all 
right,” and witness did not ‘‘see anything pe- 
culiar about him.” This was introduced to prove 
that the present condition of Titus was such as 
to admit of his testifying in his own behalf. The 
failure of the defense to place Titus on the stand 
is causing considerable comment, and many think 
itis fromfear of the cross-examination and not 
because of the mental incapacity of the prisoner. 

The President of the institute, Dr. George W. 
Whitney, was called to state the duties performed 
by Titus during the two weeks preceding the 
crime, when Titus’s friends claim that he was 
sick. The doctor did not remember any special 
acts, but knew nothing of his supposed sickness 
and thought allhis duties were well performed. 

The Sheriff was recalled and stated that in 
conversations with the prisoner he noticed that 
“immediately after his sickness in court he ap- 

eared very much disturbed,’ but on Friday 
ast he noticed an improvement, and since 
then thought he had been all right. 

A Warren County editor in the.person of John 
Simerson was called to prove Titus’s satisfac- 
tion with his new quarters, but the Chief-Jus- 
tice, failing to see that this was rebutting testi- 
mony, ruled it out. After a consultation the 
prosecution “aid, “ We rest,” which was quickly 
followed by the “ We also” of Mr. Shipman. A 
hum of expectancy ran through the crowd, 
which had now assumed large proportions, as 
the tables were cleared for the forensic battle 
by the counsel. Mr. Beasley notified the prose- 
cution that unless their theory of the case were 
fully set forth in the opening argument coun- 
sel for the defense would demand the right of 
answering. The court warned the counsel to 
confine themselves to the testimony as it was 
given, and Prosecutor Sylvester C. Smith cleared 
his throat for his first appeal to a jury in a mur- 
der trial. 

Beginning in a low voice, Mr. Smith soon be- 
came interested in his subject, and minutely de- 
tailed the position taken by the State. He said 
that they had tried to separate everything un- 
justly prejudicial to the prisoner, having regard 
for their duty toward him as well as for the 
State, and he insisted that the murder was com- 
mitted within the building, as proved by the ap- 
pearance of the clothes, and that the murderer 
had a motive for removing the body. Turning 
to Titus, in an impassioned manner he ex: 
claimed: ‘And it was done within those thick 
stone walls and by you, the prisoner at the bar.” 
He exonerated the student Meade, and claimed 
that he had only done his duty. The clothing 
was dramatically held up before the jury, while 
the State’s theory of the stains and woody fibres 
was fully presented. Chief-Justice Beasley care- 
fully examined the dress. Mr. Smith claimed 
that the chafing on the shoes was the result of 
an effort to rise and not of dragging the body. 
He argued that the fact that the sacque 
was partially off and was not covered 
with dust was another reason for sup- 

osing the crime was committed within 

oors. He said the bloodstains onthe dress and 
collar were caused by the victim’s efforts to es- 
cape. Pointing to the boards offered in evidence 
he exclaimed: ‘ She falls on those boards; she 
struggles to get up, and thence come those tell- 
tale fibres of wood. She shrieks, he grasps her 
throat, and she becomes silent. He thinks her 
conquered, and he works his will and staggers to 
his feet, but his victim does notrise. The horror 
of that night! The depth of that iniquity!” 

During this terrible arraignment the prisoner 
sat silent, his pale face gradually assuming a 
heightening color, but there was no sign of emo- 
tion and no other indication of the terrible im- 
port which the prosecutor’s words may have had 
tor him. On the adjournment of court the argu- 
ment was not ended, and will be concluded to- 
morrow. On the side of the defense Mr. Beasley 
will lead, followed by Mr. Shipman. Mr. Harris, 
on behalf of the State, will make the closing ap- 

eal. The speech of Mr. Shipman is expected to 

e very affecting, as well as effective. Itis said 
that he has his tears under more complete con- 
trol than any other attorney in the State, and 
can produce a copious flow at will.

THOSE FOUND ON THE PRAIRIES 
KILLED AT ONCE. 


Cuicaco, Oct. 11.—Dr. D. E. Salmon, 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry; Dr. 
Hewitt, State Veterinarian of Minnesota, 
and Dr. J. H. Rauch, of the State 
Board of Health, held a consultation with 
Health Officer De Wolf to-day in regard to the 
disposition to be made of the carcasses of 
(slaughtered animals killed by the  veter- 
inary authorities. Dr. Salmon will in- 
spect. all the cattle running at. large on 
the prairies surrounding the city, andif any dis- 
eased animals are found they will be 
killed at once. The question raised was 
whether the anmals should be carted 
to the rendering tanks at the stock yards 
or buried on the prairies. Dr. De Wolf gave the 
inquirers to understand that any plan that was 
adopted would be agreeable to them and olfered 
to provide the carts to transport the dead animals 
to the stock yards, if that course was decided 
upon. Dr. Salmon thought some plan would be 
devised by which the Government wouid re- 
munerate, to some extent, the owners of dis- 
eased cattle for the loss they were obliged 
to sustain. Dr. Dewolf will carry out his plan 
to prevent the selling of milk from quar- 
antined cows. Two health oflicers and 
four policemen will be sent to the Phenix, 
the Schufeldt, the Blackhawk distilleries, 
and the Chicago alcohol works to-morrow who 
will strictly enforce the order tv prevent any of 
the milk drawn from the cows at these places to 
be taken out ot the grounds for distribution. Some 
trouble is anticipated from the cattle owners, 
but Chief of Police Ebersold will sustain the 
Health Officers to the fullest extent in carrying 
out the orders of the Health Commussioners,

THE MORTGAGE A FIRST LIEN, 
BuFFALO, Oct. 11.—The Court of Appeals 
has handed down a decision of great im- 
portauce to holders of railroad securi- 
ties and employes. The decision is in 
the case of a number of employes 


of the Tonawanda Valley and Cuba‘ Railroad, 
who sued for moneys due them for wages for 
three months prior to the appointment of Bird 
W. Spencer as Receiver in November, 1884. The 
case was tried before Hamilton Ward, as Referee, 
in May, 1885, and judgment was given in favor 
of the employes, This was aftirmed in Special 
and in General Term of the Supreme 
Court, but the Court of Apoeals decides that the 
lower courts erred in ordering the Receiver to 
issue certiticates for $8,400 21 due the em- 
loyes aud $3,000 for deficiencies in payments 
or material and omnes to be a lien before 
the mortgage. Itis held that such lien is not 
prior to the first mortgage, on a foreclosure of 
which the Receiver was appointed. The State laws 
ive the employes a remedy, but the order went 
uirther and directed the payment out of the 
property of other creditors. The Receiver, ac- 
cording to this decision, has the right to nap ged 
labor and buy material under direction of the 
court necessary to the running of the road, but 
not to the winding up of its affairs.

LIVINGSTON. 

Attired in a pretty, tight-fitting blue 
dress, with gaudy blue andired stripes run- 
ning up the front, and a blue and red tie at the 
throat, witha jaunty straw hat resting on her 
hair, Miss Mary Alice Almont Livingston, who is 
trying to prove that Lawyer Henry R. Willis is 
the father of her second illegitimate child, ap- 
peared in the Court of Special Sessions yesterday 
afternoon, and, daintily tripping up the steps to 
her chair in the witness stand, awaited the ques- 
tions to be put to her. 

Lawyer Brady, who appeared for Lawyer 
Willis, began immediately to inquire about the 
entries in the diary which Miss Livingston had 
produced at the last hearing in the case, and the 
unpretentious little book was again brought out. 
Miss Livingston explained that the book in 


which she had made her original entries during 
1884 was rather a flimsy one, and some time 
ago she had gppied them in this book. But the 
young wo 1 said the copy was a true and 
faithful one. Nothing had been omitted or 
added. A squabble ensued between the oppos- 
ing counsel as to what part of the diary should 
be examined, and Justice Murray ruled that 
only those entries should be referred to which 
Miss Livingston used as references to fix certain 
dates and which were pertinent to the hearing. 

Referring, then, to Oct. 1, onjwhich date, it is 
alleged, Mr. Willis accomplished his object, this 
entry, written in lead pencil in a somewhat in- 
distinct hand, which Miss Livingston said was 
hers, was read: 

October the first.—Mr. Willis called at 8 o’clock 
this evening. We passed a very a re evening. 
(‘ Very” being heavily underscored.) We had a de- 
lightful moonlight walk, and refreshments, too. 

On Oct. 2 this entry was written: 

Mr. Willis called again this evening, much tomy 
surprise, for I really did not expect him. He says he 
never slept better in his life than he did last night. 
He seems to be very fond of me and pets me. 

Miss Livingston heard this read and, slightly 
blushing, went on to tell of other interviews she 
had had with her legal lover. ‘On Oct. 17,” 
she said, “‘f went down to Mr. Willis’s office, at 
No. 229 Broadway, and staid there all the after- 
noon. I remember the date because it was then 
that Mr. Willis introduced me to Lieut. Schwenck, 
of the United States Navy.” The diary was again 
consulted and this entry was found: 

Oct. 17.—Dropped into W.’s office to-day, and was 
introduced to Lieut. Schwenck. He seems to be a 
nice and intelligent man. The club met here, and { 
had lots of fun. 

“When did you first learn Mr. Willis’s Christian 
name,” asked Mr. Brady. 

“ When I was introduced to him.” 

* And when did you first call him ‘Henry? ” 
went on the counsel. 

“On that evening, (Oct. 1,) while we were 
walking in Mount Morris Park, and when he en- 
gaged himself to me,” the witness replied. 

‘Oh! then you were engaged ?” and Mr. Brady 
looked surprised. 

“Of course we were engaged,” Miss Living- 
ston repled, with a good deal of vigor. 

“Did you always call him Henry ?’ 

“Wel, no; not always,” she replied, gazing 
reflectively at the ceiling. 
wrote him I addressed him as Mr. Willis, a 
tribute of respect which I paid him; respect 
which I would be far from paying him now.’ 

‘““You wrote him in endearing terms?” 

“Yes. After he had given me the right to do 
so. Not very endéaring, though.” 

‘“*Oh, we have all your letters,” volunteered 
My. Brady. 

“Undoubtedly,” she replied with more vigor, 
“and I have all his.” 

Miss Livingston said that the child—a girl— 
was born at her mother’s house in Harlem, on 
July 20, 1885; thatit was a perfectly developed 
infant and not prematurely born. She had pre- 
pared no clothes for it, she said, because ** she 
had no funds with which to dress Henry 
Willis’s child. He ought to do that himself.” Be- 
fore the child was born, she said, Willis called 
four or fivé times a month up to May to see her, 
and they often talked of what they were to do. 
On Jan. 28, 1885, Willis gave her $25 with 
which to engage a physician to  perforn 
an operation. An unsuccessful operation was 
performed, and for that reason she was 
very ill up to the time of the child’s birth. That 
was all the money Willis had ever given her. 
Miss Livingston said that she had no male ac- 
quaintances, and Mr. Willis was—at that time— 
the only man with whom she had been intimate. 
Once Willis took a friend there in the evening, 
and at her mother’s invitation the friend staid 
there all night. Willis did not. The following 
morning Miss Livingston drove over to Brook- 
lyn with this friend, and femained with him un- 
til in the afternoon. 

This letter from Miss Livingston was intro- 
duced by the defense: 

NEW-YORK, Nov. 13, 1884. 
Mr. Willis: 

DEAR FRIEND: What have you been doing all this 
long time? Lieut. Schwenck called last evening, 
and we passed a very agreeable evening, sometimes 
dropping a tear “in memoriam” of Mr. Willis. 
Weren’t we considerate? Come up on Friday if con- 
venient. I suppose “out of sight out of mind” is a 
great friend of yours. With best wishes for your 
health, I remain yourfriend, A. LIVINGSTON. 

Mrs, Evelina Mathilda Bliss, Miss Livingston’s 
mother, took her daughter’s place on the stand. 
She said she first learned that Alice was to become 
a mother in May, 1885, and at ‘once went to see 
Willis at his office. She said she had a long con- 
versation with him. She reproached him, and he 
expressed great “‘ sorrow, regret, and sympathy.” 
He said he had no money, and didn’t know 
what to do. She said she didn’t want money, 
but to see the injury repaired in other ways. 
He then asked her if it couldn’t be possi- 
ble to hide it in some way, and proposed to 
send Alice away until after the confinement. 
This Mrs. Bliss would not consent to, and 
the interview ended in a very unsatisfactory 
manner. Mrs. Bliss a month later made Willis 
another call and spoke of the money he had giv- 
en Alice to have the operation performed. She 
asked him if he didn’t know that it was a State 
prison offense to do such a thing, and he ex- 
pressed more ‘‘contrition.” She proposed to 
consult his law partner as to the best course to 
be pursued, and he begged her, for God’s sake, 
not to let him know anything about the matter. 
After the birth of the child Mrs. Bliss met Willis 
on the street and reproached him for not answer- 
ing Alice’s letters. He said he was not such a 
fool as to commit himself by writing letters. The 
witness spoke of the remarkable likeness the 
child bore to Willis, and said it was the perfect 
picture of him, and Mrs. Bliss was sure he was 
its father. 

William Low, the janitor in the house in which 
the child was born, said he had seen a tall, dark 
man—not Willis—call on Alice frequently before 
the child was born, and Mrs. Ruth Pink. the 
nurse, said she thought it was a premature birth. 

Miss Livingston, recalled by the court, said she 
had no property, no money, nor any kind of in- 
come. She and her children were supported by 
her mother. The $25,000 which she obtained 
from Fleming for being the father of her first 
child she had lost. The lawyers who managed 
that case for her, she said, got most of it. The 
hearing was then adjourned until next Thursday, 
when Willis will tell his story.

A VIOTORY FOR THE CREDITORS. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 11.—An interesting case 
to the commercial world was decided  to- 
day by Judge Gresham in the Unit- 


ed States Court. For some years prior to 
1885 Harris Burton did a fair business 
as a wholesale cigar dealer at Peoria, witha stock 
worth $4,000. In July, 1885, he ordered $14,000 
worth of goods on four months’ time. On Noy. 
10 Burton’s brothers-in-law, David Caugisky 
and Albert Ascher, entered up judgments by 
confession against him for $14,000. Executions 
were issued and his stock seized. Caugisky 
came to Chicago and entered up another 
judgment in the Federal Court for $1,000, 
tiled a creditors’ bifl, and got a Receiver ap- 
pointed. About 25 creditors filed intervening 
petitions to be allowed to replevin their 
goods. The testimony on _  Burton’s side 
showed apparently that he had been owing 
his brothers-in-law for years and showed notes 
of amounts borrowed and payments on in- 
terest. On the other hand, it was proved 
that he had represented to the Commercial 
Agencies that he did not owe over $4,000, 
and had said nothing of his debts to his brothers- 
in-law. The Judge held that these judg- 
ments to Caugisky and Ascher’ were 
fraudulent, given for the purpose. of 
helping Burton defraud his creditors; that 
the goods were bought with the intent of not 
paying for them; that no title passed to Burton, 
nor to his Assignee or Receiver. An order was 
entered directing the Receiver to turn over the 
goods to the several creditors without any costs 
or expenses.

DRIVERS IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Oct. 11.—The dissatisfied cons 
ductors and drivers of the consolidated horse 
railroad kept their own counsel well, and when 
they presented to President Powers to-day a 
formal list of grievances as a result of their 
secret midnight meeting of Sunday they antici- 
pated by several days the expected dénouement. 
The conductors and drivers find 27 causes of 


complaint. These were submitted as a series 
of ‘resolutions,’ while the preamble “ de- 
mands” the acquiescence of the com y by 
Oct. 18, or in just one week. The first nine 
* resolutions” relate to the pay of various grades 
of employes, the first demanding $2 per day for 
all conductors and drivers, 10 hours to con- 
stitute a day’s work, to be done inside of 12 
consecutive hours. They further demand that 
allmen going to work before 6 A. M. shall have 
one hour each for breakfast and dinner, and 
those commencing work between 6 and 8 shall 
have at least one and one-hal hours sor dinner; 
that extra work be paid for at the rate of 25 cents 
per hour; thatnoemploye be discharged “without 
a good and sufficient reason being given him or 
his representative; that employes shall be given 
animpartial hearing in all cases of complaint 
and when innocent paid for al! lest time; that 
officials should not keep boarders or lodgers, 
thus receiving compensation from employes; 
that employes be permitted to purchase uniforms 
where they please, and finally that under offi- 
cials of the road ‘‘be instructed to bear in mind 
the fact that if a man is compelled to work for a 
living he is none the less aman and should be 
treated as sueh and not as one of t2e brute crea- 
tion.” 

President Powers recelved the demands calm- 
ly, stating that while he did not see anything 
therein that was not covered in existing regula- 
tions, he could only refer the matter to the 
Directors, who alone had authority to act. Presi- 
dent Powers maintains that there is no real 
trouble and that the demands of the men are 
absurd, while in many instances impracticable.

There was a touch of the 
grotesque in his banishment to Constanti- 
nople, and New-Yorkers felt a sense of 
double loss in having him wasting his tal- 
ents on the Turk and in having his absence 
from Congress emphasized by the shining 
unfitness of his successor. We trust that 
there will be slip between the Con- 
gressional cup and the laughing lip of Mr. 
Cox, and that he will go back to do a great | 
deal more of serious and solid good work 
in his jolly and effective fashion. 

Indian eloquence does not usually seem to 
cut as much of a figure, for some reason, in 
these days as in a former generation, when 
speeches of famous chiefs formed a con- 
siderable portion of school readers and 
books of declamation, CRow¥FoorT, however, 
the Canadian chief, who delivered an im- 
passioned address the other day to Sir JoHn 
A.MACDONALD, at Ottawa,produced a visibie 
effect by his oratory. At the conclusion of 

‘his remarksSir JOHN handed him and the 
other chiefs with him $100 apiece, and 
promised to grant his requests. It wasa 


* wise act, as the grievances of the Indians in 


the Northwest Territory are well known, 
and in several instances of late have threat- 
ened an outbreak. With cash in hand the 
chiefs are more likely to believe in the 
Government’s sincerity, and the sooner 
their wrongs are righted ‘the safer will it be 
for the settlers. 


The most significant comment on the al- 
leged home rule policy of the Conservative 
Government in England is that of the Free- 
man’s Journal of Dublin, which describes it 
as ‘“‘a deliberate plan to split the National 
League and minimize the national demand.” 
This is indirectly a concession that there is 
danger of division in the Nationalist ranks, 
and if that be the case the situation may be 
seriously changed in the course of the Win- 
ter. If the Irish, as represented by PAr- 
NELL, can keep a united front against all 
propositions of compromise, England will 
yield because she must. The next four 
months will be a severe test of their union. 


Judging from the statements made by the 
Electrical Subway Commissioners, the tug- 
of-war between them and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company will soon begin, 
ifitis to begin atall. Assoonas the sub- 
ways are completed on Sixth-avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-fourth and Fifty-ninth 
streets, which will be in a fortnight orso, the 
Western Union as well as the other telegraph 
and telephone companies will be asked to 
remove their wires from the polesalong that 
route and put them under ground. If they 
assent the problem may be regarded as 
solved. If they refuse the courts will be 
appealed to. It is at any rate pleasant to 
know that the issue must soon be made. 


A.CHANCE FOR THE REPUBLICANS. 

Whether or not the Democratic factions 
of this city shall unite in support of a can- 
didate for Mayor, there is an opportunity 
for the Republicans to name a candidate 
who would receive every vote which the 
party can cast and those of thousands of 
citizens whose sole desire is that a man 
shall be elected who would give the city a 
thoroughly efficient and honest adminis- 
tration of its affairs. Under any pos- 
sible combination of circumstances there 
is a fair chance that the candidate 
would be elected. Aman who would com- 
mand the fullest confidence of every class 
of citizens and unitein his support all who 
can be induced to place the welfare of the 
city above any consideration of party or 
faction is THomas C. ACTON, and there is 
no doubt that if the nomination were to be 
determined by the general sentiment of the 
Republicans of the city and the wishes of 
citizens who are independent in their views 
regarding the choice of Mayor, he would be 
made a candidate with enthusiasm. 

Mr. ACTON is a native of this city and has 
spent his whole life here, most of it in the 
active service of the public. His intense 
interest in municipal affairs led him to give 
up the profession of law, to which he was 
educated, at the age of 27, to engage in 
public duties. As Deputy County Clerk 
and Deputy Register he gained a wide 
knowledge of the details of municipal 
affairs and a reputation for the most 
exact fidelity to duty. He was ap- 
pointed a member of the Meétropolitan 
Police Commission in 1861, and held | 
that office for nine years, during which 
he was devoted heart and soul to reform 
and improvement of the public service. It | 
was largely through his efforts that the 
Health Board and the paid Fire Department 
were established and the metropolitan ex- 
cise law was enacted and enforced. At the 
time of the disorders attending the draft in 
1863 he was the President of the Police 
Board, and in the absence of Superintenud- 
ent KENNEDY, who was injured on the first 
day. of the riots, he took personal command 
of the force, and devoted his energies day 
and night for a week to the restoration of 
order. 

In 1870 Mr. Acton found a new field for the 
development of his administrative faculties 
as Superintendent of the Assay Office in this 
city, from which position he was promoted 
in 1881 to the office of Assistant Treasurer. 
When he left that position at the close of 
last year he turned over to the custody 
of his successor the enormous sum of 
$187,076,849 17, and his accounts were 
found to be correct to a cent. In all his 
public life he has displayed not only a 
wonderful executive capacity and a thor- 
oughgoing honesty, but a knowledge of 
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men and a.tact and courtesy that leave him 
to-day without an enemy or a detractor 
among honorable men. His natural endow- 
ments, his training and experience, and his 
character for integrity and independence 
would make him an ideal Mayor for the 
city which he has served so well, and in 
whose welfare he has such an intense and 
unflagging interest. 

Suppose, now, that there were to be a Tam- 
many candidate and a County Democracy 
candidate in the field, the election of Mr. 
ACTON, if nominated by the Republicans, 
would be assured, no matter what names 
the rival candidates might bear. The same 
assurance could not be felt with any other 
nomination. But suppose there should be a 
union of the Democratic factions, still there 
would be an exceedingly go@@ chance of 
his election. The nomination Of ABRAM 8. 
HEWITT by Tammany last night must have 
been made with the full assurance that it 
would not be accepted, and for the purpose 
of making a show of virtuous intention and 
gaining time for further efforts at coalition. 
Nothing short of the acceptance of Mayor 
GRACE by Tammany as the union candidate 
would give strength and cohesion to the 
Democratic vote as against a man like 
Mr. ACTON. 

But suppose Mr. GRACE himself were to be 
the candidate of the united Democracy with 
the full understanding that he was free from 
pledges and would continue the very ex- 
cellent administration which he has given 
the city, especially for the last year. Many 
Tammany men would not support him, and 
there are some even in the ranks of the 
County Democracy who have not been 
satisfied with his-course in matters involv- 
ing politics. 

When Mr. Grace was the candidate of 
the united Democracy in 1880 he received 
101,760 votes, and Mr. Wit1i1aM Down, 
the Republican candidate, who had the 
support of an independent citizens’ move- 
ment, received 98,715. How do the chances 
now compare with those of six years ago? 
Mr. Grace had not the antagonism in his 
own party which he would have now. 
There was nothing corresponding to the 
Henry George movement, which threatens 
to draw anywhere from 15,000 to 30,000 
votes, mainly from the Democratic forces. 
Mr. Dowp was known simply asa successful 
and honorable business man, and did not 
hold anything like the unique position of 
Mr. ACTON in the public estimation. The 
latter’s demonstrated fitness for the most 
exacting public duties, his long and success- 
ful experience, his tried integrity and fideli- 
ty give him a hold upon popnilar confidence 
and an advantage in such a contest as seems 
to be imminent such as no other man could 
command. It is our belief that if he should 

be nominated he could be elected in spite of 
any combination which the Democrats may 
make. His present availability makes the 
proper course of the Republican convention 
plain, whatever may happen between now 
and Friday in the councils of either or both 
of the Democratic organizations. 


THE WILLIS EPISODE. 

The defeat of the Hon. ALBERT 8. WILLIS 
in the contest for the Democratic nomina- 
tion in the Fifth Congressional District of 
Kentucky was mainly due to that gentle- 
man’s zealous advocacy of civil service re- 
form. This is not only conceded, but is 
claimed by his opponents. There were 
other matters that entered into the con- 
test, but they do not appear to have 
had much weight. Mr. Writs had been 
a supporter of the Blair Education 
bill, and this was used against him, 
but it is absurd to suppose that of itself 
it would have been decisive, or that it con- 
tributed very much to the result. If it had 
done so it would have been creditable to 
the Democrats of the district, for the Blair 
bill was an unsound and unsafe measure in 
every way. But there is no evidence that 
public opinion was greatly influenced by 
this fact, while Mr. W1ILLIs’s position on the 
Blair bill was not by any means one of un- 
qualified approval of it. 

On the other hand, Mr. Wixuis has been 
very consistent in his support of the reform, 
and very efficient. He gave the Pendleton 
bill prompt adhesion, and he stuck to it. 
He introduced himself in a separate bill 
the clauses afterward incorporated in the 
civil service law, making the levying of 
political assessments a criminal offense. He 
has claimed in the recent canvass that inall 
this he was sustaining the officially declared 
policy of the Democratic Party as defined 
in the national platforms of 1872, 
1876, 1880, and 1884, and the policy 
of the Democratic Administration as 
defined by the frequent and _ consist- 
ent statements of Mr. CLEVELAND 
before and since his election. And 
in this he was undoubtedly entirely cor- 
rect. The evidence that the Democratic 
Party has desired the people to accept it as 
the party of reform, and that by reform it 
meant a change that would prevent the use 
of the civil service for partisan ends, and 
would make tested merit the sole condition 
of appointment and promotion, is cumu- 
lative. There isnoroom for doubt regard- 
ingit. There is, however, room for much 
doubt as to the sincerity of these profes- 
sions and of the real purpose of the party, or 
of important portions of the party, to carry 
out its pledges. Mr. W1LLis’s defeat on the 
very ground that he has been exceptionally 
faithful to the reform policy is, so far as it 
goes, a very ugly bit of such evidence, and 
the Democrats of his district, or the major- 
ity of them, may very well be heartily 
ashamed of it. 

It would be easy, however, to exaggerate 
the importance of this incident. Kentucky 
is a backward State. Its Democracy is of a 
backward type in certain important re- 
gards. Party prejudices there are violent 
and party discipline is rigid. Most of the 
Democrats who emerge from the obscurity 
of local celebrity areof a narrow-minded 
and stiff-necked sort. They are, to their 
credit, apt to be honest, and some of them, 
like Mr. Wrtuis himself and Mr. Speaker 
CARLISLE, are men of unusual liberality and 
intelligence. But these men are the excep- 
tions, and in their attitude toward reform 
are not representative. While the de- 
feat of Mr. WixuI1s is regrettable and dis- 
creditable, the fact that he could make 
so strong a fight and that it was so 


hard to defeat him after he had taken so 


€ 


bold and firm a position om reform is encour- 
aging. It is not long since there would have 
been no such contest possible. Even ten 


years ago the spoils doctrine would have ,; 


} 
been accepted as a matter of course. The 
application of it by the Republicans would 
| have been denounced, but the notion that a 
| Democratic victory should not be followed 
by the division of the offices among Demo- 
| crats and that Democratic office holders 
ought not to run the politics, and be assessed. 
| for the pehtical expenses of the party in 
| the State, would have been scouted as 
| impracticable, visionary, ridiculous. Dur- 
ing the canvass for the nomination just 
closed the Democrats have heard a good 
| deal of wholesome and wholly novel truth, 
and itis a matter for surprise rather than 
otherwise that so many have accepted it. 
The seed thus sown will bear fruit. There 
is no doubt of that. Mr. WILLIsis not per- 
manently retired from public life. To such 
men as he the Democratic Party will surely 
turn more and more for its leaders, for it is 
they alone who can guide it to any per- 
manent success. 


ANDOVER PROFESSORS ON 
Representatives of the so-called Andover 
schoolin the Congregational Church were 
beaten by a vote of two to one at the annual 
meeting of the great missions board in Des 
Moines last week, when the resolution ap- 
proving the work of the board’s officers was 
| adopted. Afterward the Rev. Eqaprrt C. 
SMYTH, a Professor at the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary and one of the editors of 
the Andover Review, was dropped from 
the board’s Prudential Committee, be- 
cause of his support of the so-called 
“probation heresy.” Prof. SmyTH had op- 
posed the majority of the committee when 
the qualifications of the applying probation- 
ists were under consideration, and had se- 
verely criticised the committee in the Re- 
view. Probably it was with some knowl- 
edge concerning action that has since been 
taken that the Prudential Committee de- 
cided to cut loose from Andover. Five of 
the Professors of the old seminary are now 
called upon to plead in answer to a charge 
of heresy and breach of trust preferred by 
three clergymen of the Congregational 
Church. 

It is asserted that these Professors have 
been teaching the doctrine of “a second 
probation.” Probably the accused will say 
that they have not taught a ‘‘second” pro- 
bation, but will admit that they are not 
convinced that heathen who have never 
heard of Curist and the Gospel are doomed 
to eternal punishment without any possi- 
bility of redemption in an intermediate 
state. The seminary is supported in great 
measure by endowments to which con- 
ditions were attached. These  condi- 
tions require each Professor to sign 
a creed at the beginning of his 
term of service, and to renew his signature 
once in every five years. The accusers will 
strive to show thatthe liberal Professors 
should be excluded from the seminary on 
account of their belief, which does not agree 
with the creed imposed by those who sup- 
lied the funds. The charges will come be- 
fore the Board of Visitors, and may be car- 
ried on appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts. 

The action taken by the accusers has been 
foreshadowed by outspoken denunciation 
of the Professors in the religious press. For 
example, the editor of the Advance, the 
Western organ of the church, said in a re- 
cent number of his paper: 


“For a long time the ministers and earnest lay 
workers all through the Mississippi Valley 
have heard with sorrow and grief of the strife 
which Andover has created throughout the East. 
But the poisoned seeds which some of the Pro- 
fessors of that seminary have been scattering 
broadcast are beginning to bear fruit in the West 
as well as in the East. They have* already been 
the occasion of the destruction of more than one 
church and character in the East, and now, un- 
rebuked as they have been, they are spreading 
too fast in the Valley of the Mississippi.” 


And another organ of the church, pub- 
lished in Hartford, has spoken of ‘‘ the bale- 
ful influence, paralyzing spiritual power, 
that proceeds in these days from Andover,” 
and has referred to the seminary as “an 
institution whose perversion of consecrated 
funds cries out to eternal justice day and 
night.” 

The proceedings against the five Pro- 
fessors will intensify the interest now felt 
in this so-called heresy by the Congrega- 
tional churches. The debate upon the 
question at Des Moines and the history of 
the so-called progressive movement in 
the church have shown that the old 
orthodox ideas of the Congregationalists 
with regard to eternal punishment and the 
fate ot the heathen are now held more firm- 
ly in the West than in New-England. The 
recent history of the churches in some New- 
England cities and the present attitude of 
Andover and other seminaries show that 
the old theology has undergone a change in 
its home. The new Congregational creed, 
adopted two or three years ago, is silent 
concerning the doctrine which is the 
cause of disagreement, and it was 
adopted by a vote of 22 to 2 in the Creed 
Committee. One of those who dissented 
was the Home Secretary of the American 
Board who has been most active in rejecting 
applicants who accepted the probation 
theory. When the old Professors at An- 
dover retired, a few years ago, the Rey. 
NEWMAN SMYTH was the leading candi- 
date for the seminary’s foremost chair, 
but his liberal views caused him 
to be rejected by the Board of 
Visitors. He then became Pastor of the old 
First Church in New-Haven, having been 
installed by a great council. But the re- 
jection of Mr. SMyTH did not exclude liber- 
alism from the seminary, for the clergyman 
who was selected for the chair has become 
a leader in the liberal movement. The sem- 
inary at New-Haven is said to stand 
with Andover. Moreover, the Rev. Mr. 
SmytH and others of his way of 
thinking have received the support 
of some of the most prominent clergymen 
and educators in the denomination. It is 
reported that there is to-day in Boston only 
one Congregational minister who steadfastly 
holds to the old doctrines concerning the 
matters in dispute, and it is known that the 
leaders of the church in New-Haven are not 
in sympathy with Dr. ALDEN and his asso- 
-ciates in the American Board. 

The growth of themilder doctrine in New: 
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England and the prominence.of taose who 
hold.it gives torve to.tho charge of incon- 
sistency which is urged by some who oppose 
the aciion of the board. The Rev. Mr. 
SmytTu and others who are classed with the 
Andover school are allowed to defend the 
probation doctrine in the pulpits of the 
church and at the annual meetings of 
the Missions Board. If it is wrong to 
send into the mission field men who hold 
this doctrine or theory, why is it not wrong 
to allow it to be taught in home pulpits? 
This is a comparison that will be forced 
upon the attention of the denomination, 
and itis possible that it will be necessary 
for the church to define closely by means of 


a council its creed with regard to the sub- 
ject. 


IT WAS THE BEST IT COULD Do. 

After six days of arduous preparatory 
labor the Sun yesterday put forth its reply 
to the crushing exposure of its falsehoods, 
forgeries, and blunders published in Tur 
TIMES one week ago this morning; and to 
this attempted defense it appended some fur- 
ther assertions and exhibits in support of 
its malignant, but futile, efforts to rob 
Lieut. ScHwaTKA of his well earned hon- 
ors as a Alaskan discoverer. We have read 
carefully the three and one-half columns 
which the Sun devotes to this subject only 
to discover that it contains nothing new 
and nothing true. But it is evidently the 
best the Sun could do. It had to do some- 
thing, for the blistering application .we 
made to its already raw skin last Tuesday 
morning imperatively demanded attention. 
Even the New-York Sun has not yet sunk 
so low in character and circulation as to 
be beyond injury from the publication of 
a catalogue of its glaring falsehoods and 
blunders, accompanied with a most unfeel- 
ing array of proofs, such as we laid before 
our readers. 

We must thank the Sun, however, for 
having very neatly and successfully cut off 
its own head in its article of yesterday. Its 
reproduction of the maps of the Mount St. 
Elias region published in TEBIENKOFF’S 
atlas of Alaska, issued in 1849, supplies the 


most incontestible proof of our asser-- 


tions that the line indicating a river 
at the head of Icy Bay upon the 
maps of Datu and of the Hydrographic 
Office was put there not because the river 
had been seen or surveyed by the compiler 
of the maps, but as a pure and perfectly 
safe conjecture, it being practically certain 
that a river must empty there on account of 
the discoloration of the ocean waters and of 
the configuration of the bay and of the 
land. The Sun prints a five-inch map, “an 
exact reproduction from TEBIENKOFF’S at- 
las,” and fatuously points to it as 
its chief reliance for the malicious lie 
that the river discovered and named Jones 
River by Lieut. SchHwaTKA was known to 
the Russian mapmakers years ago. We 
have already made the Suna present of a 
fine lake lying east of Icy Bay, which the 
Sun declared to be identical with Castani 
Lake, some thirty miles distant, discovered 
and named by Lieut. SchHwatTKa. We 
now make over to the Sun as a 
gift TEBIENKOFF’s river, put down on his 
chart as flowing in a southeasterly direction 
into the head of Icy Bay. The Jones River 
flows in a southwesterly direction into that 
bay. Its course, where it breaks through 
the mountains, lies some 25 miles to the 
east of TEBIENKOFP’S river, and it has noth- 
ing whatever to do with that stream. 
Jones River was explored for 30 
miles by Lieut. ScHwaTKa. He ex- 
presses the opinion that it takes 
its rise far beyond the mountains, 
“apparently coming through a gap in the 
St. Elias range about jive or six miles west of 
the great mountain which gives its name to 
this chain of mountains.” The river shown 
upon TEBIENKOFF’S map comes through a 
gap not less than 25 miles to the west of 
the gap spoken of by Lieut. SchwaTKa. If 
the Jones River were added to TEBIEN- 
KOFF’S map its course would be nearly at 
right angles to that of the stream which the 
Sun seeks to identify with it. 

Of course TEBIENKOFF could not have 
discovered the stream indicated on his map 
without also discovering the Jones River, 
with its great Alpine lake. The plain 
truth of the matter is that the river 
his map shows is, as we have con- 


tended and have now proved, wholly’ 


conjectural. The discoloration of the bay 
was a sufficient basis for the conjecture. 
Had TEBIENKOFF had actual knowledge 
of the river. he would have given 
it a npame, as he did to the 
smaller stream emptying into the west side 
of Yakutat Bay, and called by him Kwik 
River. Upon TEBIENKOFF’s map of this 
region all the subsequent maps, including 
those of the Hydrographic Office and 
DALv’s, about which the Sun so incessant- 
ly cackles, were based without other 
or better authority. At the Hydrographic 
Office our Washington correspondent was 
assured that although the charts pre- 
pared at that office indicate this river, as 
the old Russian charts do, the stream ‘‘ must 
have been put down by the draughtsman 
rather as a matter of conjecture than of 
certainty.” At the Coast Survey Office he 
was informed that ‘‘there has been no care- 
ful survey made of the neighborhood 
of Mount St. Elias, and not only Icy 
Bay, but the topography of the country 
are set down largely as the result of con- 
jecture.” Andat both offices it was con- 
ceded that Lieut. SchwatTka has a discover- 
er’s right to name the Jones River. DALu 
says, (page 291,) in citing the authorities 
for his maps, that he has taken “‘the coast 
line and many particulars in regard to the 
southern portion of the Territory from the 
United States Coast Survey,” and on the 
page facing his map he adds that “it must 
be remembered that the map here given 
is based upon approximate data to a 
large extent.” So Datu follows the Coast 
Survey, and the Coast Survey follows 
LTEBIENKOFF, and TEBIENKOFF, as we have 
shown, merely guessed at Jones River, and 
guessed wrong. Indeed, the compilers of the 
Coast Survey Map 751 of the St. Elias Al- 
pine region, issued in 1875, (the last edition,) 
reject TEBIENKOFF’s surmise altogether, 
and give Icy Bay without a river. We 
trust that the Sun will enjoy the result of 
its production of TEBIENKOFF’s much- 
vaunted map.

PuGxrt, who spoke only 
English, understood Portorr, who spoke 
no English, to say that the natives 
called this stream the Riko Bolshe Unala, 
and as the Sun has nowhere else discovered 
so much as a trace of a name for the 
stream, it clings blindly to its theory long 
after we have demonstrated that the Riko 
Bolshe Unala, assuming that there is a 
stream bearing that name, must have been 
many miles west of Jones River. We will 
remind the Sun again that, according 
to PUGET’s understanding of the story, 
PORTOFF’s party stopped first at “a small 
river about eight leagues to the eastward 
of Cape Suckling.” Now, “from this river 
they had gone to another a few leagues fur- 
ther to the eastward,” and this was “called 
by them Riko Bolshe Unala.” Jones 
River is not “a few leagues” eastward 
of the small river near Cape Suck- 
ling. It is not less than 90 miles 
to the eastward, and there are 
at least three other rivers to be passed on 
the way, at one of which, doubtless the 
most westerly, Portorr’s battle with the 
Aglegmutes took place. Besides, we made it 
perfectly clear last week from BANCROFT’S 
rendering of the Russian account of Por- 
TOFF’s travels given by TIKHMENEF that 
the Riko Bolshe Unala and the Icy Bay 
River were not the same. 


It pains us to say, however, that the Sun 
has put its finger upon one unmistakable 
error in ourremarks upon PoRTOFY’S trav- 
els. Wesaid on Sept. 26 that “Porrorr’s 
company must necessarily have crossed 
Jones River, as they traveled by land.” 
This was a bad blunder, and we corrected 
it on Oct. 5 by saying that ‘“ Portorr 
and his party traveled in canoes, 
not by land.” We ought not to have 
made such a mistake, but the truth is that 
in haste and inadvertence we accepted 
without verification the Sun’s statement of 
Sept. 25 that ‘“‘Portorr reported that east 
of Cape Suckling he had crossed two rivers,” 
&c. Later, on turning to VANCOUVER, we 
discovered, of course, that the Sun had lied. 
PorRTOFF’s story was that “‘ they stopped at 
@ small river,” and then went on to another 
one. The Sun was obliged to falsify the 
record in order to construct its theory, and 
it said nothing about canoes until we ex- 
posed it. 

The Sun makes a really pitiful attempt to 
explain that its falsified section of La 
P£ROvUSE’s Chart No. 17, on which it mixed 
up the Alaskan scenery to the extent of 
moving Mount St. Elias bodily 20 miles to 
the eastward in order to get it on the right 
side of a river it ignorantly 
founded with the Jones River, 
the result of a blunder merely. The 
crime was too sericus to be atoned 
for by so lame anexplanation. That charge 
will stick, and it is a damaging one. To 
help out its defense the Sun still insists that 
the Pointe de la Boussole of LA P&ROUSE is 
the Point Riou of the modern maps, at the 
eastern side of Icy Bay, althongh the Coast 
Survey ‘‘ Pacific Coast Pilot” positively de- 
clares that Point Manby is the “Pointe 
de la Boussole of LA P&ROUSE.” More- 
over, if the Sun had the brains to 
trace the position of La PEROUSE’s ship by 
his log book record and by the compass 
bearings and latitude and longitude indica- 
tions he gives, if would be convinced that 
he never was within sight of Icy Bay, and 
that Point Manby, which conforms quite 
closely in shape to his Pointe dela Boussole, 
lay where he could not avoid observing it 
and noting it on his map. 

The Sun cites BANCROFT’s account of Lient. 
ScHWATKA’s exploration of the Yukon, and 
puts upon it an unfavorable construction it 
will not bear. Mr. BANCROFT gladly makes 
use of the information gathered by Lieut. 
ScHWATKA, and he clearly did not intend 
to detract from his merits as an ex- 
plorer when he called attention to 
the fact that two previously unnamed 
lakes to which the Lieutenant had ven- 
tured to give the names} Lindemann and 
Bennett, (after Mr. JAMES GORDON BEN- 
NETT,) though without pretending to be 
their discoverer, were to be found on the 
Coast Survey map of 1869. Nor are the 
other citations from BANCROFT in anywise 
unfavorable to Lieut. SCHWATKA’s work. 
Indeed, with the exception of the New-York 
Sun, the whole world is disposed to give 
full credit to this gallant explorer. 
Our readers will observe that Lieut. LANE, 
of the Stoney Alaska expedition, in a dis- 
patch we print this morning, asserts that 
Lieut. SCHWATKA’S discovery of the stream 
he called the Jones River is “‘ highly proba- 
ble,” as the country is so little known and 
rivers are so abundant that “it is not a 
hard task to discover anew stream in an 
extended trip through that country.” 

We feel that we are not giving way to 
the odium geographicum, but are stating a 
simple truth, when we say that the New- 
York Sun is actuated by the instincts ofa 
sneak thief and the temper of a whipped 
cur in the controversy it has raised over 
Lieut.

DRAMATIO AND MUSICAL. 
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MR. WILSON BARRETT. 

Mr. Wilson Barrett, making his 7st ap- 
pearance in the United States at the Star The- 
atre last evening, received a reception even 
heartier than New-York playgoers cus- | 
tomarily give to actors of renown from 
other lands. If he possessed the genius 
of Kean combined with the versatility 
of Garrick and the stately grandeur of the Kem- 
bles, the fire of Forrest, the intellect of Macready, 
the eloquence of Booth, the tribute of ad- 
miration extended to him could not 
have been esteemed nigsardly. Before 
he came in sight the audience, deter- 
mined not to be caught napping, bestowed 
a round of applause upon a comely supernumet- 
ary crossing the stage, and when the hero of the 
night was at icngth revealed there ensued a 
demonstration of kindly feeling, noisy and 
long-continued, and realiy embarrassing to 


the actor, while after each pause 
in the representation Mr. Barrett and 
his principal associate, Miss Eastlake, were 
brought to the front often enough to tire them, 
even if they had had no other worktodo- At 
the close Mr. Barrett was called upon fora 
speech, and said, in answer to the call, that, un- 
der the circumstances, if asked to dance he would 
feel compelled to do so. Mr. Barrett further in- 
timated that the crowning ambition of his life 
was at length realized. Of the audience that 
paid this tribute it must be said that a more dis- 
tinguished assemblage has rarely gathered in a 
New-York theatre. Everybody that any one 
knows was there. The beauty and_ intel- 
lect, fashion and wealth, the learned professions 
and the mercantile pursuits of the town were all 
represented. With the applause of such an 
audience still ringing in his ears ‘the new-comer 
might be pardoned fer concluding that this 
country, through the people of its chief city, 
bails him as a dramatic artist of unexampled 
powers. Yet there were great men before 
Agamemnon. 

In the midst of the demonstrations the acute 
minds of the few critical playgoers, whose hearts 
are just as warm, pariane as those of the 
ardent cog were fixed upon Mr. Barrett's act- 
ing rather than upon the way the man was re- 
ceived. And in the judgment formed by them 
after a close examination of his work, 
in the medium deliberately, and we 
doubt not wisely, chosen for his introduction 
here, he will be set down as a player of fine 
presence, richly endowed by nature as to person 
and voice, who has thoroughly mastered his 
art in a technical sense, and has acquired 
an original and pleasing manner of apply- 
ing its principles; an actor of authority, 
graceful, picturesque, careful in all things, but 
not a great actor, with uncommon power to 
simulate intense emotion, to move an au- 
flience to tears or to excite strong feelings 
pf horror or pity. Mr. Barrett is a man 
of medium height, with a finely molded 
head, a muscular neck, broad shoulders, 
and well formed limbs. In every motion 
on the stage he isa picture of grace. His at- 
titudes and postures, into which he seems to fall 
naturally, invariably please the eye. His voice, 
though its range is not extraordinary, is rich, 
and his reading of verse is pure, unaffected, and 
musical, the enunciation of every word being 
distinct, while his inflections are true, and 
he appreciates the exact value of a pause, 
not as a bit of theatric humbug, but as 
a legitimate means of enforcing the meaning of 
apassage. Inthe matter of clear and natural 
elocution Mr. Barrett resegs A approaches the 
late E. L. Davenport, one of the best readers of 
his day, and he is not very far behind Edwin 
Booth, so far as can be judged by his delivery of 
the text of * Claudian,” which, it may be in- 
ferred, is not quite as pregnant with subtle 
thought as the verse of Shakespeare. 

The portrayal of Claudian by Mr. Barrett, it 
will be understood, isa piece of acting worthy 
of high praise. Though scarcely sustained with 
even power in all the scenes it is, as a-whole, 
symmetrical and impressive. Not a shade 
of meaning is overlooked, and though _ his 
powers may not be adequate to produce 
effects that might be produced in some of the 
stronger scenes, he aptly suggests the depth of 
feeling he does nct exactiy simulate, and seems 
for the moment to rise to the situation which he 
really sinks to his own artisticlevel. Thisis 
not an unusual device with actors, butit requires 
an actor of extraordinary accomplishments to 
use it successfully. 

Of the play, “Claudian,” a romantic drama, 
in a prologue and three acts, planned by Mr. 
Henry Herman, at the time in the employ of 
Mr. Barrett, and written by Mr. W. 
Wills, we have already written in 
column, to the extent of briefly sketching 
its plot and main incidents. The scene 
opens in Byzantium in the year 362. Claudian, 
a young yeeme noble—rich, handsome, and un- 
principled—passing a slave auction, beholds 
exposed to view the beautiful Serena. Theorus, 
a young —— has wedded her, and is 
rejoiced at the opportunity, afforded by 
the death of her master, to purchase her. Clau- 
dian, In sheer recklessness, outbids thé husband, 
and a riot ensues among the populace. The 
poor slave flies for shelter to the sanctuary 
of a Christian hermit, the Holy Clement, 
whither Claudian pursues her, taunts the hermit 
and then stabs him, and covers the face of the 
outraged woman with unholy kisses. The her- 
mit, in his dying agony, lanches a dread- 
ful curse upon the head of the libertine, 
condemning him to unending life and 
youth, while all who love him _ are 
tobe miserable and all whom he befriends to 
come to grief. Shuddering under the influence 
of the awful words, Claudian offers his newly 
purchased slave her freedom and a fortune when 
she falls dead at his feet. For a hundred years 
he wanders on the earth, still young and 
handsome, and sorrow follows in his path. At 
length in Bythnia he meets a young girl, a 
farmer’s daughter, whose lover, a young black- 
smith, is persecuted by a tyrannical tetrarch. 
He obtains the man’s freedom, but the 
surse is asatill operative. The girl trans- 
fers her love to Claudian, and is 
stricken blind. Claudian, for her sake, fights 
against the passion growing within his breast, 
but at length it overcomes. him, and 
he gives voice to his love, when 
an earthquake ends the palace in 
which they stand, and the city about it, and 
in the ruins Claudian stands, bopeless, un- 
hurt. But the curse was to end when 
‘the vaulted rocks should split,” and the 
time has come. Out of the ruin of 
the fallen city the blind girl, Almida, and her 
honest lover, Agazil, have escaped with their 
lives. The spirit of the Holy Clement appears 
to Claudian and offers him a choice of life 
with Almida, and misery for her, or death. 
After a struggle Claudian resolves to die, 
Almida’s sight returns, and she and 
Agazil clasp hauds over the dead body 
of the wanderer. <A detailed examination 
of Mr. Barrett’s acting in this interesting 
character cannot ‘be entered into Fto-day. His 
passumption of haughtiness and selfish, care- 
less passion in the first tableau was ad- 
mirable, and the quaking fear with which 
the curse of the hermit was received 
was excellently simulated. The air of melan- 
choly was consistentiy carried in the later 
scenes, but Mr. Barrett seems to us to be a vigor- 
pus rather than a poetic actor, a man of 
action rather than imagination. The death 
scene was cffective in_a pictorial sense, but 
scarcely pathetic. Miss Eastlake, who is a grace- 
ful, sweet voiced woman, withastrong and inter- 
esting face, bore the part of Almida with force, 
athos, and picturesqueness. She is, undoubted- 
y, at artist capable of fine work, and should be 
an interesting Ophelia. The play was elabo- 
rately aud tastefully set, the coloring 
harmonious, and the grouping artistic. The 
earthquake wasa triumph of scenic realism. 
But of this part of the performance we have no 
time to speak at length. The acting of the 
subordinate parts was smooth and respectable, 
never very remarkable and never very poor, ex- 
ceptin the case of Mr. Hudson, the villainous 
Tetrarch, who was hissed once and deserved to 
be hissed oftener. 


MR. HARRIGAN’S NEW PIECE. 

The people of New-York have a warm 
place in their hearts for Edward Harrigan, and 
whenever he produces a new play they crowd 
his theatre to see what new combinations he has 
made of the heterogeneous materials that breezes 
from all points of the compass waft together in 
this most cosmopolitan of cities. Mr. Harrigan 
isa manof unquestioned ability. He is some- 
thing of a poet, a great deal of a philos- 
ppher, @ keen student of human nature, 
an apt adapter to the uses of the stage 
of all that is most common in every-day city life, 
and, therefore, most likely to be overlooked by 
those who aim at greater things, and an actor 
gifted with a genuine fund of humor and a mar- 
velous walk. In some measure Mr. Harrigan is 
the Dickens of New-York, putting into his 
dramas in the nudity and uncouthness of their 


reality such characters as the master of fic- 
tion would have girt round with finer feel- 
ing and a more ideal treatment. It has 
been the very bareness of the realism 
in Mr. Harrigan’s work that has driven it home 
a hearts of all classes of New-Yorkers; for

it had been more ideal it would not have 
hed the great soul of the unkempt populace 
whom it is now dramatic meat and drink, 
while its reality makes 1 none the less palatable 
to the cultured. Therefore, all classes of 
eople gathered at Mr. Harrigan’s Park 
heatre last evening to welcome his latest 
play, “The O’Reagans.” There were receptions 
of the loudest and longest kind for Mr. Harri- 
gan and his chief partners in the labor of pre- 
senting the play, and an eager readiness to show 
appreciation of all that was bright and enjoyable 
inthe drama. The new play, however, is not up 
to the customary level of the author’s work. Its 
great fault is olsen of plot. There ig very little 
story on which to hinge the three acts and there 
is @ great deal too much talk.

rapidly. It is only truth, however, to say that 
Mr. Harrigan’s work did not have its wontea 
effect last evening, and there were periods dur- 
ing the proceedings when many persons yawned. 
Mr. Braham has composed five new songs for the 
play, of which only two are worthy of praise. 
These are the ‘U.S. Black Marines” and “ The 
Trumpet in the Cornfield Blows.” The latter 
is a gem in its way, and ends with a 
dance, which is instrumented very effectively. 
Mr. Harrigan’s réle in the drama is that 
of the customary good-natured Irishman, who 
fights and makes love with equal readiness and 
Mr. Harrigan acted it with 
his usual skill. The best part in the play 
is Silas Cohog, and in it John Wild scored 
an emphatic success. He was ably seconded 
by Dan Collyer as Lulu Cohog. Mrs. Yeamans 
played a boarding house keeper with plenty of 
humor, and, with Miss Emily Yeamans, gave a de- 
lightful Chinese sketch in the second act. Mr. 
Bradley, Mr. Fisher, Mr. Sparks, Mr. West, and 
Miss Lee all acted effectively, and the remaining 
members of the company did their work with 
that whole-souled energy which characterizes all 
performances at Mr. Harrigan’s theatre.

FOURTEENTH-STREET THEATRE. 

Mrs. Bowers was seen at the Fourteenth- 
Street Theatre last evening in the late John 
Broughawm’s adaptation of ‘Lady Audley’s Se- 
cret.” The play summarizes quite successfully 
the leading incidents of the once popular story, 
and although, looking at the work from the 
standpoint of a somewhat more exacting period, 
it is to be wished that the veteran dramatist 
had taken a little more pains with his dia- 
logue, there is no disputing the theatrical 
effectiveness of his piece. “Lady Audley’s 
Secret” is not a drama that can be acted in 
the colloquial fashion affected by latter-day 
comedians. The atmosphere of crime and 
secrecy that overhangs the narrative requires 
a performance strong and vivid almost to exag- 


geration, and the spectator that can accept as 
real the highly improbable incidents of the 
play is not likely to complain of the 
melodramatic tinge habitually attaching to its 
representation. Mrs. Bowers, who personated 
Lady Audley in yesterday’s performance, gave 
special prominence to the emotional side of the 
character. The long years of service of the 
actress have told so little upon her appearance 
that passages of the piece in which 
emphasis was laid upon her physical 
loveliness passed unchallenged, and if 
some of the  heroine’s’ girlish gayety 
impressed one at times as rather hollower and 
more forced than the situation even warranted, 
the woman’s mental agony was depicted with 
power and perfect technical skill, and her fitful 
defiance of her enemy expressed with almost 
tragic intensity and vigor. The representation 
of ‘“‘Lady <Audley’s Secret” as a whole 
was commendable. The tranquil significance 
of Mr. Joseph Wheelock’s methods was well 
suited generally to Robert Audley’s speeches, 
and inthe highly dramatic scenes Mr. Lynch’s 
Talboys was more forceful than the actor's 
earliest remarks would have led the listener to 
anticipate. A large and fashionable audience 
witnessed the play and applauded the players.

AN INSULT TO THE FLAG. 

HA.irax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 11.—An inci- 
dent occurred at Shelburne to-day that threatens 
to give rise to more serious complications than 
those which have occurred since the abrogation 
of the treaty. The schooner Marion Grimes, 
seized for violation of the customs last week, 
was flying the Stars and Stripes above the 


broad arrow when Capt. Quigley, of the cruiser 
Terror, came on deck this morning. The Cana- 
dian Captain thought that flying the American 
fiag was a terrible insult for a captured prize to 
offer, and ordered that it be taken down imme- 
diately. The Yankee skipper complied. 
He went on shore directly afterward 
and some friends counseled him to hoist 
his national banner again. He at once returned 
to his vessel. Soon the Star Spangled Banner 
fluttered in the breeze. Capt. Quigley hailed: 
**Have you been released by customs authori- 
ties.” Answer—“* No.” “Then haul down that 
flag.” “I refuse to; I have a right to 
fly it, and will do so.” Capt. Quigley went 
on the deck of the schooner with an armed guard, 
hauled down the American flag, and brought the 
vessel from the stream to the wharf. National 
emblems are serious things to play with, espe- 
cially among men who are not familiar with in- 
ternational etiquette. THE TIMES’s correspondent 
saw American Consul-General Phelan to-night 
and he had then no advices.

THE BULGARIAN ELECTIONS 


A CRUSHING DEFEAT FOR THE 
RUSSIAN PARTY. 

THE MINISTERS WITH 400 FOLLOWERS 
ELECTED — KAULBARS HOOTED — 
ALEXANDER READY TO RETURN. 

Sor1a, Oct. 11.—In the city elections for 
members of the Great Sobranje, to elect a suc- 
cessor to Prince Alexander, all the Government 
candidates have been successful. M. Karavel- 
off, pro-Russian, received only 50 votes out of 
the 1,500 cast in his district. 

All the members of the Ministry have been 
elected by immense majorities. Tho returns 
thus far received show the election of 400 Min- 
isterialists and 21 Zankovists. 

A erowd of fully 5,000 persons met Gen. Kaul- 
bars upon his arrival at Shumla. The spokes- 
men told him that the people had full confidence 
in the Government. Afterward a crowd assem- 
bled near a window where Gen. Kaulbars was 
seated and hooted at him. Twelve Zankovists 
who were going to pay their respects to the Gen- 
eral appealed to officers to disperse'the crowd, 
but they refused to do so. 

The Government attach little importance to 
the action of M. Neklindoff, the Russian agent 
here, in suspending diplomatic relations. 

A Macedonian voivoide who was arrested here 
admitted that he was the leader of a band of 


Macedonians organized in Yeni Zagra and Eski 
Zagra to act against the Government. 

On Saturday a crowd hooted at a number of 
peasants who were assembled in the garden of 
the Russian Consulate. The peasants relied by 
throwing blocksof wood and stones. Thcrowd 
retaliated, whereupon. the Montenegrins and 
cavassesinthe garden of the consulate fired 
upon the mob. Fifteen revolver buliets struck 
the walls of the British and German consulates. 
The peasants subsequently left the consulate. 
They said they did not know for what purpose 
their presence was required, but that they had 
been induced to come to Sotia by six chiefs. Sev- 
eral persons disguised as gendarmes have been 
arrested for denouncing the Government. 

Returns from 80,of the 86 electoral districts 
show that 70 are infavor of the Government. 
Rustchuk oe 1,940 votes for the Governmént 
and 39 for its opponents. 

Macedonian rioters at Dabnitza murdered the 
Government Deputies Zagra and Grancierof and 
Prefect Dimitrof. The elections were abandoned 
in Vratza, Slavene, and Buccino, all of which are 
pro-Russian districts. 

M. Neklindoff has addressed three notes to the 
Government and the foreign Consuls. In the 
first note he says he will resume diplo- 
matic relations with the Government in 
accordance with the instructions of Gen. 
Kaulbars, but condemns the Bulgarian 
circular, which, he says, may lead to a rupture. 
In the second note he says that Russia will de- 
clare the elections illegal and invalid, and in the 
third he officially protests against the attack on 
the Russian agency and the peasants who had 
sought refuge there. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Oct. 11.—All the Govern- 
mc nt candidates have been returned to the So- 
branje, including Stambuioff, Radoslavoff, and 
Stoyanoff. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—A dispatch from Vienna 
says thatat a meeting at Rustchuk to-day M. 
Stojanow read a dispatch from Prince Alexander 
declining the money voted to him by the Sobranje 
and saying that he was prepared to accept the 
throne of Bulgaria if re-elected. 


THE TORY HOME RULE SCHEME. 
WHAT THE LEADING PAPERS SAY—MR. 
* GLADSTONE REJOICED. 

Lonpon, Oct. 11.—The Conservative 
newspapers avoid direct mention of the Daily 
News’s statement that the Government will in- 
troduce a bill giving four Provincial Councils to 
Ireland. The Standard refers to “ big gooseberry 
revelations of important Cabinet secrets before 
the Ministers themselves have arrived at any dc- 
cision.” The Times attributes the Daily News’s 
story to the despair of the Gladstonian and Par- 


nellite parties over the growing power of the 
Government and the Unionist cause and the fail- 
ure ef the rent war through the inclination of 
landlords to offer and tenants to accept reason- 
able remissions. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a letter, in which 
he says that the Liberals have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves on the conversion of the 
Tories and their leaders to the mass of Liberal 
opinions. He hopes that the conversion will be 
durable and effective. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 11.—The Freeman’s Journal 
describes the alleged Tory Home Rule scheme as 
a deliberate plan to split the National League 
organization and minimize the national demand. 

The Irish Times pronounces the stury that the 

resent Government intend to propose a Home 

Rule bill so palpable a canard that it is a wonder 
any journal could have been deceived by it.

WABASH FORECLOSURE.

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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Fire broke out Sunday in the second story 
of Blackwell’s saloon, on Main-street, Spear- 
fish, Dakota, and spread with such rapidity that 
in an hour anda half the entire block was con- 
sumed, entailing a total loss of $70,000.

WAR TAXES IN TIME OF 
: PEACE. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It may perhaps be of some use to the tariff 
reform meeting if I select only a few articles in 
our legal piratical tariff system to show how 
more than war taxes are exacted in time of 
peace. On the 3d of March, 1863, which was 
about as dark a period in the history of this 
country as can well be imagined—when a million 
of men were in the field and United States bonds 
were selling at about 50 cents gold on the dollar 
—well, on that day a tariff act was passed to lay 
upon a whole people war taxes which it was 
fondly hoped were only to be temporary. I give 
here the war duty of 1863 on only 16 articles 
(out of some thousands) and put themin the dead- 
ly parallel line with the peace duties of 22 years 


later. Let the reform meeting and the aspirants 
for Congress judge whether our tariff needs re- 
vision or not.

Of course, I could carry this list up in the same 
degree to some hundreds or even thousands. 
But the above example will suffice, and to show 
how impossible it is for a man who gave 20 years 
of his life to studying and exposing this pirat- 
ical tariff, to know the full force of the great in- 
iquity, the following letter, which I received 
some weeks ago from one who no doubt is a 
practical expert in the woolen trade, will show: 

No. 172 LIVINGSTON-ST., BROOKLYN, Sept. 17, 1886. 
Mr. J. S. Moore: 

Sir: A reader of your article in THE TIMEs of this 
date would like to say afew words in reference to 
the rate of duty on ‘‘manufactures of wool.” Your 
statement that “woolen goods are protected from 
60 to 120 per cent.” is undoubtedly correct as far as 
it goes, but the writer can give you a case in which 
it does not gofar enough. Within a week I have 
handled and estimated prices on a line of goods 
made for men’s wear the duty on which would ex- 
ceed 188 per cent. on the dutiable cost or value; 
viz., On a quantity costing $125 the duty would be: 
Thirty-five per cent. ad valorem on $125 $43 75 
Thirty-five cents per pound on 560 pounds... 192 50 


Total on a cost of $125 $236 25 


Of course the duty is practically prohibitory, and 
I doubt if such fabrics are ever actually imported, 
but the incident will serve to show that 120 is not 
the limit of protection on woolen goods. For fabrics 
classified as ‘‘ manufactures of wool” are made that 
are subject to 188 per cent. duty if brought here. I 
am respectfully yours, CLINTON W. BARLOW.

Of the larger towns of the State Dubuque, 
Clinton, Davenport, Burlington, Keokuk, Ottum- 
wa, Council Bluffs, Lemars, and Sioux City are 
Democratic, while Des Moines, Cedar Rapids, 
Muscatine, Marshalitown, and Waterloo are Re- 
mblican. Without the present registry law the 

Jemocrats would reap some advantage this year 
from these towns, but prudent observers think 
the percentage of failure to register in these 
places willinure to Republican advantage. In 
the other towns where the law is to be in force 
the majorities favor the Republicans, and by 
parity of reasoning these will show Republican 
losses. The balance sheet on all the towns will 
therefore favor the Republican State ticket. 

While the above may seem to be needlessly 
elaborated, yet a truthful chronicler must take 
it into account, for the drift of Iowa politics is 
toward the Democratic Party, and the time may 
have actually arrived when a handful of votes 
shall decide Iowa to be aclosely Democratic 
State. The migration of young farmers to Da- 
kota, Nebraska, and the mining Territories ac- 
counts for a share of the Republican losses. The 
German Republican vote was sacrificed in 1882 
to humor the temperance people, and slight 
losses among the Scandinavians set in two 
years ago mainly on thisaccount. The agitation 
of the tariff qnestion has alienated a vote here 
and there, ard the high-handed course of a co- 
terie of politicians in this city, variously nick- 
named “the regency” and the ‘intimidation 
bureau,” while not directly driving off voters, 
has shaken the party discipline badly, and this 
year whatis sound Republicanism in one corner 
of lowa may be rank heresy in another.

registry law, the failure to pass the Cassatt 
Coal Sereen bill, and the successive rigid pro- 
hibitory laws. The latter would have lost most 
of its charm as a party shibboleth but for the 
fact that the last Legislature passed a law giv- 
ing drug stores an exclusive monopoly of the 
liquor trade without exacting any license, direct 
or indirect. While in nearly ali the cities the 
saloons have been closed by injunctions, no 
thirsty wanderer need find this a barren land, 
for he will discover the ‘lone rock” at some 
yharmacy, where cupidity overmasters business 
Somme. And the sad fact cannot be denied 
or explained away that about as much 
spirits as ever is retailed in prohibi- 
tion Iowa, and at lower prices for filling 
bottles than the saloons used to charge. Hence 
the prohibition question is still an issue. The 
Coal Screen billis ignored by the Republicans 
and pressed hotly by the Democrats. The failure 
of the last Legislature to pass this measure will 
cost the Republicans some votes next month, 
though not tothe extent that Democrats hope, 
since a large part of the miners are now colored 
men and still loyal to the party. 

The State debt, although still small, is another 
bone of contention. This will probably cut no 
figure in the vote except as it may add to the de- 
pressing effect ageinst Republicans. To sum up, 
therefore, the registry law is proving to be the 
only reliable “‘anchor to windward” for the 
Iowa Republicans this trip, and hence the State 
ticket may be expected to carry about Gov. Lar- 
rabee’s majority of last Fall, which was nervous- 
ly narrow. Were it not for the registry your cor- 
respondent, who has studied over a score of Iowa 
campaigns, fully believes a part of the Demo- 
cratic ticket, notably Col. Mackey, for Attorney- 
General, would be elected. 

A feature of some of the late campaigns is per- 
haps ofinterest. Forthe past 15 years strong 
men have been dropping out of the Republican 
ranks, and have been called to leadership against 
former comrades. Of national note may 
mentioned Gen. Weaver and Judge Kinne. Oth-

Court—Prof. J. W. Wolf, of Van Buren County. 

In the First District ex-Gov. Gear is contest- 
ing for Congressman Hall’s seat, and a clean, 
dignified campaign isin progress. The chances 
at present favor Mr. Hall, who will probably be 
elected by a small majority. But Gear is a 
bard worker, and will no doubt crowd Mr. Hall 
so hard as to win the seat two years hence on 
the Presidential full vote. 

A triangular contest is in aa eg in the 
Second, which is ‘‘ Hennepin” Murphy’s district. 
Early in the Summer the Prohibition Republic- 
ans, knowing that Judge Hayes, who is about as 
rabid on the saloon side as they are for prohibi- 
tion, would be nominated by the Democrats, de- 
vised away to *“‘getthe coon” by packing the 
convention for Mr. O’Meara, who had been nomi- 
nated by the Knights of Labor. The programme 
* worked well till the convention met. Then a 
bolt oecurred, the revolting delegates nominat- 
ing ex-Gov. Kirkwood, who promptly accepted. 
There can be no doubt of Hayes’s election, but 
the old man is making a most magnetic canvass 
and holding the party organization in splendid 
discipline. Gossip runs that * Pap” Kirkwood 
intends to take Senator Wilson’s seat in 1888, 
and if this is what the old thap wants he will 
give Mr. Wilson a world of trouble. 

The Third is tirmly held by Col. Henderson, 
his opponent being Assemblyman Chamberlain, 
a popular merchant of Independence, in place of 
ex-Congressman Cook, declined.

The chief interest of the campaign centres in 
the Eighth, where Major Anderson, the inde- 
pendent candidate, backed by a Fusion indorse- 
ment, is at it, hammer and tongs, with Col. Hep- 
burn. A joint debate is being held in each 
county, the chief issue being the transportation 
question, Anderson advocating the Reagan bill 
and Hepburn the Cullom measure. Anderson is 
better informed on railway questions, 
while Hepburn has the advantage in a 
jiarger knowledge of the tariff issue, 
which is also being discussed. Anderson 
is in some respects a moro captivating 
Speaker, but Hepburn’s’ training in Congress 
again equalizes matters. The meetings are 
thronged, and the reports to the papers here in- 
dicaté that both are utterly annihilated at each 
meeting.

‘The crew who embarked in the boat had a hard 
time. They were afloat 52 days, and from Aug. 
23 to Sept. 1 they had only a biscuit and a pint 
of water each per day. They sighted land twice, 
but at the first land, Necker Island, they were 
unable to get ashore; at Bird Island they saw 
no signs of water, and after pulling completely 
around the island they kept off. They then steered 
for the Island of Kanai and reached Kalihiwai, 18 
miles from Henelei, on the 12th of September. 
The natives helped the sailors ashore. There Mr. 
srocured a whaleboat 
and went to Henelei, and the steamer James 
Makee at once wentto therescue. The seamen 
had traveled over 1,200 miles in an open boat. 
Occasionally they caught a booby and had a lit- 
tle soup, butforsome time they had no meat. 
The crew of the lifeboat were taken to Honolulu, 
where they were cared for. 

On the 14th ‘of September the steamer Waia- 
leale sailed from Honolulu for Ocean Island. 
Supplies were put on board by representatives 
of the Hawaiian and British Governments, be- 
sides which a large quantity of provisions were 
taken by the Interisland Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, Whoown thevessel. Sufficient provisions 
were put aboard for a six months’ cruise, and 
four live sheep were taken by the Interisland 
Company for the shipwrecked sailors. Profiting 
by the occasion, the Hawaiian Government de- 
termined to send materials and have a life pro- 
tecting station erected on the island for the ben- 
etit of those who may hereafter be wrecked there. 
The building is arranged with gutters to catch 
rain and tanks to hold fresh water. It was also 
arranged to leave 1,000 gallons of fresh water in 
the tanks from the Waialeale. 

Besides the house the Hawaiian Government 
sent a lot of cocoanut trees, which will be plant- 
en, also a quantity of algeroba seeds, which will 
be sown on the island in the vicinity of the sta- 
tion, so as to insure both shade and cocoanut 
milk for the future use of shipwrecked mariners. 
Medical stores were also sent under charge of 
Dr. 8. E. Craddock, by direction of the Board of 
Health. The departure of the steamer excited 
great interest as she went out on her relief expe- 
dition. The King visited her, and about all 
other persons of prominence at Honolulu. Mr. 
Norman, the first mate of the Dunnottar Castle, 
went out on the relief expedition. Dr. Craddock 
went out as physician, representing the Boara 
of Health; Mr. Baird, as British Consular agent; 
Col. James Boyd, as agent of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment, and Strong, the artist, to make sketches 
of the island and wreck. No others except 
officials and persons engaged for special service 
were permitted to take passage. The vessel was 
chartered by Major J. H. Wodehouse, Her 
— Majesty’s Commissioner, for the expe- 
dition. 

There have been wrecks previously on Ocean 
Island. The United States steamer Saginaw was 
lost there on the morning of Oct. 29, 1870, while 
on her way from Midway Island to San Fran- 
cisco. Her crew remained there until Jan. 3, 
1871, when they were rescued, in a half starved 
condition, by the steamer Kilauea, which was 
sent out by the Hawaiian Government. The 
Gledstanes was wrecked there in 1837 and the 
American ship Parker in 1843,

AN IMBECILE’S HORRIBLE DEATH.

EYES TOWARD MONTREAL| 


&UMORED FLIGHT OF EX-AL- 
DERMAN SAYLES. 
CIRCUMSTANCES FAVORING THE BELIEF 
THAT HE IS NOW WITH THE OTH- 

ER REFUGEES IN CANADA. 


There was something akin to excitement 

in boodledom yesterday when investigation 
seemed to bear out the truth of arumor that 
ex-Alderman Henry L. Sayles, whose trial was set 
down for Oct. 18, had fled to Montreal. He was 
sought at his home in West Forty-second-street 
and at his place of businessin Jefferson Market, 
but no positive information concerning his where- 
abouts could be obtained. His brother Solomon, 
familiarly known in public resorts as ‘‘ Sol,” was 
also missing from his home and butcher’s shop, 
When the ex-Alderman was arrested in April‘‘Sol” 
gave bailfor him in $25,000. Throughout this 
vity, wherever attention was given to the rumor, 
it was believed that the ex-Alderman had fied, 
and those who doubted the truth of the story 
said he would be a foolish man indeed if he had 
a chance to escape and did not take advantage 
of his opportunity. Everybody agreed that he 
wotld be convivted and sent to State prison if 
he stood trial. 

Inquiries at the District Attorney’s office 
failed to show that Mr. Martine or any of his as- 
sistants were unduly excited over the story of 
the ex-Alderman’s departure. Mr. Martine said 
that he had no information that the alleged 


boodle man had fled. He thought it quite likely 
that Sayles was on his farm at Lakewood, N. J. 
Assistant District Attorney Nicoll said no spe- 
cial efforts were made to keep acquainted with 
the movements of the indicted Aldermen. They 
were ali under bail, and if any one of them 
should “jump nis bail” the City Treasury would 
be $25,000 better off. Neither Mr. Martine nor 
Mr. Nicoll would admit that they believed that 
Sayles had escaped beyond the jurisdiction of 
the United States, but persons who talked with 
those officials were impressed with the idea that 
they did not expect ever to try Sayles. There 
Was a great deal of the old-time boodle mystery 
around the District Attorney’s office, and the 
rumor committee was unanimously of the opin- 
ion that Mr. Martine and Mr. Nicoll were per- 
tectly satisfied that Sayles had made his escape. 
Reporters who called at Sayles’s residence were 
told that he was not at home, and no further in- 
formation was vouchsafed. He has a stand in 
Jefferson Market, and it was said there that 
Sayles had been at work early in the morning. 
Neighboring standkeepers had no hesitation in 
saying that they had not seen Sayles since last 
Thursday morning; that was the time when he 
went from the market to the Court of General 
Sessions, where his case is set down for tria! next 
Monday. 

It was said outside of the market that Sayles 
started for Canada last Thursday evening. He 
had become impressed by what he saw and heard 
in the court room that morning that a deter- 
mined effort was to be made to send him to Sing 
Sing Prison, and he concluded that a residence 
in Montreal at this season of the year would be 
preferable to one in this city. On Friday morn- 
ing John C€. Shields,aclerk in the employ of 
“Sol” Sayles, left this city after saying to his 
fellow-clerks that he intended to go to Buffalo. 








Atelegram was received from him dated at 
Buffalo asking that any communications 
for him should be sent to Niagara Falls. 
The impression prevailed in the neighbor- 
hood of Jefferson Market that Shields went 


to Canada to meet and console ex- 
Alderman Sayles. Lawyer Richard 8. Newcombe 
said yesterday that he scarcely believed the 
story of Seyles’s flight. If Sayles had gone to 
Canada he went there to consult with the Alder- 
manic refugees and would return in time to be 
tried. Inspector Byrnes said that he did not 
take much stock in the rumor, but added that it 
was not at all improbable or impossible that 
Sayles had hurried away to Montreal. It was 
reported by a friend of the Sayles family that a 
telegram had been received from the ex-Alder- 
man to the effect that he was safein Montreal 
and that Sol was with him. A rumor that Sol 
had transferred his property in order to avoid 
paying the $25,000 which he would be 
called upon to pay into the City Treasury 
in the event of the ex-Alderman’s flight, was 
promptly knocked in the head at the Register’s 
otfice, where it was shown that no such transfer 
had been recorded. It is thought to be quite 
probable that Sayles was advised to fly by per- 
sons who had good reason to believe that the 
District Attorney is in possession of information 
that will certainly convict him before any jury. 
Those who are in positions to know whereof they 
speak say that Mr. Martine has all the facts con- 
cerning the bribing of the Aldermen, and will be 
able to prove the amount paid to each one, the 
time it was paid, and where it was paid. These 
facts are not to be proved by Waite, although he 
will likely have something to say on the trial of 
each Alderman. 

The District Attorney is contemplating the 
liberation of Waite, believing that he is now ina 
position to convict all of the Aldermen without 
Waite’s testimony. Waite was brought down 
from the House of Detention to the District 
Attorney’s office yesterday morning, and there 
had a long consultation with Mr. Martine and 
Mr. Nicoil. Atthe close of the talk Waite was 
returned to the House of Detention. Assistant 
District Attorney Davis was a very busy man 
before the Grand Jury, and it was said that he 


expects to draw some indictments against 
bribe givers before the close of the 
week. Charles P. Bacon, formerly the 
law partner of Gov. Hill, had a private 


interview with Mr. Nicoll, and the rumor spread 
that Mr. Bacon appeared in behalf of Jacob 


Sharp, offering to turn Sharp over to the Dis- 
trict Attorney as a witness for the people. Mr. 
Nicoll said that the rumor was “sheer non- 


sense.” The story that ex-Aldermen Michael 
Dutfy and Ludolph A. Fullgraff are to be wit- 
nesses for the people against the other indicted 
boodle men was said by Mr. Martine to be “ pos- 
itively untrue.” The District Attorney said that 
Jaehne had not been approached upon the sub- 
ject of testifying in behalf of the people, but it 
was barely possible that Jaehne might be used as 
a witness. 

Lawyer Newcombe said last night in the Hoff- 
man House that a gentleman had informed him 
that he had positive information that Sayles was 
in Canada. 

* Don’t you know whether Sayles is there or 
not?” asked a reporter of THE TIMES. 

‘*T do not,” answered the lawyer. 

** What do you think about it?” 

**T don’t know what te think about it.” 

‘When did you last see Sayles?” 

“ On Thursday.” 

The reporter said that he, too, had heard from 
a “ tera reliable source” that Sayles is in Mon- 
treal, 

‘Well, allI can say about itis that Iam very 
sorry,” said the lawyer, “and I might add that if 
any of my other Aldermanic clients are contem- 
plating flight 1 hope that they will secure the 
services of some other lawyer at once.” 

‘“‘Ti seems to be the general impression,” re- 
marked the reporter, “ that it is a good thing for 
such Aldermen to run away.” 

“Yes,” replied the lawyer, “it may be a good 
thing for them, but not for me.” 

It was said during the afternoon that a tele- 
gram had been received by Charles A. Osmun, 
druggist, of No. 13 Seventh-avenue, for Solomon 
Sayles from the missing ex-Alderman, who was 
in Montreal. Mr. Osmun last evening de- 
nied that any such telegram had_ been 
received by him. At alate hour last night the 
ex-Alderman was still missing. Some of his 
friends, who were seen in the neighborhood of 
Jefferson Market, were of the belief that he 
was at Lakewood, N. J.

SUING FOR A LICENSE. 

Justice Donohue, in Supreme Court, yes- 
terday issued an order directing the Excise Com- 
missioners to show cause to-morrow why their 
action in refusing to issue a license to Jo- 


seph P. Hamblen to keep a barroom in the res- 
taurant at the American Institute building 
should not be reviewed anda peremptory man- 
damus be issued commanding them to issue a 
license. This order was issued on application of 
Mr. Hamblen, who for seven years has run a 
bar there during the exhibition. On Sept. 17 he 
applied for a license as usual, and several days 
luier he was informed that none would be given 
him on the ground thatit would conflict with the 
law forbidding thesale of wines and liquorsin the 
nuditorium or lobbies of any place of exhibition 
or performance.

SEEKING TARIFF REFORM. 

John B. Sargent, one of the largest manu- 
facturers of builders’ hardware in the United 
States, will presiae at the meeting of merchants 
and manufacturers who are agitating for tariff

ACTIVE PREPARATIONS FOR THE CER- 
EMONIES ON BEDLOE’S ISLAND. 


Gen. Charles P. Stone, the chief engineer 
in charge of the construction of the statue of 
Liberty pedestal, has been chosen by Major- 
Gen. Scnofield, who will represent the President 
of the United States at the ceremonies on Oct. 
28, to. act as Grand Marshal of the military and 
civic parade. Gen. Stone yesterday issued a 
general order for the direction of the bodies who 
may desire to participate. All organizations de- 
siring to take partin the parade are invited to 
apply without delay tothe American commit- 


tee, at No, 33 Mercer-street, this city, or to Gen. 

Stone himself, athis office in the Washington 

Builling, No. 1 Broadway, for space in the col- 

umns, stating distinctly the name and location 

of the organization, its nature, whether na- 

tional, State, municipal, military, civic, 

religious, Masonic, &c., also stating the 

number of men the organization expects 

to turn out. Applications should be made 

as early as possible, so that proper space 

in the columns may be assigned to each corps 

and the appropriate number of marshals and 
aides selected to insure order and convenience in 
the formations and movements. It is desired 
that each State and Territory of the United 
States be represented in the columns of this in- 
ternational parade. Military and civie organiza- 
tions of other nations, and especially of Canada, 

Mexico, British Columbia, and the West Indies,are 
invited to au honorable position in the columns. 

The following staff of aides have been appointed 
by the Grand Marshal: Assistant Grand Mar-° 
shal, Major-Gen. Martin T. McMahon, of «the 
United States Volunteers; aides-de-camp, Capt. 

Hugh G. Brown, Twelfth United States Infautry, 
and Lieut. Edward T. Brown, Fifth United 
States Artillery. 

As there was some talk about a possible delay 
in the ‘furnishing of the electrical apparatus 
necessary for the lighting of the torch of Liberty 
on the evening of the day when the ceremonies 
will take place, Gen. Stone was asked about the 
matter. He said that Lieut. Willis, of the En- 
gineer Corps, was peorerne the necessary steam 
power, and that the electrical apparatus will be 
finished and thoroughly tested on Monday next. 
The apparatus will be conveyed to Bedloe’s 
Island by Oct. 20, and there will thus be a full 
week in which to prepare the mechanism for the 
first exhibition. Itis not thought probable that 
the apparatus will failon the first lighting, as 
it has already been subjected to thorough tests 
in the shops, and there will be plenty of time to 
putit in working order. The first Ulumination 
will be at the moment of the grand salute, which 
will be tired at the conclusion of the inauguration 
ceremonies. 

The Live Oak Association, which is composed 
of members of Engine Company No. 44 of the 
Volunteer Fire Department, will take part in 
the parade in honor of the unveiling of the 
Bartholdi Statue of Liberty on Oct. 28. Nearly 
200 of the members will turn out in the old- 
time firemen’s uniform and will draw their 
double-deck hand engine. They have engaged a 
band for the occasion. A number of old fire en- 
gineers will accompany the association as 
special guests. 

A cable dispatch received from Paris last night 
said: ‘“ In response to an invitation from Amer- 
ica a syndicate of.the Paris press has appointed 
Charles Bigot to represent the press at the dedi- 
cation of Bartholdi’s Statue of Liberty. Thecity 
of Paris will be represented by M. Deschamps, 
Vice-President of the Municipal Council.” 











MME. VALDA TALKS. 





-SHE WILL REMAIN ONLY ON CONDITION 


THAT FORTUNE SMILES. 

Mme. Julia Valda, the leading soprano of 
Signor Angelo’s new Italian opera company, ar- 
rived yesterday by the steamer Arizona, and 
went at once to apartments which had been se- 
cured for her at the Victoria Hotel. Mme. Valda 
came over earlier in the seasom by the Umbria, 
but returned on the same steamer. She came 
then to make arrangements for the season now 
about to begin. 

“JT did not stay very long,” she said yesterday, 
“because I came on business and could not delay 
here after completing it. Icame just after the 
close of my London season, and have since been 
at my husband’s home in Scotland. I have come 
this time to stay—thatis,if we make a success. 


If our company fails I shall take the next 
steamship home. I shall not travel under those 
circumstances, I assure you. This is the third 
time I have been home to America—for, you 
know, l am a Bostonian—in 10 years. We hada 
very rough passage, though the last four days 
were pleasant enough. It was amusing yester- 
day to see the gentlemen sprucing up in the ex- 
—- of landing. We arrived off the Hook 
ast night about 11 o’clock, anchored. and went 


to bed. It was a delightful night, only 
rather hot. I don’t know that there 
is anything new to savy to you in 


regard to my venture. THE TIMES has 
already given full information about our plans. 
The pilot brought me a copy when he came 
aboard day before yesterday. We are going to 
try to give a good general performance, with no 
oue overshadowing star. Wehad great success 
in London, though the venture was then quite 
new, and we did not go quite so far in the way of 
scenery and costumes as we shall here. We had 
all good voices, and so we have now. I think 
you will like all our singers. The new tenor, 
Salto, and the baritone, Lalloni, ought to be 
well received. The other singers are also all 
persons of excellent professional standing in 
Italy, where there are hundreds of good singers 
whose names have never been heardin America. 
We are not going to give any new operas, but we 
shall produce some that are so old that they 
will be as good as new. I think that there must 
be enough lovers of Italian opera in New-York 
to come and hear us at the moderate prices 
which we ask, don’t you ?’ 

Mme. Valda is a handsome woman, with a mo- 
bile countenance, large, expressive eyes, and 
charming vivacity of manner. She did not ap- 
pear to be at all fatigued from her voyage, 
though she complained that the tossing of the 
vessel had given her a headache. She denied 
that she had been seasick, declaring that she 
was a good sailor. She said she was always 
ready for dinner, and admitted with delightrul 
frankness that at the table she was usually 
thirsty as well as hungry. Notwithstanding 
this, Mme. Valda has not fallen a prey to that 
prevailing evil of the operatic stage—embonpoint. 
She is awoman of fine but not too much pres- 
ence, and in the glare of the footlights should be 
pleasant to look upon. She will be heard first 
on Wednesday evening of next week, when she 
will sing in Verdi’s ** Luisa Miller.”

THE TITLE DEFECTIVE. 

News was received in this city yesterday 
that the erection of the proposed Catholic Uni- 
versity under the terms of Miss Caldwell’s be- 
quest might be delayed by the discovery just 
made of a flaw in the title of the Washington 


property purchased asa site for the structure. 
Eugene Kelly manages the finances of the cor- 
poration and is the lay Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees.

It was almost cer- 
tain that the present site would not be used, as 
there were plenty of others available in and 
around Washington of equal advantages and 
with perfect titles. As good sites were easily 
obtainable, and $500,000 was already guaran- 
teed, building operations would not be delayed 
by the present incident, but would begin in the 
Spring of 1887, according to programme.

GOING INTO THE OONDUITS. 


ROOM ASKED FOR FIRE AND TELEPHONE 
WIRES—FUTURE WORK. 

The Subway Commissioners begin to be- 
lieve that they foresee harmonious relations 
with the electrical companies. President R. P. 
Flower said yesterday that Superintendent 
Smith had applied for room for the fire alarm 
wires, and the Metropolitan Telephone Com- 
pany has completed a satisfactory negotiation, 
so that both of these systems of wires will be 
put in the Dorsett section next week. Mr. 
Flower called attention to the fact that the 


telephone wires will occupy ten times the space 
required by the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, and by securing the telephone wires he 
thought he had made very substantial progress. 

At the completion of the first section a test 
case will be made, and all the poles on Sixth- 
avenue above Twenty-fourtb-street will be or- 
dered down. It is expectedthat the Western 
Union Company will make no opposition, as it is 
said that Judge Dillon, one of their counsel, has 
submitted an opinion that it would be useless to 
attack the constitutionality of the bill creating 
the commission, as any possible errors would be 
at once rectified by the incoming Legislature. 
If, however, opposition was made, the case 
would go_ at once to the courts, but the 
Western Union Company could carry it 
by slow stages up. to the Supreme 
Court, ana years might elapse before 
a final decision could be given. This state of 
affairs would probably put a stop to conduit 
building for “Some time. But the Commission- 
ers, through Engineer Kearney, have made an 
offer to the Western Union Company to lay for 
its use the style of conduit it prefers, but no 
preference has been expressed. In case any 
comey is disposed to object to the material 
employed Mr. Flower offers the following test: 
Any telegraph company may lay a half mile of 
naked wire in the present conduit, and test its 
insulating qualities. It 1s guaranteed that this 
severe test will be successful. Wires were run 
through all the ducts from Twenty-fourth to 
Fortieth street yesterday and no obstruction 
was found. No electric test, however, was made. 

The Commissioners assert that their chief con- 
cern bas been to complete a conduit from Cen- 
tral Park to the Battery before the cold weather 
sets in, and they say that the delay has not been 
their fault. None of the big transmitting com- 
panies have tried to assist them by submitting 
plans or examining those proposed, and the big 
talk, they say, of rival companies holding alleged 
patents has simply been a game of bluff. ‘The 
Averell Company,” said Mr. Flower, ‘has been 
urged to put down a mile and a half of their 
system, but they have neither submitted 
prices for their work, nor have they even given 
the 30-foot exhibition requested by Engineer 
Thomson.” No company is actually ready to 
hegin to-day. Engineer. Thomson and Agent 
Bradbury, of the Neufchftel Company, had a 
long meeting yesterday to try to arrange some 
means to go ahead with the second section, but 
Mr. Bradbury stated at the end of the meeting 
that nothing could be settled. Within the next 
three weeks the Dorsett section will be finished. 

The section from Cortlandt-street to the Bat- 
tery, which is to be a tunnel, will be built under 
Broad and Nassau streets to Maiden-lane, and 








through that street and _ Cortlandt-street 
to New Church-street, where the new 
central office of the Metropolitam Tele- 


phone Company will be situated- This tunnel 
ean be builtin cold weather, but there is little 
prospect of effecting a connection with Twenty- 
fourth-street and Sixth-avenuc.

JUDGE DANIELS’S CAMPAIGN. 





CONFIDENCE RAPIDLY GROWING AT RE- 
PUBLICAN HEADQUARTERS. 

The work at the headquarters of the Re- 
publican State Committee is cheered daily by re- 
ports from all over the State indicating an ex- 
ecllent prospect for Judge Daniels’s election to 
the Court of Appeals. Although every one 


at headquarters declares that the cam-»s 
paign is not likely to open at present, and that 

at best it will be quiet and uneventful, con- 

fidence of success is to be observed in the cor- 

respondence, conversation, and behavior of the 

working force. The Executive Committee will 

to-day hold its first meeting to map outcampaign 

work, so far as may be now practicable. 

There is no prospect that the address will 
then be issued, unless the committee to which 
that matter was referred shall take a sudden no- 
tion to work upon the document this morning. 
That is not expected. Whenever the address 
may appear it will be in its nature general, 
Work in Judge Daniels’s. behalf will be based 
upon the man’s own career. 

So much favor does the nomination find among 
lawyers that there is talk of some proper action 
on the part of the Bar Association. It may take 
the form of a testimonial or of a recommenda- 
tion, or it may become merely the action of mem- 
bers of the association gathered together for that 
purpose. Proprieties will, of course, need to be 
observed, and there may be objection to commit- 
ting the Bar Association to the support of the 
candidate of a political party. A good many 
lawyers think, however, that the association 
would be discharging its simple duty in 
commending a_ self-made, well tried man, 
with 23 years of judicial experience behind him, 
as against a man whose reputation was made by 
his father, and whose judicial experience is yet 
in untriedinfancy. The matter will be discussed 
further before definite action is taken, but there 
seems to be little doubt that the lawyers will 
find some way of expressing their choice and of 
declaring their reason forit ina form that will 
command attention.

THE SUMMIT OF OLD LUTHER C. BRY- 
ANT’S MISFORTUNES. 

Luther C. Bryant, the octogenarian nu- 
mismatist whose age and troubles have brought 
him near his end, went to the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday and asked Justice Pat- 


terson for advice. Bryant, who claims to be a 
relative of William Cullen Bryant, was born in 
Massachusetts in 1801, and was a practicing 
physician in the South for some years before 
the war. At the close of the war he came 
North and settled in this city as a dealer 
in old coins and postage stamps. He hada stand 
near the Post Oftice. In 1874 he was robbed of 
$100,000, mostly in coin. He was arrested on a 
charge of purchasing stolen postage stamps, 
and was locked up in the Tombs. During his 
incarceration burglars broke into his rooms at 
No. 1Forsyth-street and stole his hoard. ‘‘ Rat” 
Reilly and ‘,Bob the Welshman” were arrested 
for the burglary and sent to Sing SingPrison for 
20 years each. Although every goldpiece was 
stamped in a peculiar way, none ever came into 
circulation or was recovered. 

Since that time Bryant has been living on a 
small pittance saved from the wreck of his fort- 
une. This, he says,is now almost exhausted. 
He has no friends or relatives in the world, he is 
nearly blind and stricken with palsy, and he 
dreads the time when his money shall give 
out. At present he is ie with a letter carrier 
named Kenny at No. 89 Christopher-street. 
While telling his story the gray-haired old man 
wept and implored the Judge tu help him in gain- 
ing admission to some institution where he could 
end his daysin peace. Justice Patterson recom- 
mended the old man to apply to the Charity 
Organization Society, and Commissioner Porter, 
of the Board of Charities and Correction, who 
was sitting beside the magistrate while Bryant 
was telling his story, became interested and said 
that he would look after the old man.

OORRUPTION AT PANAMA. 





MONEY MISSPENT TO LINE THE POCKETS 


OF GREEDY OFFICIALS. 
According to Sefior Santiago Torrico, of 


generally gets, so Sefior Torrico says, and per- 
sonal gain is the ruling motive of every man, no 


matter how low his position, who isin the em- 


ploy of the company at Panama. Sefior Torrico, 
who was recently in this city, told this story to 
a reporter for THE TIMES: 


‘For a period extending over four years and & 
half,” he said, “ I was in Panama, and iny posi- 
tion was such as to give me the opportunity of 
observing the workiugs of the company from 
an authoritative standpoint and to discover the 
mauner in which money is spent in a worse than 
foolishly extravagant manner. In the first place 
there has been since the work was begun only 
one man incharge there who was in the slightest 
degree competent or who had any other aim in 
view than to make money and enjoy himself at 
the expense of his employers. That one man 
was M. Dingler, who went out from Paris in 
February, 1884. He was not only a thoroughly 
good engineer, but he was a good manager, and 
absolutely honest and conscientious in his work. 
Before he got to Panama the work had been 
under the direction at different times of young, 
very young, men, who not only did no real good to 
the concern, but who, aside from throwing away 
money as though it were so much dirt, did actual 
damage to the project itself in the incomplete 
and ignorant manner in which they did perform 
the few duties they felt called upon todo. When 
M. Dingler arrived at Panama Messrs. Richie 
and Saletta were in charge. It took M. 
Dingler a very short time to find and 
weed out the incompetent men. Economy was 
practiced in every way by this gentleman, and a 
rule of thorough reform was begun. Many 
abuses were abolished, and asa natural conse- 
quence the men—and they were many—who saw 
their tat emoluments destroyed were very bitter 
against the man who took what they considered 
their legitimate money away from them. M. 
Dingler became so unpopular that when his wife 
and two sons, who accompanied him, were car- 
ried off by the deadly fever, the — actually 
held ‘ fiestas’ forjoy. Ina very short time after 
the death of his relatives M. Dingler himself 
was attacked by the fever, and had to return to 
France. No sooner had he departed than the old 
condition of affairs was resumed and still exists, 
M. Dingler went away in June last, and M. 
Nouailhac Pioch, a young gentleman who was 
recently graduated from his college, is in charge. 

“There were 135,000,000 cubic meters to 6x- 
eavate. About 15,000,000 cubic meters have 
thus far been excavated. Itcosts as the work 
is done there from $1 50to $1 75 to excavate 
a cubic meter. So you see that while more than 
$100,000,000 have been spent, it has cost but 
$23,000,000 for the actual work of excavation. 
The other $77,000,000 has gone for car- 
riages and horses and houses, and the 
other luxuries I have enumerated. Unless a 
different set of men take hold of the work the 
Panama Canal will never be completed—never 
in the world. The manner in which these gentle- 
men live is simply princely. Gorgeously fur- 
nished houses, horses, carriages, palace cars, are 
what are considered to be essentially necessary 
to the company’s chiefsin order that they may 
carry on the work to a successful close, and the 
company’s money pays the bills, One man, who 
dealt in furniture, &c., made in two years $500,- 
000 out of the ‘job,’ and that is a sample of the 
corruptness existing in the ranks, As another 
instance let me tell you how little things are 
done. A man, for instance, comes to Panama 
from Jamaica or some place with 2,000 mules, 
which have long passed their periods of useful- 
ness. He goes to one of the officials who is 
charged with the buying of animals and says: 
‘Here, you buy these mules for $100 apiece 
for the company, use them for a while, 
and then dispose of them for what you 
ean get and [ will make it worth your 
while.” The mules are bought, and in a 
tew weeks are sold at from $20 to $30 apiece. 
This operation is repeated once in a while, and 
two men at least grow rich. That is a sample of 
the corrupt official. 

‘‘Hereisanother sample. A lot of fellows— 
contractors you call them in America—who are 
notin the employ of the canal company offered 
to do the work of excavation or part of it for 
$1 75 a cubic meter, and the work—so many 
thousand cubic meters at a time—was farmed 
out tothem. That was all very well, you know, 
but these fellows—these contractors—knew that 
they could do the work for 90 cents a cubic 
meter, and the men who awarded the contracts 
knew that the work could be done at that figure. 
So our contractors and our awarders of con- 
tracts enter into a little prearranged agreement 
by which our contract awarders receive their 

ercentage—generally from one-third to one- 

alf—of the profits, and the company 
foots the bills again. These are samples 
of corruption. As for the foolish extrava- 
gance, in the first place, three times as many men 
are employed asare at all necessary, and these 
men—the scum of the earth—(the working men, 
I refer to.) are paid about $1 50 a day for their 
valuable services. Most of the peons employed 
by the company come from Jamaica and are no 
good, The place is a resort for German Com- 
munists who have been run out of their own 
country, and it is an actual fact that the Com- 
munist who fired at Minister Ferry in Paris was 
given work in Panama and remained there a long 
while in the service. 

“From the very start the work—with the ex- 
ception of the short time that M. Dingler was in 
charge—has been carried on in this way, and if it 
goes on in the same manner lots of people will 
get rich, that’s all that will be accomplished.” 
Sefior Torrico is of the opinion that, properly 
conducted, the canal would be finished in about 


four years.

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A WITNESS'S OPINION OF THE 
REV, MR. STAUNTON. 
AN ANSWER WHICH ROUSED THE IRE 


OF THE REV. DR. CARPENTER—DIS- 
CUSSING LEGAL TERMS. 


“All the witnesses to be called now are 
simply for rebuttal or sur-rebuttal, if anybody 
knows whatso much buttal means,” said the 
Rev. Dr.C, H. Taylor yesterday, as the Brook- 
lyn Presbytery prepared to resume the trial of 
the Rev. Benjamin Staunton in the Franklin- 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. Nobody did seem 
to know what it meant. The greater part of the 
time yesterday was occupied in a vain endeavor 
to ascertain the meaning of the most elementary 
legal terms. The Rev. L. R. Foote became very 
angry inan argument with the Rey. Dr. Hugh 
Smith Carpenter as to what was a leading ques- 
tion and what was not. Very much bitterness 
of feeling was manifested during the afternoon. 
A large number of ladies was in the church, 

The first wituess called yesterday was Mrs. F. 
R. Emerick, for the prosecution. She was an 
intimate personal friend of Mrs. Staunton. She 
said that Mrs. Staunton was always in a happy 
state of mind before Mrs. Laidler visited her. 
he witness had heard Mr. Staunton use improp- 
er language in her house. Her husband was 
yery indignant, and said he used language unbe- 
coming a minister. 

“Oh no,” said Mrs. Emerick, as Dr. Carpenter 
began to cross-examine her, “I can’t tell you the 
stories here. I'li tell you in private.” 

Mrs. Chamberlain, who testified last Friday 
that she had loaned Mr. Staunton a pistol and 
club, was recalled for examination. 

* Are the piste] and club in the church ?’ asked 
Dr. Carpenter. 

“Have you any concealed weapons about you, 
Mr. Foote?” asked the Moderator of the reverend 
gentleman. No, Mr. Foote had not. 

“They must be here next time,” said Dr. Car- 
penter. “I can bring out an interesting story 
about them.” 

Mrs. Chamberlain said her husband had never 
used the weapons. The club used to hang in 
their bedroom. It was a souvenir given by a sea 
Captain, and had been in her possession for 24 
years. Mr. Staunton was the only person who 

ad ever wanted the weapons. 

“ Didn’t you think it dreadful to lend him such 
things ?” asked Dr. Carpenter. 

“Well, I thought if we could stand them he 
could.” Mr. Staunton, however, failed to return 
the club and pistol until Mr. Chamberlain wrote 
demanding his property. Mr. Staunton then 
came and handed the pistel to Mrs, Chamber- 
jain’s 7-year-old child and went away. The club 
was sent back later. 

* And now, Mrs. Chamberlain,” continued Dr. 
Carpenter, * you have testitied that you saw Mrs. 
Laidiler one morning in a Mother Hubbard dress. 
I don’t know much about that article. Is it im- 
proper?” 

“Itis approved of by some people,” answered 
the witness sharply. “I don’t think it is im- 
proper.” 

Mrs. Barre, the next witness, declined to tell 
anything she knew on the ground that the 
knowledge had come to her in confidence. Rob- 
ert M. Quincy was then called. 

“Mr. Quincy, did you ever see evidences of un- 
sound mind in Mrs. Staunton?” he was asked. 

** Never.” 

“What do you think are evidences of unsound 
mind?” 

“Tam not an expert, Sir,” answered Mr. Quin- 
ey bluntly, “but ican tell a crazy man and a 
erazy Woman when I see’em.” {Laughter. } 

Thomas J. Shanks, formerly a member of the 
Fort Greene Church, was then cailed. 

“What was your estimate of Mr. Staunton?’ 
asked the Rev. L. R. Foote. 

“TL believe himtobe a complete hypocrite,” 
answered the witness. 

“Blackguarding in a sacred court is not al- 
lowed,” said the Rev. Dr. Carpenter severely. 
«The animus of the witness is too palpable. 
Whe art thou that judgeth another man ?”’ 

The witness said he was editor of the New- 
York Weekly Witness. “1 had an instinct that 
the man was unworthy of his position,” he went 
on. “Ihave bad a great deal of experience in 
‘the world, and very rarely go astray in reading 
‘yuman nature. I don't judge detinitely by in- 
#tinet,” apologetically, “ but i receive my im- 
pressions that way.” 

“ Did you judge of Mr. Staunton by the size of 
this nose?’ asked the Rev. Dr. 8. D. Spear se- 
yerely. 

This question caused much argument. “This 
witness,” said Dr. Spear, *‘ applies an exceeding- 
iy inappropriate epithet to a man who is uncon- 
*viceted. He deserves a scathing cross-examina- 
tion.” 

“YT should like to say,” continued the witness 
‘with the most unruffied serenity, “ that ounce 
while I listened to Mr. Staunton’s preaching I 
gaid to myself: ‘Unless I am mistaken there 
is certainly something wreng about that man.’ 
I wanted to talk te him about some works of 
grace, but I found him perfectly unsympa- 
‘thetic. He was like a fish out of water. He 
would talk of worldly topics, but not of spiritual 
matters.” 

«Don’t you think a man can be good and 
yet be able to crack a joke or tell a good 
story?” asked the Rev. J. W. Hageman. 

«} always expect a minister will attend to the 
spiritual interests of bis congregation.” 

« Are you a spiritual expert in regard to the 
state of human souls?” asked Dr. Carpenter. 

*“*This witness is entitied to the pretection of 
“this court,” called out a voice at the end of the 
room. “ Shereis not a member of the Presby- 
tery who does not, like the witness, torm im- 
spressions of men as they see them.” 

There was an outburst of loud applause and

“BLIND TOM” AND HIS MOTHER. 

An application for a commission to deter- 
mine the mental condition of *‘ Blind Tom,” the 
pianist, and for the appointment of committees 
of his person and estate, was denied by Judge 
Donohue, in Supreme Court, Chambers, yester- 
day. ‘The application was made by Charity 
Wiggins, the mother of Tom. She has been a 
resident of this State for years, but as the nearest 
friend of her son she has been for some months 


suing James N. Bethune, in Virginia, to compel 
him to account for the earnings of Tom siuce 
1865. 

In slavery days Bethune was the owner of 
Charity Wiggins, her husband, Mingo, and their 
42 children. At the end of the war he hired Blind 
Tom from his parents and began the series of con- 
wert tours which have proved so successful, and 
which have made the name of the extraordinary 
megro known all over the world, In Virginia 
Bethune had Tom declared a lunatic and pro- 
eured the appointment of his son, John G. 
‘Bethune, as the committee of his person and 
estate. On the death of his son he had himself 
appointed. Mrs. Wiggins’s suit against him for 
an accounting is based on the theory that he has 
practieally kept Blind Tom in slavery, and her 

se in having her son adjudged a lunatic in 
this State was evidently to be put in a position 
to dispute the custody of the sable musician, 
pending the determination of the suit. 

In denying the application Judge Donohue 
held that he had no jurisdiction, and that any

TWO THIEVES SECURED

[NORTH ALASKA EXPLORED | 


THE RESULTS OF LIBUT. STO- 
NEY’S EXPEDITION. 
PENETRATING TO THE ARCTIC OCEAN 
—LIEUT. SCHWATKA’S DISCOVERY OF 

JONES RIVER INDORSED. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 11.—The Chron- 
icle publishes to-day an interview with Assist- 
ant Engineer Lane, who was with Lieut. Stoney 
on his exploring expedition in that portion of 
Alaska north of the Yukon River and the Put- 
nam River, which was discovered some two years 
ago by Lieut. Stoney. Assistant Engineer Lane 
arrived in this city afew days ago in advance of 
the rest of the party, who are expected here on 
the United States steamer Bear next Friday. 

The exploring party left San Francisco on May 
38,1885. About Dee. 1 Lieut. Stoney and a party 
of sailors started for the Noatoak River, about 
120 miles north of the Putnam. Soundings of 
the river were made, as well as surveys of the 
region through which it flows. Engineer Lane 
and several men then started to explore the 
country in the direction of St. Michael’s. That 
point was reached after a journey of 28 days. A 


rough survey of the country by compass _ bear- 
ings was made. While Mr. Lane was away Lieut. 
Stoney went southwest in the region of Selewik 
Lake and the river of the same name. He noted 
various small lakes, rivers, and mountain ranges. 
On Feb. 1 Stoney went eastward to the 
headwaters of the Putnam and Noatoak 
Rivers and was gone 45 days. He reached 
an immense lake upon the banks of which na- 
tives from the region of Point Barrow, the most 
northern point of the continent of America, 
meet to trade with the Indians of the Pugam 
Valley. It generally takes the natives two sea- 
sons to make this trip, the severity of the Winter 
éompelling them to remain in Winter quarters 
near the lake. Stoney’s intention was to make a 
trip to Point Barrow from this lake, but an im- 
mense arid plain would have to be traversed, 
which made it impossible on account of the 
scarcity of Coge tood. On April 12, however, 
Ensign Howard and F. J. Price, a sailor, started 
from Point Barrow and after great hardships and 
privations succeeded in reaching it on Aug. 16. 

On June 1 the breaking up of the ice in the 
river enabled all of the party to pass down to its 
mouth. The explorers gained many new facts of 
particular value to geographers. of. Baird, of 
the Smithsonian Institution, had been partien- 
larly anxious that the party should explore Jade 
Mountain, or Greep Stone Mountain, as the na- 
tives call it, out of which they obtain the green 
stone used in making hatchets and other imple- 
ments. Engineer Lane and a party visited the 
mountain. Itis 200 miles above the Putnam 
River and is about 3,000 feet high. ‘The green 
stone, as it is called, is more correctly a serpen- 
tine, and is found in layers of considerable 
thickness. The Esquimau Indians of that re- 
gion are polygamists. No valuable minerals 
were discovered. Coal was found in abundance 
ou the Putnam River and of good quality. 
Granite exists in large quantities, and some 
asbestus was found. No gold or silver was 
found, and as the Indians had none in their pos- 
session and never mentioned those metals, the 
explorers came to the conclusion that if is 
doubtful whether they existin large quantities 
in that part of Alaska. 

The Putnam River is about 400 miles long and 
half a mile wide,and is navigable for a dis- 
tance of 350 miles, at which point rapids are en- 
countered. It drains the large area of the Put- 
nam Valley, which is 30 miles wide. The vol- 
ume of water that flows downis immense. The 
river is surrounded bya range of mountains 
about 3,000 feet high, the highest peak of which 
is 4,000 feet high. There isadense growth of 
spruce and birch along the banks. This stream 
is several hundreds of miles above the Yukon 
River, flows east and west, and empties into 
Katzebue Sound. 

The Noatoak Riveris 120 miles north of the 
Putnam, and separated from it bya range of 
mountains. It is shallow and rocky, and flows 
east and west. There is very little vegetation 
along its banks. It is about 400 miles long and 
empties into Katzebue Sound. 

South of the Putnam about three miles is Sele- 
wik Lake. Itis 20 miles in diameter and very 
deep. The Selewik River is 200 miles long and 
flows east and west. It is @ivided into two 
branches and fiowsinto the lake. North of the 
Noatoak River is a wide desert plain extending 
tor i50 miles and interpolated with many large 
and small streams. It extends clear to the Arc- 
tie Ocean. The soil is very poor, and never 
thaws but to a depth of a few inches, and aside 
from possible deposits of gold and silver and the 
fur trade the country is not of any practical 
value to white men. 

Lieut. Lane regards Schwatka’s reported dis- 
covery ofa stream which he called the Jones 
River as highly probable, for the country is so 
little known and there are so many rivers that it 
is not a hard task to discover a new stream in an 
extended trip through the country.

TWO ANECDOTES OF GRANT. 
Washington Letter to the Boston Traveller. 
An officer who served on Grant’s staff dur- 
ing the war said to the Traveller's correspondent 
to-iay: “ The first time I ever saw Grant was 
when he cameto take command ofthe army. 


This was at Brandywine Station. We had been 
accustomed te see McClellan, Halleck, Burnside, 
and the other Generals go about from brigade to 
brigade and division to division attended by a 
cloud of gorgeously uniformed staff officers, and, 
of course, we expected that Grant’s arrival 
would have a great deal of show init. We were 
awaiting his arrival, knowing that he was on his 
way, when a freight train rolled in. There wasa 
caboose on the end, and out jumped two men. 
One of them was a short, stumpy man, with a 
full brown beard. He wore a black slouch hat, 
tipped down ou his eyes, and as he picked his 
way over the railroad tracks to the station a 
soldier who had been at Fort Denelson shouted, 
‘Here’s Grant, boys.’ On the platform was Gen. 
Ingalls, the Commissary-General of the army, 
and who was one of Grant’s classmates. He 
recognized his old eomrade and they shook 
hands for a moment. Then Ingalls invited his 
commander to take @ seat im a four-in-hand 
which was waiting. It was raining, but Grant 
stood a while and looked over the turnout; then 
he got inside and drove to headquarters. Gen. 
Ingalls had provided a most magnificent dinner 
for the new commander. Grant sat and 
ate heartily, and after he had finished he 
turned and inquired: ‘Ingalls, where did 
you get all this stuff? The Commissary- 
General replied with some pride that he had had 
it brought down from Washington expressly for 
the event, Then Grant wanted to know if the 
soldiers were in the habit of getting a layout like 
that. Upon being answered in the negative, 
Grant said: ‘ Ingalls, I have been in the habit of 
eating a soldier’s rations. What’s good enough 
for them is good enough for me.’ Ingalls didn’t 
neglect to take the hint, and there were no more 
gorgeous banquets after that in the headquarters 
of the Army of the Potomac. After this episode 
Grant smoked, and finally said: ‘One more ques- 
tion, Ingalls. Where did you get that four-in- 
hand? ‘It has been attached to the headquar- 
ters for the use of the commanding General for a 
long time, Sir,’ was the response. Grant never 
changed his expression as he replied: ‘I don’t 
want it here, Rufus; the next time we need it it
